Fuse  box  at 
right  holds  fuses  for  this  home's  eight  branch  circuits.  Fuse  size  and 
location  of  circuits  are  listed  on  sheet  inside  door. 


I 


s  your  fuse  box  a  Chinese  puzzle?  Or  a  lethal-looking  de- 
vice you  don't  go  within  a  ten-foot  pole  of?  It  needn't  be. 
A  blown  fuse  is  as  easy  and  safe  to  replace  as  a  light  bulb. 
Knowing  how  can  save  summoning  a  neighbor  or  the  power 
company.  But  the  time  to  learn  is  before  the  lights  go  out. 

Walk  up  to  your  fuse  box.  Go  ahead — it  won't  snarl.  You 
may  find  one  box  with  a  pull-down  handle  (the  main  power 
switch)  and  a  separate  fuse  box.  Or  both  may  be  combined 
in  one. 

Open  the  fuse  box.  In  it  you'll  find  several  rows  of  branch 
fuses,  controlling  lights  and  outlets  in  certain  rooms  in  your 
house.  On  the  door  should  be  a  list  of  what  circuit  each  fuse 
commands.  If  it's  missing,  follow  procedure  outlined  below. 

Know  your  circuits 

To  match  fuses  to  circuits,  follow  these  steps  for  each:  (1) 
pull  down  main  switch  to  off;  (2)  unscrew  fuse;  (3)  return 
switch  to  on;  (4)  note  which  lights,  outlets  don't  work.  Make 
list  on  fuse-box  door.  If  lights  fail,  you'll  know  fuse  to  check. 
When  a  fuse  blows,  first  correct  probable  cause  of  over- 
load. Too  many  appliances  on  at  once?  One  shorted?  After- 
trouble's  cleared,  turn  off  main  switch,  find  fuse  that's  dark 
or  cloudy.  Metal  link  across  window  will  be  parted  or  gone. 

Replacing  a  blown  fuse 

Remove  bad  fuse,  throw  away  and  replace  with  a  new  one  of 
correct  size.  The  size  number  is  on  the  bottom  of  each  fuse, 
as  number  of  amps  (amperes)  it  will  safely  pass.  The  correct 
size  should  also  be  noted  on  your  circuit  list.  As  a  rule,  a 
15-amp  fuse  controls  lighting  circuits;  20-amp  fuses  guard 
the  small-appliance  circuits  which  are  equipped  with  heav- 
ier \\  ire. 

Remember:  too  small  a  fuse  causes  needless  blowing.  But 
too  big  a  one  won't  blow  when  it  should,  causing  overheated 
wires  or  even  lire.  Check  your  power  company  if  you're  in 
doubt  as  to  size.  Never  use  a  penny  as  "temporary"  fuse. 

Set  aside  a  drawer  or  shelf  you  can  find  in  the  dark — and 
stock  it  with  a  flashlight  and  assorted  extra  fuses.

What  else  booms  like 
a  giant  firecracker  lit  and  wildly  thrown 
down  a  sewer,  its  Ion?  underground  roar 
echoing  through  the  hollow  pipes?  You 
could  put  your  ear  on  the  manhole  cover 
and  feel  the  vibration.  There  were  the  red 
"sons-o'-guns"  which  sputtered  and  crack- 
led when  rubbed  over  the  sidewalk  and 
would  go  tearing  into  your  legs  if  you 
dropped  a  rock  on  them.  And  there  would 
be  the  delicate  splatter  of  tiny  "lads-fingers" 
firing.  We  would  light  whole  strings  and 
throw  them  into  the  air,  to  catch  in  trees  and 
carry  on  a  private,  spitting  war  at  each 
other. 

Sometimes  the  bigger  boys  would  turn  up 
with  crude  cannon  made  from  iron  pipe 
plugged  at  one  end.  We  would  lie  on  the 
slopes  of  lawns  like  miniature  Bunker  Hills 
and  admire  the  recklessness  of  these  small 
artillerymen,  dreading  (and  yet  secretly 
hoping)  that  the  whole  infernal  machine 
would  blow  up,  as  it  often  did,  and  those 
heroes  would  be  carried  home  howling. 
The  streetcars  were  a  vivid  help,  too.  We 
would  put  rows  of  torpedoes  along  the  track 
and  watch  them  shatter  sideways  with  a  rud- 
d\  Hare.  The  progress  of  a  motorman  across 
town  was  one  long  explosion.  I  have  won- 
dered since  how  patiently  they  endured  our 
follies. 

Not  only  are  those  noises  gone,  so  are  the 
smells,  and  above  all,  the  dense,  brown  odor 
of  punk  smoldering.  A  stick  of  punk  would 
give  just  enough  live  coal  to  ignite  fire- 
cracker fuses.  Nothing  in  the  world  has  that 
damp,  persistent  smell;  mingled  with  burn- 
ing powder,  it  made  the  air  itself  seem 
scorched.  My  grandfather  always  said  that 
it  rained  so  much  during  Civil  War  battles 
because  the  gunpowder  brought  it  out  of 
the  clouds.  I  would  stand  there  sniffing,  to 
see  whether  our  little  effort  would  not  pro- 
duce at  least  a  shower. 

Tt  was  a  terrible  day  for  animals.  Cats  and 
dogs  hid  as  deep  under  barns  and  houses 
as  they  could  get,  and  only  came  out  late  at 
night,  trembling  and  whining.  But  horses 
had  to  be  out  in  that  inferno.  My  father  al- 
ways drove  a  horse  and  buggy  home  from 
work,  tying  up  that  poor  animal  at  a  horse- 
headed  hitching  post  at  the  curb.  I  would 
be  sent  out  to  put  a  nosebag  of  oats  on  it  and 
in  my  hands  today  I  can  feel  that  tall,  strong 
creature  shaking  as  firecrackers  went  off,  and 
hear  its  iron  shoe  scratching  on  the  brick 
paving. 

The  biggest  event  was  always  the  parade, 
and  in  that  parade,  the  most  important 
group  for  us  was  the  Civil  War  veterans 
marching,  for  my  grandfather  was  among 
them.  They  had  all  been  in  the  Union  army. 
My  grandfather  had  been  a  cavalryman  and 
considered  it  debasing  to  march  like  infan- 


try. He  was  a  big,  gentle  man  with  a  tremen- 
dous white  beard,  which  he  would  trim  be- 
fore the  mirror  as  he  prepared  for  the  parade. 

J.  t  was  hard  for  me  to  think  of  that  quiet 
man,  snipping  at  a  few  straggling  whiskers, 
waving  a  heavy  saber  and  shouting  in  a  cav- 
alry charge,  but  he  had  done  just  that.  Yet 
when  he  had  put  on  his  blue  uniform  and 
braced  himself  for  the  march  that  he  would 
not  admit  was  exhausting,  there  would  be 
in  his  effort  to  stand  perfectly  erect  in  spite 
of  his  farmer's  stoop,  such  a  fierce  determi- 
nation, that  I  could  suddenly  imagine  the 
whole  bloody  and  desperate  moments  of  a 
young  trooper's  life.  His  jaw  would  set  as  I 
never  saw  it  through  the  rest  of  the  year, 
and  he  would  step  out  with  a  hard  look  on 
his  face  that  scared  me.  He  had  earned  that 
stoop,  as  he  had  earned  that  uniform,  the 
hard,  hard  way:  by  hanging  onto  a  hand 
plow  over  fields  he  had  received  in  part  as 
bounty  for  his  service. 

I  remember  still  the  Fourth  of  July  when 
Grandfather  had  a  savage  moral  dilemma — 
the  summer  that  the  family  felt  he  was  not 
strong  enough  to  walk  the  distance  of  the 
parade.  He  shouted  that  it  was  bad  enough 
for  a  cavalryman  to  walk  like  a  foot  soldier, 
but  by  the  eternal,  it  was  a  disgrace  to  ride 
in  a  stinking  automobile.  His  daughter,  my 
mother,  argued  that  he  had  to  do  it,  "to  be 
with  the  boys."  Muttering  in  his  beard,  his 
face  livid  red  under  the  white  hair,  he  gave 
in,  his  worst  defeat  of  the  war,  and  rode  in 
an  open  horseless  carriage  with  a  few  other 
casualties  of  age,  sitting  there  grim  and  erect 
and  ashamed.  Somehow,  in  his  venerable 
pride,  I  confused  him  with  the  soldiers  who 
had  fought  that  Eighteenth  Century  war 
whose  Declaration  of  Independence  we  were 
celebrating,  thus  casually  adding  a  hundred 
years  to  the  seventy  he  already  had. 

Along  with  the  risk  to  hands  and  eyes, 
there  was  one  more  menace  to  the  Fourth  of 
July — the  public  oration.  This  was  always 
delivered  from  the  bandstand  in  the  middle 


of  the  block-square  park  in  the  center  of 
town.  It  was  expected  to  produce  suffering 
as  cruel  as  the  war  itself,  by  its  tortuous 
length  and  its  rhetoric  exploding  like  shrap- 
nel, and  it  usually  did. 

The  audience  stood  there  sweltering  in 
the  sun,  unflinching  in  the  face  of  volley 
after  volley  of  murderous  oratory.  The 
speaker  worked  and  sweated  as  hard  as  any 
infantryman  marching  through  Georgia.  He 
defended  the  Constitution  fiercely,  to  an 
audience  not  precisely  hostile  to  that  noble 
document.  There  was  always  some  pounded- 
home-with-the-fists  praise  of  that  sterling 
native  stock  which  was  the  backbone  of  the 
country.  This  my  grandfather  took  seriously 
indeed,  although  his  family  came  from 
Europe  and  he  spoke  German  before  learn- 
ing English.  Thanks  were  given  to  God  for 
providing  so  few  Indians  to  be  chased  from 
this  fertile  soil,  and  thanks  were  given  to  the 
Milwaukee  Railroad  for  sending  a  brass 
band.  Motherhood  was  so  vigorously  de- 
fended, I  had  the  impression  the  glorious 
Revolution  had  been  fought  so  that  women 
could  bear  children. 

While  this  flowerpot  of  fancy  language  was 
blossoming  out  of  the  bandstand,  there  was 
always  a  handful  of  daring  boys  skulking  on 
the  fringes  of  the  crowd,  throwing  lighted 
firecrackers  at  each  other.  The  boldest 
would  stand  near  a  horse  tied  to  a  hitching 
post  and  smash  a  cane,  red-white-and-blue, 
with  a  cap  in  one  end  which  exploded  with 
a  sharp  snap,  causing  the  horse  to  rear  and 
plunge.  Small  children  would  crouch  over 
little  mounds  which,  when  the  point  was  lit, 
would  send  out  twisting  brown  snakes.  Usu- 
ally snakes  and  children  were  stepped  on  as 
the  crowd  shifted,  and  piercing  shrieks 
would  ascend  to  heaven  along  with  the 
speech. 

Finally  the  orator  would  conclude  with 
the  startling  pronouncement  that  "Univer- 
sal prosperity  is  everywhere,  even  in  Iowa," 
and  our  ordeal  would         [  Turn  to  page  100

Fences  have  a  new  importance

f  you're  looking  around  for  the  key  to  privacy  and 
to  living  happily  in  an  open-plan  house  (with  maybe 
a  glass  wall  or  two)  you'll  find  it  in  fences.  Today's 
best  planning  uses  fences,  not  as  continuous  guards 
or  stockades,  but  as  screens  and  baffles.  Well-placed 
fences  are  now  a  thoroughly  tested  means  of  getting 


more  living  space  from  your  property  at  the  very 
lowest  cost.  With  fences,  you  can  use  all  you  own. 
Six  types  of  enclosures,  each  chosen  to  do  a  special 
job,  are  used  on  the  property  pictured  here.  They 
give  the  family  complete  privacy  in  a  house  with 
three  glass  walls.  They  make  living  to  the  lot  line  a 
reality.  And  they  do  this  on  a  corner  lot!  Owners  are 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Frederick  E.  Emmons  of  Santa  Monica. 


A  fence  of  brown  palings,  reaching  to  above  eye  level,  screens  in-  Visitors  gravitate  to  long  permanent  benches  of  barbecue  and 
ner  portion  of  property  from  neighboring  windows.  Fence  tempers  recreation  areas  that  are  backed  by  this  fencing.  Note  cor- 
the  wind  but  doesn't  shut  off  air  from  plants  growing  n"xt  to  it.       ner  of  the  smoothly  troweled,  concrete  dance  floor  at  right. 


Without  an  L-ahape  screen  of  structural  glas>.  iin>  charming  Btreet  en- 
trance would  be  wholly  impractical.  Bui  with  ii  (see  plan  below),  the 
glassed-in  l< »ujxi;i  thai  connects  li\  in^  and  bedroom  wings  becomes  a  plant 
room.  This  looks  onto  central  patio  with  roof  of  live-oak  branches. 

Decorative  wooden  screen,  inside  glass  at  left  of  door,  blocks  the  view 
into  the  living  room  from  outride  this  striking  front  entrance. 


Root-height  extension  and  return  oi  front  wall  of  house  (extreme  right) 
screens  the  all-glass  end  of  the  study  from  those  passing  along  property 
on  the  curving  street.  Overlapping  this  taller  wall,  and  nearer  the 
street,  is  a  lower  one  made  of  concrete  blocks  colored  an  earthen  yellow. 
This  overlapping  of  the  ends  of  screening  walls  and  fences  to  obtain 
privacy  is  an  effective  device.  Note  the  absence  of  gates. 


Fences  of  varied  materials  and  heights  make  interior  of  this  lot  completely  private

Two  rectangles  connected  hv  a  smaller  one  are  core  of  the  ground 
plan  of  the  Emmons  house.  Detached  garage  is  on  lowest  corner  of 
lot.  Unroofed  living  space  of  equal  area  is  gained  by  setting 
screening  fences  and  walls  on  or  near  the  lot  lines. 

Most  admirable  and  rewarding  is  the  accommodating  of  house 
and  ground  plans  to  the  old  settlers  —  seven  majestic  live  oaks. 
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Fences  have  uses  other  than  protecting  property

The  Emmons  family  live  in  a  spacious  and  private  world  of  their  own  although  their 
living  room  has  glass  walls  on  opposite  sides.  This  is  the  long  view  taken  from  just 
inside  the  hrirk  wall  that  protects  bedroom  patio  from  side  street. 

Through  sliding  glass  doors  on  both  sides  of  living  room  (upper  left)  you  glimpse 
the  tall  paling  fence  that  stands  on  the  far  lot  line  and  shelters  the  recreation  area. 
Garage  wall  is  at  right  here,  the  covered  walkway  to  house  is  at  center.

\\  nil  outdoor  space  made  into  roomlike  areas  In  positioning  <>i  fences  and  screens,  ii 
seems  right  thai  the  Boors  of  these  outdoor  rooms  be  paved.  This  means  thai  plants 
are  largel)  confined  to  closeh  planted  beck.  This  gives  great  freedom  ill  the  use  of 
open  spaces  and  reduces  outdoor  housekeeping  to  sweeping  or  hosing  off  paving. 
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JLo  get  double  returns  from  your  fences 
and  screens,  consider  the  opportunity  they 
offer  for  "climate  control."  You  cool  off 
with  water  by  laying  perforated  pipe  or  plas- 
tic hose  along  the  top  of  your  fence,  or  up- 
per stringer,  thus,  providing  a  refreshing 
mist  that  reduces  heat.  Or,  you  can  produce 
a  full-scale  shower  at  just  the  right  time. 

A  fence  is  easily  drafted  to  serve  as  a  back 
support  for  an  awning  to  shade  a  sand  pile. 
Tack  canvas  closely  to  fence,  so  wind  will 
not  find  an  opening.  Or,  have  metal  eyelets 
inserted  and  push  hooks  through  these.  Two 
poles  set  on  an  outward  slant  will  give  steady 
support  to  the  free  end  of  the  canvas. 

In  just  this  same  way  an  existing  fence 
can  be  used  to  support  a  sunshade  made 
from  short  lengths  of  snow  fencing  or  woven 
reeds.  Grow  gourd  vines  over  them  to  deep- 
en the  shade. 

Fences  five  or  more  feet  tall  can  serve  as 
supports  for  outdoor  lights  including  every- 
thing from  spotlights  and  bracket  fixtures  to 
panels  designed  to  give  out  a  soft  glow. 

Be  very  sure  you  use  only  conduits,  wires, 
and  receptacle  boxes  intended  for  outdoor 
use.  Have  your  completed  outdoor  lighting 
checked  by  a  qualified  electrical  inspector. 

The  plainest  of  fences  will  support  vines, 
shrubs,  and  fruit  trees  trained  in  fan  shapes. 
To  give  the  branches  adequate  air  circula- 
tion, they  should  stand  away  from  the 
fences.  Invest  in  some  6-inch  TV  stand-off 
insulators.  Push  out  tbe  pads  and  tie 
branches  to  loops.  Vines,  shrubs,  and  trees 
so  trained  make  handsome  decorations. 

If  your  fence  faces  north,  it  will  serve  nicely 
as  support  for  brackets  holding  potted  tu- 
berous begonias.  An  east-facing  fence  will 
need  other  shade  from  the  south  if  you  want 
to  accommodate  begonias,  fuchsias,  ferns, 
and  other  gracefully  pendant  plants  that  de- 
mand shade  through  the  heal  of  the  day. 

Such  a  fence-garden  is  particularly  suited 
to  the  needs  of  gardeners  who,  for  one  rea- 
son or  another,  cannot  stoop  easily  to  tend 
regular  garden  beds.  A  flower-hung  fence  is 
especially  appreciated  opposite  a  window.

YOUR  PORCH  OR  PATIO  is  as  cool  as  it 
looks  —  and  it  can  look  lettuce-cool,  crisp, 
and  uncluttered  even  on  the  hottest  summer 
days.  The  secret  lies  in  the  one-color  look. 
Whether  you  choose  cool  tones  or  warm 
ones,  plan  to  use  only  one  basic  color,  and 
keep  accessories  simple.  Then  you'll  have  a 
welcome  haven  from  the  sizzling  summer  sun 


Peppermint  pink  and  white  stripes  seem  to  frost  this  porch. 
But  the  color  is  used  sparingly  against  a  background  of  solid, 
white.  Furniture,  framed  in  light,  durable  rattan,  is  placed 
over  a  lacy  fiber  rug  in  a  pleasing  neutral  color.

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THE  STHANCiE  CASE  OF  THE  SEATTLE  SLUMS: 


Why  aren't  these  kids 
in  trouble? 


J  uvenile  delinquency  could  hardly  find  a  better  breed- 
ing ground  than  the  Seattle  waterfront.  In  this  skid-row 
section  of  town,  drunks  lie  sprawled  in  the  dark  doorways 
of  flophouses  and  bars,  and  derelicts  roam  the  streets 
looking  for  trouble.  Policemen  walk  their  beat  in  pairs, 
warning  visitors  to  leave  before  dark.  Yet  among  the 
many  Japanese-American  families  who  live  here,  there  is 
no  record  of  teen-age  delinquency.  What  makes  the  situ- 
ation more  intriguing  is  the  fact  that  juvenile  crime  con- 
tinues to  grow  steadily  in  other  parts  of  Seattle,  and  in 
the  rest  of  the  nation.  Last  year,  the  problem  accounted 
for  the  arrest  of  more  than  half  a  million  minors. 

Oriental  tradition  is  important  to  these  people,  who 
see  a  connection  between  teen-agers  out  of  trouble  and 
homes  with  strong  family  ties.  In  Japan,  two  or  three 
generations  sometimes  live  together  as  a  social,  religious, 
economic,  and  political  unit.  The  oldest  man  heads  a 
clan  consisting  of  himself  and  his  wife,  their  married  sons 
and    their  wives,   any  unmarried   sons   and   daughters, 


grandchildren,  and  often  great-grandchildren.  The  entire 
family  shares  all  praise  earned  by  a  member,  and  if  any- 
one misbehaves  the  household  takes  the  blame. 

Seattle's  citizens  of  Japanese  descent  don't  all  live 
under  one  roof,  but  they  follow  their  heritage  of  a  com- 
mon loyalty  as  if  they  did.  Many  own  hotels,  for  instance, 
and  at  cleaning  time  the  Japanese-American  community 
often  descends  on  each  of  them  in  turn  to  help  out  until 
the  job  is  finished. 

Dick  Obayashi,  a  16-year-old  Eagle  Scout,  is  one  of  the 
teen-agers  living  in  the  Seattle  slums.  His  father  owns  a 
small  hotel  on  the  waterfront  which  is  also  their  home. 
What  the  rest  of  America  might  learn  from  this  dingy 
docksidc  neighborhood  is  shown  on  these  pages.  The  final 
lesson  could  be  this :  Delinquency  has  no  chance  in  homes 
where  there  is  love,  respect,  pride,  and  faith.  Submit  a 
boy  or  girl  to  the  opposing  influences  of  a  happy  family 
life  and  an  unhealthy  neighborhood  environment,  and 
the  right  side  will  win  every  time.

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The  meeting  and  recreation 
room  of  the  Seattle  Buddhist 
Church  serves  as  a  center  for 
much  of  the  social  activity  of 
the  community .

t  is  early  morning,  with  just  a  snift"  of  rain  in  the  air,  and  you 
are  heading  up  the  east  bank  of  the  Hudson  River  toward  Pough- 
keepsie.  It  is  quiet  and  you  feel  very  far  away,  yet  the  city  of  New 
York  is  only  a  couple  of  hours  behind  you,  and  at  this  very 
minute  tubes,  tunnels,  and  trains  are  spilling  commuters  onto  city 
streets. 

Vacationers  from  the  city,  on  two  weeks  with  pay,  are  riding 
horseback  through  the  Catskills  across  the  river,  past  stone  walls 
and  rocky  streams.  In  Woodstock,  young  people  with  easels  come 
out  of  their  boarding  houses  and  head  for  the  country. 

Near  the  Finger  Lakes,  farm  wives  work  among  the  rows  of 
jellies,  pickles,  and  pies.  Small  boys  feed  their  calves,  and  sulkies 
practice-jog  around  the  track.  There'll  be  a  regatta  on  Keuka 
today,  and  the  first  sails  are  winging  over  the  water,  tantalizing 
the  drifting  boats  of  fishermen  who  smoke  their  pipes  and  dream.

IF  YOU'RE  SENTIMENTAL  about  the  past,  but  like  the  conveniences  of  the 
present,  today's  Colonial  furniture  is  for  you.  With  all  the  charm  of  the  early 
New  England  and  Pennsylvania  Dutch  originals,  it  incorporates  modern 
worksaving  devices — protective  finishes,  plastic  table  tops,  concealed  casters. 
Tiny  details  have  been  carefully  preserved — peg  and  dovetail  joinings,  ceramic 
drawer  pulls,  built-in  spoon  racks.  But  the  new  pieces  have  been  designed  to  fit 
today's  houses,  to  hold  today's  clothing,  hi-fi  and  television  sets 


♦  The  old  meets  the  new  in  the  severe  lines 
of  this  Shaker  furniture,  so  simple  that 
it  looks  modern.  Today's  touch — a  letter 
file  suspended  in  desk  drawer.  School- 
master's chair  has  "catkin"  spindles. 

The  Shakers,  who  came  from  England 
in  the  1770s,  were  fine  cabinetmakers. 
Their  designs  were  ageless;  note  how  mod- 
ern accessories  repeat  their  angular  lines. 


The  courting  bench  of  olden  times  moves 
into  dining  room  as  seating  for  two. 
Twentieth-century  valance  lighting  shows 
off  the  acorn  finials,  spool  turnings, 
heart-shaped  motif  brought  to  Pennsyl- 
vania by  German  and  Swiss  settlers.

Early  American  sofa  is  modern  in  color  and  in  its  foam- 
filled  comfort;  it  serves  as  a  foil  for  woven  Provincial  pattern 
on  the  wing  chair.  Lamps  are  in  keeping  with  Colonial  de- 
sign, but  each  100-watt  bulb  gives  the  light  of  a  dozen  candle 
flames.  The  cherry  furniture  has  historic  lines  —  the  ban- 


ister-backed chair  with  its  comb-shaped  top  rail,  the  mate's 
chair  and  little  cricket  stool  with  their  saddle  or  scooped  seats. 
Long  harvest  table  was  originally  designed  to  seat  threshers, 
now  opens  to  serve  a  large  family.  Beneath  this  tradition — 
a  modern  white  rug,  soilproofed  with  today's  chemicals.

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Another  meeting  of  old  and  new.  True  Colonial  half-tester 
covers  twin  beds,  unknown  until  the  beginning  of  this  century. 
Bedspreads  of  Early  American  inspiration  are  topped  by  mod- 
ern foam  bolsters.  These  are  quilted,  but  you  could  use  a  woven 
coverlet,  crewel-embroidered  linen,  or%candlewick  with  uncut 


tufts.  The  black  armchair,  stenciled  in  gold,  provides  a  pleas- 
ant contrast  with  the  Marblehead  cherry  used  for  other  furni- 
ture. Apothecary  chests  of  former  days  serve  new  purpose  as 
bedside  stands.  Decorative  bench  retains  functional  design; 
its  low  stretcher  kept  colonists'  feet  off  drafty  floors.

Or  add  to  tray  of 
chilled  ham  slices  for  a  July  dinner. 

Spiced  Orange  Molds  (2)  sport  a  circlet  of  Mandarin 
orange  sections.  Flavor  has  a  cinnamon-clove  bouquet  that's 
perfect  with  summer  cold  cuts.

It  is  a  kingdom  of  gentle  hills,  tow- 
ering mountains,  and  valley  floors, 
of  lakes,  rivers,  streams,  and  water- 
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falls,  of  forests,  farms,  wilderness, 
and  swamp,  of  roaring  cities,  fac- 
tory towns,  bustling  resorts,  and 
serene  country  villages.  They're 
generating  power  in  Niagara  Falls; 
milling  flour,  pouring  steel,  and 
loading  trains  and  steamers  in  Buf- 
falo; making  cameras  in  Rochester, 
electric-light  bulbs  and  locomo- 
tives in  Schenectady,  and  laws, 
among  other  things,  in  Albany. 

Washington  Irving's  legend  of 
Rip  Van  Winkle  symbolizes  the 
simple  folk  who  were  the  very  first 
while  settlers  in  what  is  now  New 
York  State. 

Rut  there  is  another,  a  Twentieth 
Century  spirit  in  the  Hudson  River 
Valley,  that  of  Franklin  D.  Roose- 
velt, country  squire,  who  sleeps  in 
the  rose  garden  of  his  family  estate 
at  Hyde  Park.  More  than  3  million 
sightseers  stream  through  these 
gates  in  a  single  year — the  curious, 
the  adamant,  the  worshipful. 

It  is  early  morning  again  and 
you  are  nearing  the  Finger  Lakes. 
You  are  roller-coastering  west  on 
the  New  York  Thruway,  or,  if  you 
prefer  a  more  leisurely  trip,  on 
U.  S.  20  which  runs  roughly  paral- 
lel to  the  Thruway  from  Albany  to 
Buffalo.  This  is  the  route  of  pio- 
neers who  had  come  up  the  Sus- 
quehanna from  Pennsylvania  and 
of  those  who  came  across  from  New 
England  soon  after  the  Revolution. 

This  is  central  New  York,  land 
of  maple  syrup  and  Herkimer 
County  cheese,  of  potatoes,  beans, 
and  buckwheat,  of  dairy  barns  and 
solid  clapboard  farmhouses,  of  lake 
villages  with  spacious  shaded  lawns 
and  gingerbread  architecture  and 
streets  named  Seneca,  Maple,  and 
Genesee.  This  is  the  home  of  the 
native  New  Yorker — sturdy,  friend- 
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gredients;  add  salt  to  taste.  Egg 
Filling:  Combine  next  6  ingredi- 
ents; dash  in  some  pepper.  To  as- 
semble: Slice  crusts  from  sand- 
wich loaf.  Slice  bread  lengthwise 
in  4  equal  layers  and  butter  each. 
Spread  first  slice  with  half  the  Ham 
Filling;  top  with  second  slice,  but- 
tered side  down.  Spread  on  Egg 
Tilling.  Add  third  slice,  buttered 
side  down;  spread  with  remaining 
Ham  Tilling.  Top  with  last  slice, 
buttered  side  down.  Wrap  loaf 
tighdy  in  aluminum  foil,  moist 
towel,  or  waxed  paper;  chill  sev- 
eral hours.  With  rotary  or  electric 
beater,  beat  small  amount  of  cream 
cheese  with  pimicnlo  till  blended. 
Gradually  add  remaining  cheese, 
beating  nil  light  and  fluffy.  Frost 
top  and  sides  of  loaf  with  mixture: 

refrigerate  till  ready  to  serve.  Gar- 
nish with  radish  roses  and  parsley.

There's  Fenimore 
House,  with  one  of  the  finest  collec- 
tions of  folk  art  (weather  vanes, 
wooden  Indians,  primitive  sculp- 
ture, and  painting)  in  America. 
And  who  hasn't  heard  of  the  Na- 
tional Baseball  Hall  of  Fame?  This 
museum  stands  in  Cooperstown 
because  Abner  Doubleday  is  be- 
lieved to  have  invented  the  game 
of  baseball  here  in  1839,  but  it  could 
"stand   on   Main  Street  anywhere.

bridge  from  Niagara  Falls,  Ontar- 
io, to  Niagara  Falls,  New  York, 
and  you  hear  the  powerful  roar  of 
the  Falls,  turning  the  wheels  of  in- 
dustry on  both  sides  of  the  river, 
muffling  the  words  of  promenading 
lovers  and  the  clop-clop  of  horse- 
drawn  hacks  on  the  pavement.  You 
are  driving  north  along  the  bluff  of 
the  Niagara  frontier.  You  look 
across  the  gorge  to  Canada,  and 
you  marvel  at  the  years  of  friend- 
ship between  us.  Then,  only  14 
miles  up  the  river,  you  walk  across 
a  drawbridge,  through  a  stone 
gatehouse  bearing  the  crest  of  King 
Louis  XV,  and  you  are  in  the  pa- 
rade ground  of  our  turbulent  past. 
This  is  Old  Fort  Niagara,  re- 
stored. It  stands  on  a  promontory 
overlooking  Lake  Ontario  at  the 
state's  western  frontier,  just  as 
Fort  Ticonderoga  broods  across  the 
southern  end  of  Lake  Champlain 
at  the  outlet  of  Lake  George,  across

to  the  green  hills  of  Vermont  on  the 
east.  Presiding  over  the  ramparts 
of  Old  Fort  Niagara  is  a  massive 
French  chateau,  completely  forti- 
fied, built  in  1726  as  a  trading  post 
to  deceive  the  Indians. 

Fort  Ticonderoga  is  a  museum 
now,  so  packed  with  relics  of  Rev- 
olutionary days  (military "  equip- 
ment, household  furnishings,  per- 
sonal belongings  of  famous  men) 
that  you  become  engrossed  in  these 
details,  hardly  seeing  the  fort  for  its 
contents.  From  the  height  of  Mount 
Defiance,  a  few  miles  away,  Fort' 
Ticonderoga  appears  in  true  per- 
spective— one  small,  strategic  fig- 
ure in  a  great  vista  dominated  by 
Lake  Champlain  stretching  north- 
ward between  the  hills  of  Vermont 
and  the  Adirondacks  of  New  York, 
northward  farther  than  the  eye  can 
see,  more  than  100  miles  and  into 
Canada.  Turn  slightly,  and  on  a 
clear   day   you   can   see    beautiful

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Lake  George,  which  extends  30 
miles  southward.  Picture  these  two 
as  a  combined  highway  connecting 
Canada  with  interior  North  Amer- 
ica, remembering  that  control  of 
this  wilderness  corridor  was  once 
essential  to  control  of  the  continent. 

Lake  Champlain  is  still  an  im- 
portant waterway,  though  seem- 
ingly more  alive  in  summer  with 
pleasure  craft  than  barges.  An  even 
more  important  waterway  is  the 
St.  Lawrence  River,  which  carries 
ocean-going  ships  along  the  north- 
western border  of  the  state,  from 
Lake  Ontario  down  to  Montreal. 
.  You  arrive  in  Alexandria  Bay 
and  excursion-boat  guides  are  out 
on  the  streets  to  get  you.  You  can't 
escape  them,  and  hardly  have  you 
dumped  your  luggage  at  the  motel 
than  you  are  cruising  on  the  St. 
Lawrence,  zigzagging  among  the 
Thousand  Islands  (actually  there 
are  more  than  1,000),  sharing  these 
unusually  clear,  pure  waters  with 
fishermen  and  the  speedboats  of 
today's  summer  residents. 

Later  you  are  crossing  the  flat 
scrubby  valley  of  the  St.  Lawrence, 
up  north,  and  wondering  when  the 
Adirondacks  will  appear.  Gradu- 
ally you  begin  climbing  and  then, 
almost  without  warning,  there  they 
are,  rising  and  falling  all  around 
you. 

The  Adirondacks  are  a  kingdom 
within  the  kingdom  that  is  New 
York  State.  They  range  over  an 
area  of  8,000  square  miles,  lifting 
46  of  their  peaks  4,000  feet  high, 
and  higher,  into  the  sky.  More 
than  200  lakes  are  cupped  in  the 
forested  slopes,  so  someone  told 
you,  but  after  Star,  Cranberry, 
Massawepie,  Tupper,  the  Saranacs 
(Upper,  Middle,  and  Lower),  and 
Placid,  you  swing  into  Lake  Placid 
village  (on  Mirror  Lake,  actually) 
and  promptly  lose  track. 


J_jake  Placid  lies,  beautifully,  in 
the  heart  of  the  Adirondacks.  It  is 
surrounded  by  the  highest  peaks 
and  was  the  setting  in  1932  of  the 
winter  Olympic  games.  As  you 
leave,  winding  even  farther  north- 
ward through  the  dark  fragrant 
forest  and  alongside  the  Ausable, 
rocky  and  rushing,  the  motor  hums 
and  the  family  is  quiet. 

After  Lake  Placid  came  Ausable

Fourth  of  July 
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end.  Then  we  went  off  to  another 
two  hours  of  agony,  that  furious 
trial  by  food  called  the  Fourth  of 
July  picnic.  We  usually  drove  to 
the  banks  of  the  Cedar  River  where 
a  collection  of  food  was  spread  out 
as  if  a  regiment  was  momentarily 
expected  after  a  hard  day's  ride. 
All  of  it  would  be  from  the  home 
farm;  the  fried  chicken,  the  ham, 
the  pickles  (dill,  sweet,  watermelon), 
huge  loaves  of  bread  baked  in  the 
iron  stove,  butter  churned  that 
morning. 

Best  of  all  for  the  children  was 
the  ice  cream,  which  was  made 
right  on  the  spot  (and  it  had  real 
cream  in  it,  too).  The  can  would 
be  covered  with  chipped  ice  and 
salt  and  we  would  all  take  turns  at 
the  handle,  enthusiastically  at  first 
and  then  wearily;  but  the  rule  was, 
"One  hundred  strokes  after  it  gets 
hard  to  turn."  Finally  the  great 
moment  came  when  the  lid  was 
knocked  off  and  the  "dasher" 
pulled  out,  all  dripping  with  the 
best  ice  cream  man  ever  made,  and 
eaten  by  the  same  hands  that  had 
milked  the  cow  that  gave  the 
cream.  But  of  course  the  cover 
would  be  replaced  until  after  the 
other  food  had  been  eaten,  and 
that  was  another  ordeal  to  be  en- 
dured. Anything  less  than  painful 
overeating  was  considered  disloyal. 

Afterward,  Grandfather  always 
said  he  didn't  need  a  nap,  but 
would  be  asleep  before  we  had 
taken  our  long  bamboo  poles  to  the 
river  and  hung  on  our  hooks  that 
most  formidable  catfish  bait  to  be 
had  anywhere:  chicken  entrails 
which  had  been  put  in  a  glass  jar 
and  hung  three  days  in  the  sun  to 
"ripen."  The  stench  of  that  bait 
joined  with  the  other  Fourth  of 
July  smells  to  enrich  our  noses,  and 


to  linger  on  our  hands.  Then  the 
loading  of  the  wagon,  and  home. 
Night  brought  its  own  glories  and 
dangers.  Sparklers  would  dazzle 
the  dark  with  their  sudden  light, 
and  pin  wheels  would  hiss  and 
whirr  where  they  were  nailed  on 
trees.  Some  child  always  was 
burned  by  walking  into  a  Roman 
candle.

We 
would  use  a  rainspout  for  launch- 
ing skyrockets,  and  it  would  be  a 
magnificent  moment  when  we 
waited,  in  our  miniature  impa- 
tience, for  the  rocket  to  burst  from 
the  end  of  the  spout  and  tear  into 
blackness  with  a  trail  of  fire. 

J.  he  day  ended  as  the  celebra- 
tion of  a  time  of  danger  and  tri- 
umph should  end:  dirty,  exhaust- 
ed, bandaged,  and  blistered,  we 
struggled  off  to  bed.  A  battle,  in 
which  only  one  side  fired,  had  been 
won.  The  country  was  safe  for  an- 
other year  and  so  were  we. 

There  were  two  final  night  noises 
audible  as  I  crept  upstairs  to  bed. 
One  was  the  final  boom  of  distant 
nightworks  going  off  in  the  sky  (I 
could  see  their  flash  through  the 
open  window  like  signal  lights  call- 
ing me  back  into  the  struggle;  but 
I  could  not  go).  The  other  was  the 
steady  voice  of  my  grandfather  say- 
ing, with  tiredness  and  resolution 
equally  strong,  "We  were  camped 
that  night,  it  was  in  '64,  along  the 
banks  of  the  ..."  I  never  heard  the 
name  of  that  far  stream  because, 
as  I  was  mumbling  that  I  couldn't 
go  to  sleep  so  soon,   I  fell  asleep. 

And  now  I  will  never  know  what 
river.

Ahead  of  you  the  streets  swarmed 
with  automobiles,  and  police  were 
blowing  whistles  in  the  middle  of  it 
all.  Behind,  on  the  islands  of  Para- 
dise Bay,  tent  flaps  were  blowing 
among  the  pines,  and  fish  scuttled 
in  frying  pans  over  the  open  fire. 

Saratoga  has  changed  in  recent 
years.  It  is  no  longer  the  giddy, 
gaudy  resort  of  the  gaslight  era,  but 
it  is  not  dead.  The  23  springs  are 
still  spouting  three  varieties  of  nat- 
urally carbonated  mineral  water. 
Health  seekers  still  come  to  take 
the  "cure,"  a  series  of  18  baths 
spaced  over  a  period  of  about 
three  weeks. 

Night  harness  racing  begins  in

The  paddocks 
are  filled  all  month  long,  and  the 
town  is  full  of  jockeys,  trainers, 
breeders,  owners,  and  race-track 
followers.  Some  Saratogans  even 
move  out  of  their  houses  entirely, 
renting  them  lock,  stock,  and  bar- 
rel, as  the  population  swells  from  a 
normal  15,000  to  about  58,000  on 
the  great  day  of  the  Travers  Stakes. 

J.  his  afternoon  you  tour  Sara- 
toga battlefield,  then  coast  down 
the  hills,  back  to  the  majestic,  pew- 
ter Hudson.  Next  winter,  after  the 
maple  leaves  have  fallen  and  the 
snow  has  come,  throngs  of  skiers 
will  be  competing  in  slalom  races 
down  Belleayre  Mountain  in  the 
Catskills.  Newsreels  will  show  bob- 
sleds rocketing  down  the  Olympic 
run  at  Mount  Van  Hoevenberg 
near  Lake  Placid,  and  ski  jumpers 
swooping  like  birds  through  the 
crisp  cold  air.  Laughter  will  ring 
out  on  the  slopes  and  over  that 
bleak  Adirondack  farm  where  John 
Brown's  body  lies  a-mould'ring  in 
the  ground,  long  home  from  Har- 
pers Ferry. 

But  John  Brown's  soul  goes 
marching  on,  and  so  does  the  al- 
ways old,  yet  ever  changing  spirit 
of  New  York,  the  Empire  State.

For  instance,  before  we  start 
turning  out  lickety-split  a  lot  of  scientists 
who'll  take  us  to  outer  space,  shouldn't  we 
turn  out  enough  repairmen  to  keep  us  going 
on  earth? 

The  ratio  of  needs  in  our  house  is  about  one 
scientist  to  20  repairmen.  If  the  TV  isn't  out 
of  whack,  it's  the  dishwasher,  the  air  condi- 
tioner, the  floor  waxer,  the  mixer,  the  water 
heater,  the  hi-fi,  the  oil  burner,  or  the  wash- 
ing machine. 

Don't  get  the  idea  we  don't  like  repair- 
men. On  the  contrary,  in  our  house  the 
plumber  rates  next  to  the  preacher  as  a  haven 
of  refuge.  The  trouble  is  a  repairman,  like 
space,  is  always  OUT.  If  you  call  Thursday, 
he's  OUT  until  Friday.  When  you  call  Friday, 
you  should  have  called  Thursday  before  he 
went  OUT. 

Finally  he  shows  up  when  you're  OUT. 
After  a  third  round  of  labor-management 
negotiation,  contact  is  made  a  month  after 
the  fixture  expired.  He  takes  a  quick  look  at 
your  problem  and  announces  the  part  you 
need  is  the  one  of  which  he's  temporarily 
OUT. 

By  the  time  the  part  arrives,  your  wife  is 
beside  herself.  (Nothing  more  vexing  than 
having  a  duplicate  wife  in  the  house.)  Now 
things  move  swiftly.  The  repairman  slips  in 
the  new  part  in  five  minutes,  remarking  that 
if  you  had  "oiled  the  hydro-blend,  the  mani- 
fold torporator  wouldn't  have  knocked  the 
excursion  pin  OUT." 

Actually,  when  you  get  right  down  to  it, 
what   we  need  is  fewer  scientists  inventing 
things  that  we  don't  have  enough  repairmen  i 
to  fix.

J_o  discover  the  relationship  between  your  driving 
habits  and  your  gasoline  mileage  Better  Homes  & 
Gardens  sponsored  road  tests  by  the  Highway  Traffic 
Safety  Center  of  Michigan  State  University. 

During  the  tests,  driver  Bob  Benson  was  sent  over 
a  114-mile  highway  course  in  a  standard  make  station 
wagon  loaded  with  performance-recording  equip- 
ment. When  he  returned,  his  wife  took  their  children 
and  made  the  same  trip  under  identical  conditions. 

At  the  end  of  Mrs.  Benson's  drive,  results  on  the 
instruments  were  compared.  Benson  had  12.8  miles 
per  gallon,  using  8.8  gallons  at  $3.08:  his  wife  made 
16.4  miles  per  gallon,  using  only  7  grallons  at  $2.45. 

Our  conclusion:  Mrs.  Benson,  driving  smoothly  and 
at  moderate,  even  speeds  (as  most  women  do),  made 
22  percent  better  mileage  than  her  husband,  who 
deliberately  drove  like  a  man  in  a  hurry — erratically, 
with  many  stops,  speed  changes,  rapid  accelerations. 

Engineers  agree  that  this  difference,  though  exag- 
gerated here,  is  fairly  typical  of  the  two  sexes. 

Bob's  haste  didn't  even  shorten  his  time  by  much; 
his  top  speed  was  70 — hers  only  54,  yet  she  averaged 
only  8  miles  per  hour  less  over  the  114-mile  course. 

The  moral:  Smooth,  even  driving  at  midrange 
speeds  can  save  you  up  to  25  percent  of  your  fuel 
cost,  to  say  nothing  of  increasing  your  safety. 

A  bonus:  The  testing  engineers  estimated  that  the 
same  good  driving  habits  that  can  save  your  family 
$50  a  year  on  fuel  can  also  cut  repair  costs,  deprecia- 
tion, and  tire  expense  by  $200  in  the  same  time.

Here^s  a  list  of  the  driving  habits 
that  can  cut  your  fuel  costs: 

I.  Keep  your  car  tuned  up.  Ignition,  fuel, 
exhaust,  and  cooling  systems,  even  the 
condition  and  inflation  of  your  tires 
can  affect  your  gasoline  mileage. 

56.  Have  engine  adjusted  for  maximum 
economy.  Retard  the  spark  and  "lean" 
the  carburetor  mixture  slightly.  The 
effect  on  performance  is  trifling. 

II.  Buy  the  right  fuel.  Your  car  dealer  can 
advise  you  on  the  right  grade  of  gaso- 
line for  your  engine. 

4.  Stay  on  through  streets  and  limited- 
access  highways  to  avoid  wasteful  stop- 
and-go  driving. 

•».  Consolidate  your  short-haul  trips  to 
one  or  two  a  day  to  limit  traffic  driving 
as  much  as  possible. 

«.  Warm-up  idling  and  driving  with  a 
cold  engine  are  wastes  of  fuel.  Keep 
your  car  warm.  In  winter,  a  heated 
garage  is  ideal ;  any  enclosure  helps. 

7.  Don't  fill  the  tank  to  the  top.  You'll 
spill  gas  on  turns  and  by  parking  on 
slopes.  Estimate  your  capacity,  then 
ask  for  one  or  two  gallons  less.

She  didn't  use  her  brakes  at  all,  and  drove 
the  same  two  miles  on  .113  gallon  in  two  minutes,  42  sec- 
onds, averaging  over  17  miles  per  gallon.

held  our  F.H.A.  mortgage.  We 
were  happy  with  the  service  they 
had  given  us  since  we  built  in  1 948. 
A  Title-I,  F.H.A.  loan  was  consid- 
ered, but  repayment  time  was  too 
short  in  1956.  (Like  so  many  other 
things.  Title-I  loans  are  more  of  a 
home  improvement  bargain  now. 
Today,  we'd  take  advantage  of 
their  better  terms.) 

We  owned  a  good  equity  in  a  good 
house,  so  were  able  to  refinance  to 
get  money  for  our  addition.  This 
was  a  straight  bank  loan  at  five  per- 
cent to  replace  our  F.H.A.  original 
of  four-and-half.  (Some  extra  serv- 
ices came  too,  so  the  increase  was 
less  than  it  seemed.) 

We  kept  repayment  time  the 
same — just  raised  monthly  pay- 
ments— because  it  was  timed  to  ex- 
pire as  children  enter  college. 

When  we  first  started  scheming 
and  dreaming,  we  figured  around 
|2,000  would  be  enough.  At  that 
time,  our  addition  was  going  to  be 
little  more  than  a  glassed-in  'iarm" 
porch  to  meet  two  big  needs: 

A  mud  room.  Someplace  to  cor- 
ral children  as  they  ran  in — usually 
with  Allied,  the  dog — splattering 
a  lot  of  Iowa  mud.  All  entrances 
led  straight  into  kitchen  or  living 
room  and  that  was  really  hectic  on 
a  winter  day.  Children  needed  bet- 
ter coat,  overshoe  storage,  too. 

Place  for  washer,  dryer.    The 

washer  was  crowded  into  kitchen: 
we  didn*  t  have  a  dryer  because  of  no 
room  in  our  basementless  house. 
I  needed  ironing  space,  too. 

Chink  wanted  a  lot — if  not  all — 
glass.  I  wanted  lots  of  wall  space 
for  cabinets  and  such.  The  .result — 
like  everything  that  went  into  the 
project — was  a  compromise. 

We  had  an  architect  draw  our 
rough  plans.  The  estimates  we  got 
on  these  stopped  us  short! 

Builders  wanted  more  than  we 
had  budgeted  for  the  shell  alone! 

"Let  it  s}o,"  we  thought.  And  let 
it  go  we  did,  for  over  a  year.  This 
just  gave  us  time  to  see  we  had  to  do 
something.  Children  were  growing, 
so  were  other  needs,  like: 

Informal  eating  space.  We  had 

a  lovely  formal  dining  room,  but 
all  the  noonday  meals  and  snacks 
were  eaten  in  our  crowded  kitchen. 

Family  activity  space.  A  house 
with  two  children,  dog,  cat,  para- 
keet white  mice,  and  whatever  else 
is  in  vogue  around  the  neighbor- 
hood, needs  an  informal  area. 
Wendy  wanted  a  piano,  but  type 
we  could  afford  wouldn't  have 
looked  right  in  living  room. 

During  1956.  building  slacked 
off  around  Des  Moines  and  con- 
tractors were  a  little  more  eager  to 
keep  busy.  Chuck  found  a  friend  in 
the  business  who — to  keep  his  men 
at  work — said  he'd  do  the  job  on  a 
cost-plus  basis. 

By  this  time  our  plans  had  been 
altered  completely.  We  showed 
our  new  ideas  to  the  builder  and 
he  gave  us  an  estimate.  We  com- 
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bined  this  with  good,  firm  esti- 
mates from  wiring  and  plumbing 
people  and  went  after  the  money. 

Chuck's  handyman  experience 
was  building  a  bookcase  and  a  "kit" 
boat.  His  shop  had  just  standard 
hand  tools  and  a  bench  saw  he'd 
bought  for  the  boat.  Since  we  could 
count  on  advice  and  assistance  of  a 
neighbor  in  the  lumber  business, 
we  decided  to  hire  shell  and  slab 
done — then  finish  interior  as  we 
felt  like  it. 

The  workmen  started  one  sunny 
May  morning.  I  knew  as  soon  as 
they  began  to  shovel  that  even 
though  our  hard  work  lay  ahead, 
the  hardest  part — getting  started — 
was  behind  us. 

Alter  the  workmen  finished,  we 
just  let  the  shell  stand.  It  was  fall 
before  Chuck  seriously  started  in 
again.  He  took  a  wall  at  a  time — ■ 
considering  it  a  unit. 

The  floor  stayed  bare  concrete 
all  winter.  The  children  liked  it 
and  it  was  easy  to  clean  after 
Chuck's  work.  We  had  holiday 
parties  with  slab  and  studs  shining. 

Chuck  put  in  registers  for  new 
ductwork  we  hired  done.  Our  fur- 
nace was  large  enough  because 
when  we  built  we  felt  we  might  one 
day  enclose  the  garage. 

Electricians  convinced  us  to  redo 
our  wiring  while  putting  in  a  cir- 
cuit for  my  new  dryer. 

They  gave  us  heavier  wire,  a 
100-amp  entrance,  and  circuits  to 
handle  any  future  load  we  need. 

final  cost,  instead  of  12,000,  was 
well  over  $4,000.  But  we  wouldn't 
sell  it  back  lor  twice  that.  It  has 
added  only  $15  to  $20  a  month  to 
mortgage  payments  and  I'm  sure 
has  added  cost  to  resale  value. 

That  $4,000  can't  be  broken 
down  into  a  square-foot  cost.  We 
gained  a  lot  of  hidden  value  else- 
where. We  have  a  "new"  kitchen, 
thanks  to  the  pass-through  and 
new  vinyl  on  Hoor  and  counters. 

When  washer  moved  out  we  had 
room  for  a  dishwasher  there,  too. 

We  have  a  "new"  back  yard, 
raised,  leveled  behind  a  retaining 
wall.  We  play  badminton  and  cro- 
quet on  what  was  a  muddy  slope. 
There's  a  terrace  we  didn't  have 
before. 

The  back  of  the  house  has  "new" 
personality,  which  came  with  the 
room  for  free.

Science  and  Education  at  the  Crossroads  —  A  View  from  the  Laboratory 
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Death  is  regarded  as  the  inevitable  end  result  of  living. 
No  man  can  live  forever  is  the  assumption,  and  the 
history  of  mankind  supports  its  validity. 

But  as  a  medical  scientist  who  has  been  studying  the 
most  complex  disease  of  mankind — the  disease  of  aging — 
aided  by  the  research  tools  of  our  atomic  age,  I  have  ap- 
proached this  questiqn  from  an  exactly  opposite  point  of 
view :  The  only  factor  which  prevents  our  living  forever  is 
death.  This  is  more  than  a  play  on  words. 

In  the  past  75  years,  science  has  been  remarkably 
successful  in  preventing  death  from  a  great  number  of 
diseases.  The  result  is  that  the  average  life  span  has  in- 
creased from  40  years  in  1900  to  more  than  70  years  to- 
day. This  is  a  30-year  gain  within  the  present  century  in 
man's  contest  with  death. "It  is  just  the  beginning. 

On  the  basis  of  all  the  medical  research  available  on 
the  subject,  including  my  own,  there  is  no  absolute  bio- 
logical barrier  to  our  greatly  increasing  the  life  span. 
We  can  increase  it — and  beyond  the  150  years  which  a 
few  people  have  already  achieved. 

It  will  help  us  to  go  back  in  the  history  of  medicine 
to  1857.  It  was  just  101  years  ago  that  Pasteur  reported 
the  first  experiments  clearly  proving  that  microscopic 
bacteria  could  cause  disease.  At  that  time,  most  deaths 
were  caused  by  bacteria  and  viruses.  Thousands  and 
thousands  of  children  and  young  adults  were  dying  of 
tuberculosis,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  pneumonia, 
scarlet  fever,  and  many  other  infectious  and  contagious 
diseases.  Take  one  example:  Infection  and  death  during 
childbirth.  Out  of  9,886  deliveries  in  a  Paris  hospital  of 
that  day,  1,226  women  died  of  "childbirth  fever."  In  all 
the  centuries  before  Pasteur,  most  children  died  before 
they  reached  adult  life.  The  average  length  of  life  in  Pas- 
teur's youth  was  40  years  or  less.  And  remember,  France 
was  then  probably  the  leading  nation  of  the  world  in 
medicine  and  science.  By  contrast,  the  average  length  of 
life  in  countries  such  as  India  was  as  short  as  20  years. 

But  in  the  past  100  years,  the  situation  has  changed 
almost  unbelievably.  Sanitation,  antiseptics,  vaccines, 
antibiotics,  and  related  measures  have  prevented  millions 
of  deaths  from  infectious  diseases.  And  the  most  startling 
of  these  victories  over  infectious  disease  have  been  won 
in  your  lifetime.  The  first  antibiotic — sulfanilamide — was 
introduced  in  the  late  1930s;  penicillin  during  the  mid- 
dle 40s;  the  Salk  vaccine  only  three  years  ago.  Infectious 
disease  deaths  still  occur,  even  with  good  medical  care, 
since  antibiotics  and  vaccines  are  not  perfect  weapons, 
especially  for  individuals  who  have  low  resistance,  un- 
usual body  chemistry,  or  both.  But  the  problem  of  in- 
fectious diseases  has  been  so  reduced  for  the  average  per- 
son that  medical  research  can  now  concentrate,  with  op- 
timism, on  finding  equivalent  methods  of  helping  those 
who  need  slightly  different  treatment. 

The  situation  has  changed  so  radically  that  today  most  deaths 
are  the  result  of  the  so-called  degenerative  diseases — cancer,  cor- 
onary thrombosis,  cerebral  thrombosis  or  stroke,  and  imbalances 
in  endocrine  glands  such  as  diabetes.  And  these  degenerative 
diseases  may  really  be  only  variations  of  the  master  degenerative 
disease — aging  itself. 

We  have  confidence  now  that  medical  science  will  ulti- 
mately find  ways  to  prevent  every  infectious  disease  of 
'  man  and  his  domestic  animals  and  plants.  In  fact,  as  far 
as  human  disease  is  concerned,  this  phase  of  infectious 
disease  research  is  already  in  what  might  be  called  the 
"mop-up*'  period. 

Medical  research  and  practice  have  succeeded  in  al- 
most completely  changing  the  causes  of  death  in   the 
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medically  advanced  countries  of  the  world.  Instead  of  the 
vast  majority  of  deaths  being  due  to  bacteria  and  viruses, 
four  out  of  five  deaths  today  are  due  to  degenerative 
diseases.  Less  than  one  out  of  10  is  due  to  infections.  To 
see  how  far  we  have  progressed,  look  at  the  causes  of 
death  in  the  United  States  in  one  year:

So  we  see  how  wrong  the  people  were  who  derided  the 
germ  theory,  who  called  Pasteur  a  fool  for  believing 
?enns  were  the  cause  of  disease,  and  for  believing  that 
germs  could  be  prevented  from  causing  disease.  Medical 
science  must  have  time  to  study  the  degenerative  diseases, 
including  aging,  before  we  say  they  can't  be  overcome. 
Granted,  this  is  a  greater  problem  than  infectious  diseases 
presented.  But  when  people  say,  "You  can't  live  forever," 
they  are  really  saying,  "Science  can't  discover  and  learn 
to  prevent  the  cause  of  aging."  I  can't  say  that  this  state- 
ment will  be  proved  wrong.  I  can  say  that  ,i  lixed  belief 
of  this  kind  is  a  handicap  to  intelligent  research  and  to 
public  support.  Pasteur  had  to  overcome  this  same  sort  of 
uninformed  opposition. 

But  what  about  aging?  Have  we  made  any  progress? 

I  think  so.  Research  has  now  developed  a  few  of  the 
basic  facts  about  aging,  expressed  in  three  principal 
theories : 

1.  The  biological-clock  theory 

2.  The  cumulative-poison  theory 

3.  The  loss-of-control  theory 

The  biological-clock  theory,  stated  in  its  simplest  form  : 
People  are  born  with  a  certain  allotted  time,  a  sat  number 
of  heart  beats,  a  fixed  store  of  energy.  The  sand  running 
from  the  top  to  the  bottom  of  an  hourglass  symbolizes 
this  theory.  When  the  sand  runs  out,  death  occurs. 

Ponce  de  Leon,  searching  for  the  "Fountain  of  Youth," 
mus.t  have  believed  this  theory  in  its  energy  form.  He 
searched  for  waters  which  would  contain  the  essential 
energy  of  youth.  He  believed  there  was  a  "Fountain  of 
Youth"  some  place  in  the  world  that  would  increase  the 
quantity  of  youthful  energy  in  his  own  body,  thus  pro- 
longing life. 

The  clock  theory  is  implicit  in  the  three-score-and- 
ten  notion — the  fixed  life  span,  the  idea  that  once  one 
has  reached  70  he  is  living  on  borrowed  time.  Many  simi- 
lar false  notions  are  still  widely  believed.  Many  of  them 
are  deep  in  our  subconscious  minds.  They  act  as  a  sort  of 
voodoo  curse.  Some  people  more  or  less  simply  decide  it's 
time  to  die  when  they  reach  70. 

Pasteur's  work  literally  destroyed  the  clock  theory. 
Once  it  was  proved  that  many  people  died  from  germs 
rather  than  "time,"  the  fixed-span  or  heart-beat  theories 
disappeared.  But  the  theory  lives  on  in  a  more  subtle 
energy  concept:  that  we  are  born  with  a  fixed  amount  of 
special  energy.  This  theory  is  not  [  Turn  to  page  85 
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There  is  no  absolute  biological 
barrier  to  our  greatly  increasing 
the  life  span.  A  few  years  of 
intensive  research  in  the 
causes  of  aging  may  be  all  we 
need.  Aging  may  prove  no  more 
fatal  or  inevitable  than  germs. 
Here  are  the  three 
principal  theories  of  aging. 


Biological-clock  theory 
The  sands  of  time  run  out  on 
us  along  about  70;  it's 
time  to  die — so  we  die.  This 
idea  that  we're  born  with  a 
fixed  life  span,  a  set  number 
of  heart  beats  is  nonsense. 


Cumulative-poison  theory 

An  empty  container  at  birth, 
gradually  we  fill  up  with 
enough  poison  to  cause  aging. 
But  why  does  it  take  some 
people  140  years  to  collect 
enough  to  die,  others  only  65? 


Loss-of-control  theory 
The  clocklike  precision  of 
our  reactions  gums  up  as  we  age 
That's  why  we  slow  down;  our 
chemistry  becomes  almost  rigid. 
If  we  can  alter  these  reactions, 
aging  may  no  longer  be  fatal. 
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Noted  designer  revamps

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This  elevated  portion  stands  at  a  right  angle  to  the  section 
pictured  on  the  cover.  Roofed  with  corrugated  plastic  (in  a 
color  becoming  to  those  sitting  below),  it's  designed  primarily 
for  outdoor  meals. 

The  portable  barbecue  is  parked  at  the  right,  just  out  of 
picture.  Contributing  to  the  highly  successful  design  of  this 


two-level  terrace  are  such  refinements  as:  tapered  posts, 
front  edges  of  overhead  grids  set  on  a  bevel,  shaped  ends  of 
beams.  Open  space  above  back  panels  reduces  boxiness. 

The  redwood  has  a  handsome  two-tone  finish  of  weather- 
proof stain.  The  flowers  are  grouped  for  color  impact,  kept  in 
pots  and  planters  to  make  seasonal  changes  easy. 
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Some  small  houses  try  to  look  big  uith  a  hasty  pudding  of  different  mate- 
rials. It's  eyecatching,  but  hardly  a  soothing  sight.  Brick  and  board  — 
favorites  of  long  standing  —  give  this  home  a  simple  but  substantial  street- 
side  appearance.  Carport  gives  stature  to  house,  shelters  the  front  door.

I  very  year  people  spend  mortgage  money  on  unneeded 
space.  It's  hard  to  spot,  but  it's  there.  The  best  way  to  find  it 
for  you  is  to  show  a  house  that  encloses  only  the  footage  it 
uses.  It's  not  easy.  Generally,  it  takes  something  this  house 
has:  the  subtle  but  unmistakable  touch  of  a  skilled  architect. 

What  does  he  do?  Well,  this  house  is  small  enough  (27x48) 
to  be  "boxy."  But  it  isn't.  With  traditional  brick,  white  trim, 
it  could  have  strayed  to  "cute"  gewgaws.  Rut  it  didn't.  In 
1,270  square  feet  there  might  have  been  peanut-size  rooms. 
But  that's  not  the  case.  The  house  has  two  baths,  lots  of  stor- 
age space,  and  an  easy  flow  of  traffic. 

This  month's  Five  Star  Home  didn't  "just  happen."  It's 
clean  and  simple  (doesn't  proclaim  the  professional  touch 
with  design  tricks)  and  looks  larger  than  it  really  is. 

Architect  Henry  Norris,  A.I.A.,  designed  the  house  for 
Boyd-Jackson  Corporation,  builders  of  Atlanta,  Georgia.  It 
sold  there — air  conditioned — for  around  SI 7,000.

Many  small  house  entries  invade  living,  dining,  or  both.  Here,  brief  but 
effective  foyer  results  from  slight  offset.  To  right  is  coat  closet,  often  lost  in 
economy  house.  There's  traffic-free  conversation  corner  by  fireplace  (same 
as  exterior  brick;  flue  brick  extends  to  form  hearth). 


House  has  two  eating  areas,  despite  thrifty  size.  From  dining  room,  across 
informal  eating  area,  you  view  roomy  kitchen.  Food  preparation,  stor- 
age, worksaving  appliances  are  grouped  on  two  walls.  Kitchen  can  be 
closed  off  by  sliding  slat  drapery.

Raised  platform  opens  to  largest  of  three  junior 
bedrooms  (see  plan);  the  kids  have  both  stage  and  backstage. 

Underneath,  heavy  corrugated  paper  is  tacked  up  for  brilliant  display- 
background.  As  it  gets  scuffed,  it's  swapped  for  a  new  color  —  at  very  small 
cost.  Play  yard  and  terrace  are  through  doorway  at  left.

Can't  have  an  old-time  picnic  without 
cold  fried  chicken/ — 

%  cup  enriched  flour 
1  tablespoon  salt 
1  tablespoon  paprika 
Y  teaspoon  pepper 

1  2Yi-  to  3-pound  ready-to-cook 

frying  chicken,  cut  up 
Fat 

Combine  the  flour  and  seasonings 
in  a  paper  or  plastic  bag;  add  2 
or  3  pieces  of  chicken  at  a  time 
and  shake.  Place  on  rack  to  let 
coating  dry.  Heat  fat  (Yi  inch  deep 
in  skillet)  till  it  will  sizzle  a  drop  of 
water.  Brown  meaty  pieces  first; 
then  slip  others  in.  Don't  crowd 
(use  two  skillets,  if  needed) .  Brown 
one  side  slowly;  turn — use  tongs  so 
not  to  pierce.  When  all  is  lightly 
browned,  15  to  20  minutes,  reduce 
heat;  cover.  (If  cover  isn't  tight, 
add  1  tablespoon  water.)  Cook  un- 
til tender,  30  to  40  minutes.  Un- 
cover last  10  minutes  to  crisp. 
Makes  4  servings.  Tasting-Test 
Kitchen  note:  For  extra  crustiness, 
add  }x2  CUP  fine  dry  bread  crumbs 
to  flour  for  coating. 


Tips  for  sandwich  packers 

►  Butter  all  the  slices  of  bread, 
spreading  clear  out  to  edges. 
Otherwise  bread  is  likely  to  pick 
up  moisture  from  filling. 

►  Use  soft  butter  or  margarine. 
If  it's  melted  it'll  soak  into  bread. 

►  It's  easy  to  spread  frozen  bread  — 
the  slices  don't  tear. 

►  Electric  blender  makes  quick 
job   of  mixing   sandwich   spreads. 

►  For  production  speed,  line  up 
bread  slices  in  matching  pairs; 
spread  filling  on  every  other  slice. 
When  sandwiches  are  made,  stack 
two  or  three  on  wooden  board  and 
cut  them  in  half  at  one  time. 

►  Wrap  each  kind  of  sandwich  sep- 
arately in  waxed  paper,  saran 
wrapping,  or  aluminum  foil.  This 
keeps  flavors  from  mingling. 

►  Prechill  sandwiches  with  plain  or 
salad  filling  of  meat,  chicken,  fish, 
or  eggs.  Carry  in  portable  cooler  if 
lunch  is  more  than  an  hour  or  so 
away. 

►  If  you  make  sandwiches  night 
ahead,  refrigerate.  Wait  to  add 
lettuce,  tomato,  mayonnaise  till 
picnic  time, 

►  Your  freezer  is  dandy  helper. 
Frozen  sandwiches  taken  out  of 
0°  storage  in  the  morning  will  be 
fresh  and  ready  to  eat  by  noon. 
Peanut  butter,  cooked  chicken  and 
meat  are  fillings  that  freeze  well.

foods  unless  you  have  space  to  take 
ice  chest,  or  vacuum  or  insulated 
jugs.  Canned  "ice"  that  you  can 
re-use  is  modern  wonder.  Any 
frozen  foods  should  be  solidly  fro- 
zen when  you  start  out.  In  packing 
picnic  hamper  or  thermal  bag, 
you  can  use  frozen  foods  (each  in 
plastic  bag  or  foil  to  prevent  drip- 
ping) to  help  keep  other  foods 
cold. 

►  Salad.  Cabbage  stays  crisp  the 
longest.  Packing  trick:  Use  two 
water-tight  freezer  or  ice-cream 
containers,  one  larger  than  the 
other.  Fit  smaller  one  into  large. 
Weight  inner  container  down  and 
fill  outer  one  with  water;  freeze. 
When  you're  leaving,  fill  inner 
container  with  shredded  cabbage. 
Carry  dressing  (oil-vinegar  type 
unless  you  can  keep  it  cool)  in  jar. 

►  Snacks  for  munching.  Appetites 
grow  big  as  whales!  Every  boat 
should  be  outfitted  with  a  can  of 
cookies  and  assorted  crackers.  Oat- 
meal cookies  and  vanilla  wafers  are 
good  voyagers. 

►  "Water, water, everywhere" — be 
sure  there's  plenty  to  drink!  Clever 
idea:  carry  plastic  containers  of  ice 
cubes.  Then  just  pop  a  cube  into 
mouth  to  take  care  of  thirst.  When 
remaining  supply  melts,  heat  the 
water  and  make  instant  coffee  or 
tea.

(For  large  quantity, 
you  might  use  a  glass  or  enameled- 
ware  pan.)  Pour  2  cups  fresh,  vig- 
orously boiling  water  over  leaves.

PriOM  illghtl]  btghai  m  Cauda 


for  each  twin  bed  complete 


Why  can't  we  live  forever?

as  easily  disproved  because  the 
"special  energies"  are  only  hypo- 
thetical. No  one  has  ever  isolated 
or  measured  them.  They  have 
nothing  to  do  with  the  chemical 
energv  we  derive  from  the  food 
that  powers  the  human  organism. 
While  these  special-energy  theories 
can't  be  disproved,  the  fact  that 
they  can't  be  measured  keeps  them 
from  being  very  useful  as  a  research 
tool. 

The  cumulative  poison  theories 
are  of  two  general  types:  One  is 
that  our  cells  accumulate  poisons 
from  their  environment.  The  other 
holds  that  metabolic  poisons  result 
from  activity  in  our  cells,  and  that 
these  poisons  gradually  accumu- 
late to  cause  aging.  In  either  case, 
the  assumption  is  that  there  are 
poisons  which  slow  down  the  func- 
tion of  cells  and  ultimately  kill 
many  of  them.  When  enough  cells 
reach  some  critical  state  of  poison- 
ing, the  organism  collapses. 

These  theories  are  weakened  by 
the  wide  range  of  longevity  already 
achieved.  Christian  Jacobsen 
Drankenberg,  a  Dane  who  died  in 
1  2,  was  146  years  of  age.  The 
little  Indian  brought  to  the  United 
States  from  Ecuador  recently  to  be 
examined  scientifically  was  prob- 
ably over  140.  We  have  seen  pic- 
tures of  a  Russian  (usually  on 
horseback),  who  is  said  to  be  over 
140.  There  are  several  thousand 
people  in  this  country  who  are  over 
100.  The  fact  that  it  takes  some 
people  14i)  years  to  collect  enough 
poisons  to  die  while  others  do  it  in 
65  or  70  years  hints  at  too  wide  a 
range  of  variation  for  the  rather 
static  cellular  event  these  theories 
indicate.  But,  maybe  so. 

Such  theories,  at  least  in  some 
forms,  have  quite  a  bit  of  evidence 


to  support  them.  We  see  changes  in 
some  cells  of  old  animals  and  old 
people  which  are  not  seen  in  the 
cells  of  young  people.  But  we  do 
not  see  these  changes  in  all  cells  of 
old  animals  and  old  people.  Even 
in  subjects  of  advanced  years,  there 
are  many  cells  which  cannot  be  dis- 
tinguished from  those  of  youthful 
animals  or  people.  Since  aging  and 
death  is  a  universal  phenomenon, 
any  successful  aging  theory  cannot 
permit  exceptions  of  this  kind  to 
the  data  on  which  it  depends. 

Finally,  let's  consider  the  loss-of- 
control  theory  which  seems  to  have 
the  most  facts  to  support  it.  One 
reason  I  favor  this  general  theory  is 
that  it  suggests  physiological  re- 
search problems.  Those  of  us  now 
following  this  theory  are  doing  re- 
search to  test  it — research  that 
should  greatly  advance  our  knowl- 
edge of  degenerative  diseases  even 
if  the  theory  is  ultimately  proved 
wrong  as  regards  aging. 

The  loss-of-control  theory  is 
based  on  the  idea  that  as  we  age, 
all  our  reactions,  nervous  and 
chemical,  tend  to  slow  down.  For 
example,  if  something  occurs  which 
raises  our  temperature,  it  takes 
longer  to  return  to  normal  levels  in 
later  years  than  in  younger  years. 
There  is  no  exception  to  this  gen- 
eralization; we  might  say  it  is  a 
law  of  physiology  that  all  function- 
al activities  tend  to  slow  down  with 
increasing  age.  Look  how  our  tem- 
perature varies  at  different  ages  of 
life.  In  childhood,  temperature 
may  fluctuate  widely  and  rapidly. 
Every  mother  has  seen  how  a  child 
may  have  a  fever  of  104  or  105  de- 
grees and  is  back  to  normal  in  a 
few  hours.  Very  often  the  doctor 
finds  little  wrong  even  when  the 
temperature  is  so  high.  In  the  mid-

die  years,  temperature  varies  be- 
tween narrower  limits;  the  very  old 
sometimes  are  incapable  of  de- 
veloping a  fever,  even  in  the  face  of 
serious  infection. 

All  of  our  internal  body  regula- 
tions, chemical  as  well  as  nervous, 
are  controlled  by  the  nervous-en- 
docrine, or  N-E,  system.  The  cen- 
tral point  for  controlling  the  N-E 
system  is  in  nerve  centers  in  our 
brain.  These  nerve  centers  collec- 
tively are  comparable  to  the  head- 
quarters of  a  large  army  or  busi- 
ness. The  control  of  our  pulse  rate, 
blood  pressure,  the  rate  and  depth 
of  breathing,  the  tension  of  all  our 
muscles,  the  amount  of  salt  and 
water  retained  in  our  tissues,  the 
rate  and  quality  of  secretions  of  our 
various  glands,  and  so  on,  stem 
from  this  headquarters  in  our 
brain.  The  number  of  factors  con- 
trolled is  fantastically  large,  and 
the  efficiency  of  the  headquarters 
which  does  the  controlling  is  even 
more  fantastic. 

The  cells  of  our  bodies  are  or- 
ganized by  the  headquarters  of 
the  N-E  system.  A  constant  series 
of  messages  comes  into  our  N-E 
centers  in  the  brain,  and  there  is  a 
continuous  flow  going  out  to  the 
peripheral  cells  (which  control  the 
actions  of  muscles  and  secretory 
cells  at  the  periphery,  or  "in  the 
field").  Because  these  N-E  con- 
trolled actions  always  tend  to  slow 
down  with  age,  I  feel  this  is  the 
best  of  the  three  aging  theories. 
Here  is  a  universal  event  with  a 
universal  result  which  reflects  some 
change  in  the  cells  of  the  nerve  cen- 
ters in  the  headquarters. 

What  could  account  for  this 
change?  Since  all  our  internal  N-E 
messages  are  chemical  messages, 
the  change  must  be  of  a  chemical 
nature.  There  are  chemical  changes 
that  occur  with  age  in  various  ma- 
terials, leading  to  chemical  "stiff- 
ness" and  "rigidity."  Many  chem- 
ical substances  tend  to  grow  brittle 
and  less  resilient  with  age.  We  see 
this  not  only  in  living  materials 
such  as  hair,  nails,  or  bones,  but 
also  in  glues,  jellies,  and  even 
metals.  Not  much  is  known  about 
these  slowly  occurring  chemical 
events,  especially  in  living  mate- 
rials. Apparently,  some  kind  of  in- 
ternal chemical  bonding  takes 
place  which  reduces  the  flexibility 
and  increases  the  rigidity  of  some 
materials.  We  may  think  of  this  in- 
ternal bonding  and  its  effects  in 
terms  of  traffic  on  a  highway.  As 
long  as  the  cars  have  the  proper 
amount  of  room,  traffic  moves  nor- 
mally. But  if  the  road  is  narrowed, 
or  the  number  of  cars  greatly  in- 
creased, the  cars  get  in  each  other's 
way  and  are  forced  to  slow  down. 
Eventually,  they  may  become 
static — like  sardines  in  a  can  or  the 
New  Year's  Eve  crowd  in  Times 
Square.  We  know  that  events  anal- 
ogous to  this  actually  can  take 
place  among  some  chemical  mole- 
cules. Whether  this  kind  of  event 
actually  occurs  with  age  in  the  cells 
of  our  brains — and,  if  so,  whether  it 
can  account  for  aging  as  a  chemi- 
cal event,   remains  to  be  proved. 

Until  recently,  this  explanation 
of  aging  has  been  open  to  question. 
We  thought  that  all  the  matter  of 
our  bodies  was  "turning  over"  all 
the  time;  that  is,  over  a  period  of  a

few  years,  we  were  supposed  to  re 
place  all  the  chemicals  of  our  bod- 
ies. In  essence,  we  thought  that  we 
were  constantly  being  remade 
chemically.  My  own  research  and 
others'  show  that  this  is  not  true  of 
all  parts  of  our  bodies.  In  certain 
cells,  including  those  of  our  brain, 
there  is  a  very  slow  "turn-ovet."  It 
even  seems  possible  that  there  may 
be  some  permanent  chemical  ma-  , 
terials  in  our- brain.  It  may  be  that 
in  some  of  our  cells — brain  cells 
and  muscle  cells,  both  of  which 
stop  dividing  early  in  life — there  • 
are  cell  parts  which  never  are  re-, 
newed.  Experiments  going  on  in 
my  laboratory,  aided  by  such 
atomic-age  tools  as  radioactive 
isotopes,  may  settle  this  question. 
If  there  are  permanently  stable 
chemical  parts  in  brain  cells,  then 
we  will  certainly  have  a  stronger 
reason  than  ever  to  look  for  inter- 
nal chemical  bonding  changes 
which  may  occur  in  aging  brain 
cells.  Then  we  may  ask,  "If  we  can 


loosen  or  prevent  such  bonding 
rigidity — what  then?" 

Medical  experience  has  taught 
us  that  when  we  fully  understand 
a  chemical  event,  we  are  able  to 
manipulate  and  alter  or  modify  it. 
For  this  reason,  we  can  be  skeptical 
about  the  assumption  that  "we 
can't  live  forever!"  Already  aging 
may  have  been  brought  into  the 
realm  of  chemical  research.  A  few 
years  of  intensive  research  in  the 
causes  of  aging  might  give  us  some 
important  answers.  Aging  may 
prove  to  be  no  more  fatal  or  in- 
evitable than  smallpox,  polio, 
pneumonia,  or  tuberculosis. 

Learning  the  details  of  the  N-E 
system  will  be  no  simple  job.  In 
fact,  it  is  probably  the  biggest  task 
research  has  ever  tackled.  Making 
the  A-bomb  or  sending  a  rocket  to 
the  moon  or  even  placing  a  plat- 
form in  outer  space  are  easier  tasks 
than  unraveling  the  whole  endo- 
crine complex.  Yet,  we  have  made 
important  progress.

Slate-top  table  is  quick  to  fabricate 


For  slim,  tapered  effect,  bevel  edges  of  top.  Do  one  end  first 
to  determine  best  degree  of  bevel — probably  45  degrees.  Legs 
are  mitered  2x4s;  fasten  with  glue,  finishing  nails.  Fasten  legs 
to  top  with  glue,  screws.  Triangular  glue  blocks  add  strength. 
When  finished,  the  table  measures  13  inches  high. 


Before  it's  set  in  tile  mastic,  slate  is  laid  out  in  random  pattern. 
Figure  about  %  of  an  inch  between  pieces.  Carefully  remove 
slate  (numbering  pieces  for  replacement),  and  apply  mastic  with 
notched  spreader.  Set  tile.  Before  you  use  grout,  give  slate  coat 
of  colorless  epoxy  resin  finish.  This  simplifies  cleanup  later.

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For  grout,  use  mixture  of  neat  cement  (pure  cement  right  out 
of  the  sack)  and  water.  It  should  be  consistency  of  putty. 

Trowel  it  into  joints  with  putty  knife,  and  pack  it  tight 
and  smooth  with  your  fingers.  You  can  buy  dye  to  color  white 
cement.  Or  use  regular  gray  cement,  which  blends  with  color 
of  most  slate.  After  grout  dries,  remove  excess  with  water.

UPPER-level  shaded  areas  are  mostly  for  the  par- 
ents' benefit.

summer  shower,  one  inch  deep,  adds  600  gallons  of  wa- 
ter to  each  1000  square  feet  on  your  lot.  Most  plants  will 
survive  on  much  less,  but  an  inch  of  water  a  week  during 
the  growing  season  keeps  them  growing  at  optimum  rates. 

When  the  rains  don't  come,  you  have  a  choice:  artificial 
rain  or  a  dried-up  lawn  and  dusty  garden.  But  adding  water 
with  a  hose  has  practical  limitations.  To  add  600  gallons, 
using  a  50-foot  hose  and  a  sprinkler,  will  take  you  3  hours 
and  20  minutes,  even  if  you  keep  the  faucet  wide  open. 

To  add  an  inch  of  water  to  a  50x1 00-foot  lawn,  with  the 
same  equipment,  will  take  3,000  gallons  and  16  hours.  This 
is  a  lot  of  time  and  water,  but  you  can  save  on  both. 


Nineteen  nays  you  can  make  water  do  more  work 


l.awns:  Feed  the  grass.  Well- 
fed  grass  develops  deep  roots 
that  can  gather  moisture  from 
a  greater  volume  of  soil. 

Get  rid  of  the  weeds.  Every 
weed  left  in  your  lawn  will  take 
several  gallons  of  water  out 
of  the  soil. 

Aerate  your  lawn,  if  a  lot  of  water  runs  off  when  it  rains 
and  when  you  sprinkle.  This  will  increase  absorption  rate. 

Water  deeply.  The  first  water  you  add  doesn't  do  much 
good — water  that  soaks  down  8  inches  is  more  valuable. 


slim  lis.  trees:  Remove  grass 
from  around  bases  of  young  trees 
and  shrubs  planted  in  lawn  areas. 

Mulch  young  shrubs  and  trees, 
but  only  after  mulching  annuals 
and  perennials  which  are  more 
sensitive  to  a  water  shortage. 

Moisten  the  soil  at  least  15  inches  deep  each  time  you 
water.  That's  where  most  of  the  roots  are,  and  that's  where 
the  water  has  to  reach  if  it  is  to  be  useful. 

If  there's  a  water  shortage,  spray  valuable  evergreens  and 
shrubs  with  geon  latex  to  reduce  water  loss.  This  chemical 
gives  plants  a  protective  film  that  cuts  down  on  evaporation. 
It  is  available  at  garden  centers  and  seed  stores. 


IN»r«»nnials.  annuals:  Spread 
mulches  as  extensively  as  possible. 
They  can  make  an  inch  of  rain 
last  14  days  or  more,  instead  of  7. 

Don't  cultivate  around  flowers 
any  more  than  necessary.  Deep 
cultivation    increases    water    loss. 

Don't  crowd  your  plants.  Give  them  plenty  of  soil  space 
so  too  many  aren't  drinking  out  of  the  same  jug  of  water. 

If  plants  are  starting  to  wilt,  but  rain  is  predicted  within 
24  hours,  turn  the  hose  on  the  tops.  Freshen  them  tempo- 
rarily. No  rain  predicted?  Then  soak  6  to  8  inches  deep. 


<.<•ikt.iI  suggestions:  Thin  out 
crowded  annuals  and  perennials. 

Reduce  water  needs  by  increas- 
ing space  devoted  to  paths  and 
play  areas.  Widen  gravel  drives  to 
at  least  8  feet  to  reduce  grass  area. 

Don't  plant  flowers  with  high 
water  requirements  near  big  shrubs  and  trees  where  they 
have  to  compete  for  limited  soil  moisture. 

Plant  shrubs  and  flowers  with  high  water  requirements 
where  they  will  get  some  protection  from  summer  winds. 

If  you  must  water  often  when  there  are  strong  winds,  use 
sprinklers  with  a  coarse  spray  to  reduce  evaporation.  Re- 
duce runoff  by  slow  soaking.  Use  retaining  strips  on  banks.

Is  your  property 


tax  fair?

k_yince  his  local  property  tax  is  usually  a  homeowner's 
largest  single  tax  payment  each  year,  he  naturally  wants  to 
know  whether  his  assessment  is  fair  and  what  he's  getting 
for  his  money. 

The  mechanics  of  levying  property  tax  vary  from  place  to 
place,  but  the  fundamentals  are  the  same  everywhere.  They 
run  something  like  this :  First,  an  assessor  places  a  value  on 
each  property.  (For  reasons  to  be  explained  later,  his  figure 
is  lower  than  the  market  price.)  Then  he  adds  them  up,  ex- 
cluding tax-exempt  properties  such  as  churches  and  schools. 
Meanwhile,  finance  officials  have  been  estimating  city  ex- 
penditures for  the  fiscal  year.  The  difference  between  these 
expenses  and  income  from  other  sources  is  the  amount  that 
must  come  from  property  taxes.  The  tax  rate  is  figured  as  a 
percentage  of  the  total  community  valuation,  although  it 
isn't  often  expressed  that  way.  A  rate  of  $45  per  thousand  is 
the  same  as  $4.50  per  hundred  or  45  mills  on  the  dollar,  and 
all  of  them  are  simply  other  ways  of  saying  "4^2  percent." 

No  matter  how  it's  termed,  this  is  the  figure  that  deter- 
mines your  tax,  and  it's  the  result  of  a  simple  problem  in 
arithmetic.  If  the  budget  goes  up  while  the  assessed  property- 
value  stays  the  same,  the  tax  rate  increases.  If  the  assessed 
value  goes  up,  the  tax  rate  is  lowered.  With  the  same  bud- 
get, a  community  may  have  high  valuations  and  a  low  rate. 
or  low  valuations  and  a  high  rate.  In  either  case,  the  indi- 
vidual pays  the  same  amount  of  money.  If  this  seems  con- 
fusing, the  solution  is  simple  :  Don't  measure  the  tax  burden 
by  the  tax  rate :  measure  it  in  dollars  and  cents. 

Mention  has  been  made  that  the  value  the  assessor  places 
on  a  property  is  usually  less  than  market  value,  frequently 
ranging  as  low  as  a  half  or  a  third  of  market  value.  Tax- 
pavers  who  quietly  rejoice  over  a  low  valuation  of  their 
property  arc  often  indignant  about  a  high  tax  rate;  they 
don't  realize  that  the  two  must  go  hand  in  hand.  The  asses- 
sor usually  places  a  low  valuation  on  each  property  so  he'll  . 
be  able  to  prove  to  complaining  taxpayers  that  the  real  value 
is  actually  much  higher  than  the  one  he  gave.  If  lie  tries  to 
estimate  current  market  value,  lie  enters  an  arena  of  opin- 
ion that  may  take  many  hours  of  his  time. 

From  the  taxpayer's  point  of  view,  the  practice  of  under- 
valuing property  has  two  real  disadvantages,  no  matter  how 
equitable  the  assessment  system  may  lie.  First,  any  errors  in 
assessment  will  be  magnified  it'  the  total  assessment  is  low. 
An  error  of  $100  in  a  S3. (Hit)  assessment  makes  three  times  as 
much  difference  as  it  would  in  a  $9,000  assessment.  Second, 
a  fractional  assessment  eliminates  a  comparison  with  the 
one  figure  a  taxpayer  is  most  likely  to  know — the  actual 
market  value  of  bis  own  property.  If  a  man  knows  that  his 
bouse,  or  others  like  it  will  sell  for  $18,000,  and  he  finds 
that  it  is  assessed  for,  say,  $7,500  or  $11,000,  he  is  deprived 
ol  1  lie  only  frame  of  reference  that  has  any  meaning  for  him.

H  (hat  he  is  getting  a  bargain  ar- 
rangement on  his  taxes. 

Actually,  the  only  valid  compar- 
ison a  taxpayer  can  make  is  be- 
'tw  ten  the  assessed  valuation  of  his 
(own  property    and    the   valuation 
llof  other  properties.  He  can  do  this 
'(either  by   talking  to  other  home- 
owners or  by  visiting  the  assessor's 
■office  and  asking  to  see  the  assess- 
ment records.  These  are  public  rec- 
jords.  and  anyone  is  entitled  to  ex- 
amine them.  If  he  finds  that  other 
I  properties  he  knows  to  be  equal  to 
his  in  market  value  are  assessed  for 
about  the  same  amount  as  his.  and 
that  the  file  on  his  own  property  is 
detailed  and  accurate,  he  has  gone 
about  as  far  as  he  can  in  being  sure 
I  that  his  property  tax  is  equitable. 
If  he  thinks  his  assessment  is  un- 
fair, he  can  try  to  persuade  the  as- 
sessor that  he  has  made  an  error, 
or.  failing  in  that,  he  can  appeal 
his  case  through  whatever  channels 
the  local  law   provides. 

Then,  when  he  has  determined 
whether  he  is  paying  a  fair  pro- 
portion of  the  tax  bill,  a  home- 
owner will  probably  want  to  find 
out  what  he  and  his  neighbors  are 
gelling  from  their  ciiv  in  return. 
Again,  conditions  differ  in  various 
communities,  but  a  list  of  cus- 
tom.u\  local  services  can  be  fairly 
well  identified.  In  a  well-run  com- 
munity of  50,000  to  100,000  peo- 
ple, the  homeowner  will  be  pro- 
tected, in  both  his  person  and  his 
property,  by  organized  police  and 
fire  services.  He  will  have  streets 
provided  for  his  use,  cleared  of 
snow,  swept,  and  repaired.  Traffic 
signals,  signs,  and  paint  will  guide 
him  in  the  use  of  these  streets. 

The  most  expensive  service  he 
will  receive  is  the  education  of  his 
children.  For  13  years  each  child 
will  be  given  instruction,  recrea- 
tion, health  protection,  and  super- 
vision for  40  weeks  a  vear.  Parks, 
playgrounds,  swimming  pools,  and 
other  facilities  will  help  meet  lei- 
suretime  needs  of  the  entire  family. 


The  taxpayer's  health  will  be 
protected  by  a  health  department; 
nursing  facilities  and  hospital  care 
may  be  provided  during  illness; 
and  a  cemetery  offers  a  final  rest- 
ing place. 

Inspectors  will  see  that  each  new 
home  is  safe  in  structure,  plumb- 
ing, and  wiring.  Zoning  ordinances 
will  protect  its  value  after  it  is  built 
and  preserve  the  characteristics 
of  the  neighborhood. 

The  list  of  municipal  services 
runs  from  providing  sewers  to  sym- 
phonies, from  airports  to  art  gal- 
leiies.  from  zoning  to  zoos. 

If  your  city  gives  you  a  chance 
to  figure  out  the  costs  of  various 
public  services,  you'll  probably 
learn  that  the  average  homeowner 
pays  about  $1 .20  per  month  for  fire 
protection,  75  cents  for  police  pro- 
tection, 60  cents  for  the  use  of  city 
streets,  and  1  5  cents  for  the  collec- 
tion of  rubbish  and  garbage.  The 
largest  single  item — schools — 
might  cost  $4  to  $5  per  month.  If  a 
family  has  even  one  child  who  goes 
through  the  public  school  system, 
it  is  bargain-rate  education.  If  a 
taxpayer  is  childless,  or  sends  his 
children  to  private  schools,  this  is 
his  payment  for  the  system  of  free 
education. 

A  comparison  of  the  tax  bill  with 
the  cost  of  other  services  essential  to 
the  homeowner  will  put  things  in  a 
proper  perspective.  In  our  town — 
Portland,  Maine — we  found  that 
the  average  homeowner's  tax  bill 
for  all  local  services  was  $168  in 
1957.  This  compares  with  $132  per 
year  for  telephone  service,  $84  for 
electricity,  and  $240  for  heating 
costs.  Considering  the  number  and 
variety  of  municipal  services,  this 
city  tax  bill  is  low  indeed. 

In  judging  the  fairness  of  your 
local  tax  bill,  don't  compare  I  he 
rale  in  your  community  with  the 
tax  rate  in  another  town  or  city. 
Because  of  the  variables,  this  is  the 
least  valid  of  all  methods  of  arriv-

Public  Issue— 


Let's  face  the  facts  of 
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nc  of  the  stern  rules  of  commerce  says 
that  a  business  stands  to  make  more  money  as 
it  attracts  more  customers:  build  a  better 
mousetrap  and  you'll  get  rich  from  crowds 
that  beat  a  path  to  your  dour.  With  proof  of 
this  formula's  success  strewn  from  one  end  of 
our  economy  to  the  other,  it's  understandable 
that  people  tend  to  look  toward  the  campus 
with  a  questioning  eye.  In  spite  of  a  record 
3,250,000  enrollment — in  fact,  because  of  it, 
to  judge  from  their  claims — colleges  are  sail- 
ing troubled  financial  waters.  And  nothing 
unnerves  an  educator  more  than  the  prospect 
of  this  ,i! tendance  doubling  by  L970. 

On  the  surface  of  it,  someone  seems  to  be 
fumbling  a  golden  chance  for  profit.  But  in 
this  case  the  symptoms  are  misleading.  Edu- 
cators are  not  the  poor  businessmen  they  mighl 
appear,  since  in  truth  they  aren't  businessmen 
at  all  and  never  intended  to  be.  Service,  not 
profit,  is  their  goal.  Colleges  are  less  concerned 
with  getting  money  out  of  a  customer's  pocket 
than  with  putting  knowledge  into  his  head, 
and  they're  determined  to  hold  that  aim  even 
if  it   bankrupts  them. 

It  might,  too.  since  they  currently  foot  most 
of  the  bill.  Private  schools  pay  an  average  of 
45  percent  of  each  undergraduate's  expenses: 
state  colleges  pay  about  82  percent.  The  com- 
bined college  students  of  this  countr)  are 
charged  onl)  one-third  the  cost  of  the  educa- 
tion they  receive.  (These  figures  exclude  room 
and  board,  which  are  usually  provided  at 
COSt.  A  committee  appointed  by  President 
Eisenhower  to  investigate  the  situation  found 
that  teachers  are  stuck  with  most  of  the  deficit. 
B\  working  for  disgracefully  low  wages,  the) 
■"donate"  $800  million  a  year  to  their  stu- 
dents, litis  is  over  S3. 3(Hi  per  teacher.  "The 
plain  fact  is."  the  committee  reported,  "that 
the  college  teachers  of  the  United  States. 
through  their  inadequate  salaries,  are  subsi- 
dizing the  education  of  students,  and  in  some 
eases  the  luxuries  of  students'  families,  b\  an 
amount  which  is  more  than  double  the  grand 
total  of  alumni  gifts,  corporate  gifts,  and  en- 
dow mem  income  of  all  colleges  and  univer- 
sities combined." 

How  come'  If.  as  surveys  indicate,  a  bach- 
elor's degree  carries  with  its  larger  rewards 
the  promise  of  an  extra  8100,000  in  lifetime 
earning  power,  win  should  those  who  supph 
it  have  to  pa\  for  it  as  well."  Obviously,  they 
shouldn't,  and  the  fact  that  they  do  shows  the 


need   for  a  clearer  public  understanding  of 
what's  going  on. 

This,  in  a  nutshell,  is  the  situation:  Few 
students  (or  their  families)  can  pay  for  an 
education  while  they're  getting  it.  If  tuitions 
were  raised  to  meet  expenses,  only  the  richest 
— and  not  necessarily  the  best — scholars  would 
survive.  Therefore,  colleges  quietly  make  up 
the  difference  between  the  price  and  the  price 
tag,  and  hope  to  be  remembered  when  stu- 
dents emerge  from  their  lean  years.  Unfor- 
tunately, it  doesn't  always  work  that  way. 
After  receiving  their  sheepskins,  many  gradu- 
ates quit  town  never  to  be  heard  from  again, 
leaving  in  their  wake  an  institution  impover- 
ished by  their  stay  and  that  much  less  equipped 
to  give  future  students  a  proper  schooling. 

If  this  sounds  like  a  man  running  off  with 
a  dishwasher  before  making  the  payments, 
that's  a  fair  analogy,  but  there  are  two  differ- 
ences. First,  an  education  can't  be  carted  back 
to  the  store  and  resold;  and  second,  an  alum- 
nus isn't  alwavs  aware  that  there  are  pay- 
ments involved. 

For  this  latter  condition,  colleges  willingly 
accept  the  blame.  Until  recently,  they  failed 
to  publicize  the  debt  incurred  by  earning  a 
degree.  Why?  For  one  thing,  endowment  in- 
come, alumni  contributions,  and  community 
support  often  kept  fair  pace  with  expenses, 
there  wasn't  so  great  a  burden.  For  another, 
teaching  is  a  proud  profession  not  E>iven  to 
dunning  graduates  or  begging  for  handouts. 
In  short,  the  schools  preferred  to  suffer  in  si- 
lence rather  than  pla\    the  nagging  creditor. 

Hut  there  is  a  limit  to  how  much  even  a 
teacher  will  endure,  and  since  the  recent 
growth  in  enrollment  has  not  been  accom- 
panied b)  a  comparable  rise  in  revenue,  some 
important  changes  are  being  made. 

s  a  first  step,  colleges  are  advertising  how 
they  finance  ever)  education,  explaining  that 
without  the  assistance  oi  Alma  Mater  then- 
would  be  far  fewer  students  than  there  are. 
1  topefulh  .  the)  think  this  might  touch  alumni 
sciences  and  increase  their  gifts  -or, 
more  accurately,  that  more  alumni  will  lace 
up  to  their  debts.  Some  schools  have  started 
classes  in  college  finance.  Teachers,  admin- 
istrators, and  undergraduates  talk  over  the 
economic  facts  of  lite  not  onl\  to  encourage 
generosity  in  the  future,  but  to  help  students 
appreciate  their  education  now  .  Fatly  returns 
have  been  encouraging.  A  number  of  new 
graduates,  for  instance,  now  takeout  low-pay- 
ment life  insurance  policies  naming  their  col- 
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ollege  finance 


lege  as  beneficiary.  But  not  all  of  them  keep 
up  the  payments,  and  even  when  they  do  the 
school  can't  expect  to  get  the  money  for  many 
years.  What  happens  in  the  meantime? 

here  are  several  possible  solutions,  one  of 
which  might  be  called  "Learn  Now,  Pay  La- 
ter."' This  plan  would  boost  tuition  to  ease  the 
teacher's  burden,  with  students  financing 
their  education  by  long-term  loans.  However, 
there's  a  natural  reluctance  for  banks  and 
loan  associations  to  lend  money  to  men  and 
women  with  no  security  and  an  uncertain  fu- 
ture, and  since  higher  tuitions  will  probably 
wait  until  all  students  who  need  creditors  find 
them,  this  project  might  be  some  time  coming. 

Outright  federal  aid  enjoys  some  popular- 
ity, and  so  does  indirect  aid  through  tax  ex- 
emptions to  students  or  their  families,  but  not 
much  of  it  comes  from  government  officials  or 
educators.  Private  colleges  are  anxious  to 
maintain  their  independence,  and  many  legis- 
lators think  it's  enough  that  the  public  al- 
ready supports  about  60  percent  of  all  college 
students  through  state  taxes,  ll  there  is  to  be 
federal  aid,  majorit)  opinion  seems  to  favor  a 
loan  fund,  with  the  government  acting  as 
creditor  lor  need)  undergraduates. 

How  about  scholarships?  One  camp  says 
there  aren't  nearly  enough  to  go  around,  an- 
other camp  sa\s  that  nevertheless  there  are 
already  three  times  too  many.  The  first  judg- 
ment is  both  obvious  and  true.  I  he  second  is 
equally  valid,  though,  since  most  grants  cover 
onl\  the  student's  share  of  expenses,  not  the 
college's.  Aimed  at  helping  students  to  get  a 
good  education,  straight  tuition  scholarships 
re. ill\  make  it  increasingly  hard  lor  colleges 
to  give  one.  Fortunately,  main  awards  are 
now  divided  equitably  between  the  school 
and  the  scholar,  but  this  increases  the  drain 
on  the  donor  and  sharply  reduces  the  number 
of  recipients. 

MaRe  no  doubt  of  it:  colleges  need  every 
cent  they  can  get,  and  all  of  these  plans  will 
help,  as  will  several  other  similar  ones.  But 
neither  singly  nor  in  combination  will  they  do 
the  job.  To  stay  on  their  feet,  schools  need 
more  vigorous  support  from  students — past, 
present,  and  future.  Those  who  reap  the  great- 
est benefits  from  higher  education  are  being 
asked  to  play  a  bigger  role  in  financing  it, 
and  this,  after  all,  is  as  it  should  be. 

Roughly  20  percent  of  today's  alumni  make 
regular  contributions  to  their  Alma  Mater; 
80  percent  do  not.  In  addition  to  those  who 
still  aren't  fully  aware  of  their  debt,  this-  large 


majority  of  noncontributors  holds  a  few  grad- 
uates who  honestly  can't  afford  the  expense. 
But  most  of  them  just  don't  want  to.  There 
seems  to  be  a  variety  of  reasons.  Some  of  the 
guilty  parties  apparently  face  such  a  backlog 
of  neglect  that  they're  afraid  to  tackle  the  job 
of  making  amends,  preferring  to  carry  the 
burden  of  troubled  consciences.  Others  seem 
to  consider  it  a  mark  of  their  own  cleverness 
that  they  slipped  through  school  at  reduced 
fare,  and  summarily  reject  any  moral  or  fi- 
nancial claims.  Not  only  do  colleges  have  to 
plead  for  what  little  cash  they  get  from  these 
people,  but  not  infrequently  they  have  to 
stand  still  while  the  old  grads  tell  them  how 
to  spend  it.  Only  with  the  firm  promise  that 
it  goes  to  a  pet  project  will  some  alumni  part 
with  their  money — money  they  probably 
made  as  a  result  of  an  education  they  never 
paid  for.  And,  regrettably,  the  needs  of  the 
school  are  often  subordinate  to  any  fame  thai 
might  attend  the  gilt.  So  it  is  that  a  vain  alum- 
nus often  invests  in  shiny  buildings  (which 
have  bronze  plaques  holding  contributors' 
names  in  dubious  immortality)  rather  than  in 
shabby  teachers  (who  so  far  haven't  started 
to  wear  sandwich  boards  advertising  to  the 
world  their  former  students'  generositv  ),  dis- 
regarding the  more  desperate  need  on  mosl 
campuses  for  adequate  faculty  pay. 

here  was  a  time  in  this  nation's  history 
when  all  it  took  to  combat  problems  of  this 
magnitude  was  to  make  them  known.  With 
freedom's  taste  fresh  on  men's  tongues,  there 
was  little  danger  of  apathy  competing  with 
action.  The  way  of  life  horn  in  thai  spirit  now 
faces  a  crisis  that  must  be  met  in  that  spirit. 
America's  survival  and  mankind's  —seems 
more  and  more  to  hinge  on  the  ability  of  our 
colleges  to  develop  people  clever  enough  to 
devise  instruments  of  awesome  power  and 
wise  enough  to  use  them  properly.  Since  the 
effectiveness  of  the  colleges  depends  on  public 
support,  the  real  question  is  whether  or  not 
we  are  too  bored  with  freedom  to  take  steps 
that  might  assure  its  continuation. 

While  the  rest  of  us  think  it  over,  while  we 
juggle  issues,  weigh  pros  and  cons,  and  lei- 
surely ponder  whether  or  not  to  chip  in,  the 
teacher  sticks  to  his  thankless  task  of  holding 
our  colleges  together  on  chewing  gum  and 
bobby  pins.  For  this  we  should  be  humbly 
grateful.  It  is  no  small  thing  in  these  times  for 
a  man  to  throw  up  his  chance  at  fame  and 
fortune  so  that  someone  else's  son  might  get 
a  decent  education.

Lawns:  Banish  lawn  moth  and  other 
lawn  pests  by  applying  chlordane  or 
dieldrin.  .  .  .

Annuals,  perennials,  bulbs:  In  the  Fog  Belt  look  for 
the  low-growing,  early  flowering  English  type  of  chrysan- 
themum Jbr  your  garden.  .  .  .

ing  at  any  real  answer.  In  addition 
to  the  various  means  of  arriving  at 
the    tax    rate,    the    governmental 

structures  may  be  different,  with 
major  differences  in  the  functions 
assigned  to  local  units.  The  num- 
ber, variety,  and  extent  of  services 
performed  in  one  community  may 
be  vastly  different  from  those  in 
another. 

You  can  reach  more  satisfactory 
and  accurate  conclusions  by  find- 
ing the  answers  to  several  ques- 
tions: What  is  the  attitude  of  the 
city  government?  Do  members  of 
the  governing  body  seek  office  for 
political  preference,  personal  pres- 
tige, or  from  a  desire  to  serve  their 
city?  Is  the  title  of  councilman  one 
of  honor,  or  one  of  shame?  What 
kind  of  employees  does  the  city 
hire?  Are  they  selected  on  the  basis 
of  merit  without  regard  to  race, 
creed,  or  political  affiliation? 

How  about  purchases  and  con- 
tracts? Are  they  made  after  fair 
advertisement,  based  on  proper 
specifications,  and  awarded  to  the 
lowest  reliable  bidder?  How  does 
the  city  stand  in  its  housekeeping? 
Is  the  city  hall  quiet  and  orderly 
in  the  conduct  of  business?  Is  city 
equipment  kept  clean,  well  paint- 
ed, and  in  good  repair?  Is  it  re- 
placed often  enough  so  that  trucks, 
fire  apparatus,  or  other  machinery 
is  economical  to  operate  and  effec- 
tive to  use? 

Finally,  does  city  hall  give  the 
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impression  of  teamwork:'  Are  of- 
ficials pulling  together  to  do  a  job 
for  the  community,  or  is  there  a 

continuous  series  of  conflicts,  con- 
troversies, and  cover-up,  buck- 
passing  incidents?  Answers  to  these 
questions  will  provide  at  least  an 
indication  of  the  kind  of  local  gov- 
ernment your  taxes  are  buying. 

II  you  find  that  your  community 
is  not  providing  the  services  you 
need,  that  there  is  no  rational  sys- 
tem of  assessment,  that  you  can 
get  no  answers  from  the  assessor, 
and  that  the  whole  basis  of  the  prop- 
erty tax  is  purely  arbitrary,  then 
you  and  your  fellow  citizens  are  in 
trouble. 

It  may  not  be  easy  to  correct  the 
trouble.  In  some  communities  the 
fault  may  lie  with  elected  officials, 
and  remedy  will  probably  be  de- 
layed until  election  day.  In  other 
cities,  appointed  men  are  to  blame. 
Citizens  of  some  states  may  be  sur- 
prised to  find  that  the  assessor  is  a 
county  official  and  is  not  subject  to 
control  by  the  municipal  govern- 
ment in  any  way.  Obviously,  cor- 
rections are  harder  in  such  areas. 

But  the  democratic  community 
can  correct  inequities  and  abuses  if 
its  citizens  are  sufficiently  deter- 
mined. When  people  take  more 
than  a  casual  interest  in  their  local 
government,  when  they  are  willing 
to  participate  in  local  affairs,  they 
are  creating  the  best  possible  in- 
surance that  their  tax  bill  is  fair.

MERICAN  education  is  improving.  There 
is  iu)  doubt  that  the  Russian  jolt  has  been  good 
lor  our  schools.  We  are  getting  more  content  into 
the  package  called  learning.  But  now  a  new 
challenge.  Will  the  pajckage  be  delivered?  Or 
will  .1  handful  of  rowdies  and  hoodlums  prevenl 
our  youngsters  from  getting  the  education  they 
deserve  and  need? 

Educational  dist  ipline,  in  the  pre-space  era,  suf- 
fered from  softening  of  the  spine  comparable  to 
the  sogginess  of  the  curriculum.  Theories  were 
abroad  that  if  the  studenl  were  allowed  to  do  .is 
In-  pleased,  with  a  minimum  of  restriction  and 
frustration,  he  would  somehow  turn  out  better. 

Now  we  know  he  turns  out  worse.  And  what  is 
frustrated,  in  the  end,  is  the  entire  process  we 
call  education. 

"One  incorrigible  youngster  can  wreck  a  class 
five  days  a  week,  ever)  week  in  the  year,"  a 
principal  in  Appleton,  Wisconsin,  says.  "You 
have  to  hold  these  few  troublemakers  in  school, 
though  they're  a  detriment  and  a  nuisance." 

But  do  you  have  to  hold  them  in  school? 

New  York  City  suffered  such  a  barrage  of 
hoodlumism  in  the  schools  last  year  thai  it  final- 
ly, and  desperately,  gave  up  its  preoccupation 
with    "holding    power."    No    longer    would    a 

school  be  rated  l>\  how  main  youngsters  it  could 
hold  (no  matter  what  the  price  in  havoc)  until 
somehow  the\  cm  he  handed  a  diploma.  In- 
stead, a  school  would  be  judged  l>\  how  much 
education   it   can   impart   to   those  willing   to  be 

taught. 

With  a  grand  jur\  snapping  at  its  heels  (and 
demanding  police  in  the  schools  to  keep  order  if 
the  teachers  couldn't  i.  the  New  York  school  ad- 
ministration suspended  close  to  650  unruly  stu- 
dents in  a  surprise  edict  last  February.  Before 
school  was  out  for  the  summer  some  800  more 
were  suspended. 

Some  of  these  troublemakers  were  allowed  to 

return  to  classes,  but  were  assigned  to  three  new 

schools    started    by     tin-    hoard    of   education. 

Known  technical!)  as  the  "  00"  schools  (because 
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of  their  numerical  designations),  these  institu- 
tions are  geared  to  handle  the  "incorrigible  in- 
corrigibles"     chronically  disruptive  students. 

I  visited  a  number  of  classes  at  Public  School 
701,  in  Manhattan.  It  was  not  the  jungle  you 
might  imagine.  Some  boys  were  playing  cards  in 
a  classroom  and  1  saw  a  water  fight  in  the  hall, 
but  by  and  large  all  was  under  control.  Academic 
[earning  was  at  an  exceedingly  slow  pace,  but 
one  lesson  was  learned  swiftly:  the  school  stands 
for  no  nonsense,  and   the  teacher  is  in  charge. 

One  social-studies  teacher  said  to  his  boys,  "If 
you  go  out  in  the  street  and  walk  against  a  red 
light  you're  going  to  get  hit  by  a  car.  It's  not 
that  the  car  doesn't  like  you,  or  has  it  in  for  you. 
It's  just  that  you  break  the  rules  and  get  hurt." 


AHE  IMPLICATION:  that  society,  too,  has 
rules  and  "getting  hurt"  is  the  price  for  breaking 

them. 

\  shop  teacher  told  a  bov  to  sit  down  and  the 

boy  refused.  "Then  I'll  have  to  lead  you,"  he 

said,  clamping  his  hand  on  the  box's  wrist.  "I 
asked  you  in  a  nice  way,  but  if  you  prefer  force 
here  it  is." 

One  youth  let  loose  with  a  torrent  of  profane 
language. 

"II  you  use  that  language  to  your  mother  and 
father,  I'll  accept  it."  the  teacher  said. 

"Leave  my  mother  out  of  this,"  countered  the 
boy,  chip  on  shoulder. 

"I'm  not  involving  your  mother,  and  you 
know  it."  rejoined  the  teacher  firmly. "If  you  use 
that  language  to  your  mother  and  father,  you 
may  use  it  here.  If  not,  don't  let  me  ever  hear  it 
again."   The  boy  stopped  using  profanity.

Said  a  high-school  teacher  in 
.os  Anoeles,  "The  majority  of 
ounsjsters  are  deprived  of  instruc- 
ion  because  of  the  time  we  must 
pend  on  the  uninterested  few.  The 
tudents  who  really  want  an  edu- 
ation  are  cheated." 

If  the  new  education  package  is 
o  be  delivered,  courageous  steps 
nust  be  taken  to  see  that  it  is  not 
lijacked  on  the  way.  Here  are  five 
teps  to  safeguard  an  improved 
American  education: 

Step  one:  Throw  the  rowdies 
>ut. 

In  Appleton.  Wisconsin,  the 
feachers  Handbook  tersely  states: 
Laws  make  it  compulsory  for 
larents  to  send  children  to  school 
ip  to  a  certain  age,  but  it  is  not 
ompulsory  for  schools  to  put  up 
mh  every  kind  of  misbehavior." 

Yet  expulsion  has  been  made 
egally  difficult.  It  has  been  thwart- 
d  by  pussyfooting  boards  of  edu- 
ation:  it  has  been  frowned  upon 
>y  educational  theorists  who  have 
een  the  schools  as  social  adjust- 
nent  centers  mote  than  .is  educa- 
ional  institutions. 

The  Hartford,  Connecticut,  pub- 
ic schools  spell  out  their  policy: 

"Suspension  from  school  ...  is  a 
lisciplinary  measure  by  which  a 
>upil  is  temporarilv  denied  the 
>rivilege  of  attending  school  be- 
ause  of  unsatisfactory  conduct.  .  .  . 


A  school  suspension  may  be  from 
one  to  10  days  in  duration.  Re- 
peated cases  of  misconduct  may  re- 
sult in  suspension  for  the  balance  of 
the  term.  ...  In  cases  of  serious  mis- 
conduct or  repeated  misbehavior, 
the  principal  may  suspend  immed- 
iately and  recommend  to  the 
board  of  education  that  the  pupil 
be  excluded.  The  board  of  educa- 
tion will  hold  a  hearing  on  the  mat- 
ter. If  the  pupil  is  found  guilty  of 
incorrigibly  bad  conduct,  the 
board  of  education  may  expel  the 
pupil  from  school  regardless  of  age." 

The  storm  that  is  raised  in  some 
communities  each  time  suspension 
or  expulsion  is  proposed  has  caused 
many  a  principal  to  shy  away  from 
it  altogether.  Not  so  with  John  J. 
Glennon,  principal  of  Hartford's 
Northeast  Junior  High.  He  has 
stuck  by  his  guns  rather  than,  as  he 
put  it,  "let  the  whole  school  go  up 
in  smoke." 

In  an  explanation  to  a  communi- 
ty leader  he  wrote:  "Some  students 
have  used  filthy  language  to  teach- 
ers in  the  presence  of  the  class.  One 
boy  threatened  our  attendance  of- 
ficer with  physical  harm.  Another 
boy  drew  a  knife  on  me  in  my  of- 
fice. One  student  lit  a  cigar  on  the 
stairwell  on  his  way  out  of  the 
building.  When  reprimanded,  he 
abused  the  teacher  with  profanity." 

Principal  Glennon  has  suspend- 
ed and  recommended  expulsion 
where  necessary.  He  has  a  better 
school  now. 

Step  two:  Uphold  the  classroom 
teacher.

WE'RE 
CLOSING 
IN  ON 

CANCER

Important  break-throughs  in  cancer  control 
point  to  a  final  victory.  Here's  an  optimistic  report  on 
where  we  are  today,  how  far  we  have  yet  to  go,  and 
what  steps  scientists  are  taking  to  get  us  there 


Somewhere  in  the  United  States  a  young  mother  got  up 
this  morning,  made  breakfast  for  her  husband  and  small 
son,  saw  them  off  to  work  and  school,  and  began  her  day  of 
routine  household  chores.  Nothing  unusual  about  that — ex- 
cept that  two  and  a  half  years  ago  this  woman  was  stricken 
with  a  "hopeless"  and  rapidly  fatal  form  of  cancer  known  as 
choriocarcinoma. 

This  vicious  cancer,  fortunately  very  rare,  strikes  cruelly 
at  women  during;  the  child-bearing  process,  spreads  swiftly 
through  the  womb,  invades  the  lungs  and  brain,  and  usually 
kills  within  a  year. 

The  disease  was  far  advanced,  and  the  30-year-old  patient 
was  desperately  ill  when  treatment  was  begun  at  the  Nation- 
al Cancer  Institute  in  Bethesda,  Maryland.  There,  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  Roy  Hertz,  Chief  of  the  Endocrine 
Branch,  she  began  to  receive  doses  of  a  fairly  simple  drug. 
The  solid  tumor  in  the  womb  shrank  and  disappeared,  as  did 
distant  cancer  colonies  in  her  lungs.  Her  symptoms  vanished. 
She  felt  well.  And  tests  proved  that  the  lethal  malignant 
process  had  come  to  a  halt.  The  mother  returned  to  her 
home  and  family,  and  now — 30  months  later — she  remains 
completely  free  of  all  evidence  of  disease  and  leads  a  normal 
life. 

This  is  not  "victory  over  cancer,"  but  it  is  a  "break- 
through," which  to  scientists  closing  in  on  cancer  from  many 
directions  over  many  pathways  means  a  great  advance 
through  the  lines  of  a  wily  enemy.  Nor  is  it  the  only  break- 
through, as  we  shall  see.  Among  researchers  there  exists  an 
intangible  kind  of  conservative  optimism,  a  widespread  be- 
lief that  major  advances  in  knowledge  of  cancer  and  its  con- 
trol are  imminent. 

Dr.  John  R.  Heller,  Director  of  the  National  Cancer  In- 
stitute, is  a  vigorous,  friendly  man  whose  office  is  the  brain 
center  for  integrating  hundreds  of  government-supported 
cancer  studies.  I  [e  relaxed  in  .1  swivel  chair,  hooked  his  legs 

under   him.   and   we   talked   of  cmccr  as  a   gigantic   jigsaw 

puzzle  beginning  to  take  shape. 
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"We've  got  the  corners  pretty  well  squared,"  Doctor 
Heller  said.  "Developments  of  very  recent  months  indicate 
places  where  important  break-throughs  may  be  expected  in 
the  not  too  distant  future.  These  break-throughs  may  lead 
to  better  understanding  of  the  origin  and  nature  of  cancer. 
They  may  open  direct  paths  to  drug  cures.  Virus  research 
may  enable  us  to  develop  a  powerful  weapon  against  human 
cancer — an  anticancer  vaccine." 

The  drug,  methotrexate,  is  almost  ancient  as  cancer  drugs 
go.  It  is  a  counterfeit  vitamin.  Taken  in  by  body  cells,  it 
neutralizes  folic  acid,  a  vitamin  essential  to  cell  life  and 
growth — particularly  for  rapidly  growing  and  dividing  cells 
typical  of  many  forms  of  cancer.  The  chemically  swindled 
cell  starves  to  death.  Methotrexate  is  one  of  several  treat- 
ments which  will  temporarily  return  to  active  life  and  ap- 
parent health  almost  every  child  with  acute  leukemia. 

That  was  its  major  use  until,  in  the  course  of  animal  stud- 
ies, observant  researchers  noted  striking  effects  of  the  drug 
on  the  reproductive  systems  of  chicks.  They  reasoned  that 
the  drug  might  be  helpful  in  choriocarcinoma.  The  outcome 
was  the  first  case  ever  reported  of  suppression  of  a  solid 
tumor  by  drugs  alone. 

"If  methotrexate  works  with  choriocarcinoma,  there's 
reason  to  hope  and  expect  that  this  and  other  compounds 
will  work  with  other  forms  of  cancer,"  said  Doctor  Heller. 

You  realize,  if  you  talk  with  researchers,  that  cancer  is  no 
longer  considered  a  hopelessly  unsolvable  mystery.  A 
very  great  deal  is  known  about  it.  "Cancer,  from  available 
evidence,  is  no  more  mysterious  than  infectious  disorders,  and 
perhaps  less  mysterious  than  many  chronic  metabolic  dis- 
eases," says  Dr.  C.  P.  Rhoads,  Director  of  the  famed  Sloan- 
Kettering  Institute  for  Cancer  Research  in  New  York  City. 
We  may  think  of  cancer,  says  Doctor  Rhoads,  as  ij  it  were 
similar  to  an  infectious  disease.  Cancer  cells,  like  disease 
germs,  are  foreign  intruders,  and  principles  of  cure  are  the 
same:  remove,  destroy,  or  otherwise  [  Turn  to  page  115

A  teacher  in  Brentwood,  Ten- 
nessee, spoke  for  many  when  she 
said,  "If  we  try  to  discipline  the 
average  child,  we  'stick  our  necks 
out.'  We  are  called  into  the  prin- 
cipal's office  and  our  motives  and 
methods  are  questioned." 

In  Los  Angeles,  the  Affiliated 
Teacher  Organizations  stated  in  a 
petition,  "Teachers  have  been 
openly  insulted,  threatened,  their 
cars  have  been  damaged,  and 
sometimes  they  have  been  subject- 
ed to  physical  abuse  ...  in  case  of 
violence,  the  teacher  often  does  not 
feel  that  he  has  the  legal  right  to 
protect  himself." 

Why  "no  legal  right  to  protect 
himself'.' 

J\.  teacher  who  lavs  a  hand  on  a 
student  may  be  haled  into  court 
charged  with  "assault."  A  teacher 
may  be  suspended,  sued  for  dam- 
ages, and  forced  to  engage  counsel 
if  he  or  she  stands  four-square 
against  the  disruption  of  classwork 
by  rowdies.  The  teacher  may  end 
up  accused  of  being  the  aggressor. 
In  a  celebrated  case  in  Mount 
Vernon,  New  York,  Judge  John 
P.  Griffith  struck  a  blow  to  end 
this  national  custom  of  making  the 
teacher  the  goat.  Before  him  was  a 


teacher  charged  with  third  degree 
assault;  he  had  slapped  a  boy  who 
persistently  disrupted  the  class. 

Judge  Griffith  found  the  teacher 
not  guilty.  Here  are  the  highlights 
of  his  decision : 

"The  teacher  stands  in  the  same 
category  as  a  parent.  There  is  no 
question  that  if  a  parent  were  to 
punish  a  child  for  an  infraction  of 
the  household  rules  and  regula- 
tions, that  parent  would  not  be 
guilty  of  assault.  The  teacher  stands 
in  loco  parentis  (in  the  place  of  the 
parent).  .  .  . 

"It  is  the  thought  of  the  Court 
that  the  teacher  must  be  supreme 
in  the  classroom.  .  .  .  Instruction 
can  only  be  properly  and  success- 
fully given  by  one  who  has  authori- 
ty over  his  pupils  and  who  has  their 
respect.  The  teacher  is  vested  with 
the  right  to  give  orders  and  as  a 
concomitant  of  the  same  he  should 
have  sanctions   to  enforce  them." 

Step  three:  Face  up  to  the  issue 
of  corporal  punishment — specifi- 
cally, paddling.  Some  communities 
abhor  paddling  just  as  some  par- 
ents abhor  spanking.  Others  per- 
mit it  "under  special  circumstanc- 
es." But  for  the  most  part  the  issue 
is  regarded  as  too  hot  to  handle. 
Result:    a    beclouded   situation    in 


which  any  incident  of  paddling 
may  burst  into  a  sensational   case. 

In  Chartiers  Valley,  Pennsyl- 
vania, a  teacher  paddled  three 
boys  for  starting  a  fire  on  a  school 
bus  and  slashing  16  of  its  seats.  The 
case  brought  turmoil  to  the  com- 
munity, acrid  charges  and  counter- 
charges, finally  a  special  meeting  of 
the  Joint  School  District.  The 
teacher,  Robert  Koby,  was  upheld. 
He  later  said,  "I  intend  to  use  the 
paddle  any  time  it  becomes  neces- 
sary. It  may  not  be  the  solution  to 
everything  but  it  has  its  place — 
and  effect." 

If  a  community  wishes  to  ban 
paddling  altogether,  well  and  good. 
But  it  should  say  so.  If  it  sanctions 
paddling,  this  likewise  should  be 
clear,  so  that  both  students  and 
teachers  know  precisely  where  they 
stand.  Here  is  how  the  issue  is  faced 
in  Louisville,  Kentucky: 

"If  corporal  punishment  seems 
necessary,  it  must  be  reasonable. 
In  severity  it  should  fit  the  child, 
not  the  offense.  It  may  be  admin- 
istered by  the  principal,  preferably 
with  the  teacher  present,  or  by  the 
teacher  in  the  presence  of  the 
principal,  and  never  in  the  pres- 
ence of  other  children." 

Step  four:  Lay  down  the  law. 

Charles  H.  A.  Seitz  is  a  teacher 
of  world  geography  at  Southern 
High  School  in  Baltimore,  Mary- 
land. He  believes  that  good  disci- 
pline is  essential  to  good  teaching. 
And  he  makes  this  clear  on  the  very 
first  day  of  school. 

When  students  first  enter  Mr. 
Seitz's   classroom,    they   find    four 


panels  of  the  blackboard  covered 
with  his  pedagogical  declaration  of 
independence. 

"In  the  interest  of  discipline,  and 
so  that  there  is  understanding  be- 
tween students,  parents,  and  teach- 
er, it  should  be  understood  .  .  .," 
the  declaration  begins.  And  there 
follows  a  detailed  list  of  what  is  out 
of  order  in  the  classroom  and  will 
produce  a  zero  in  the  gradebook — 
items  such  as  chewing  gum  or  eat- 
ing, wearing  a  jacket  or  coat  which 
is  intended  for  out-of-door  wear 
only,  talking  back  to  the  instructor 
after  a  reprimand,  talking  during 
a  test. 

All  students  copy  the  entire  four 
blackboards'  worth,  then  take  the 
papers  home  for  their  parents  to 
read  and  sign. 

How  do  they  feel  about  it?  Re- 
pressed? Regimented?  Frustrated? 
Not  at  all.  They  like  knowing 
where  they  stand.  One  said, 
"Where  there  is  discipline,  there 
are  goals.  A  teacher  who  lays  down 
the  rules  of  conduct  wants  us  to 
learn  something — and  that's  why 
we  come  to  school."  Another  re- 
marked, "When  I  enter  a  class- 
room the  first  time  and  find  a 
teacher  who  lays  the  rules  down 
then  and  there,  I  respect  the  teach- 
er. A  teacher  who  tries  to  act  like 
one  of  the  gang  doesn't  really  seem 
educated." 

Step  five:  Stop  holding  in 
school  those  who  have  stopped 
wanting  to  learn.  Schools  must 
again  be  educational,  not  custodial 
institutions.

If  you're  unable  to  find  fresh  drinking  water  while  on  a 
fishing  or  camping  trip,  it's  usually  safe  to  use  water  from 
nearby  streams  or  lakes  unless  there  is  danger  of  sewage 
pollution  from  upstream.  As  a  general  rule,  the  larger  the 
body  of  water,  the  safer  it  is  for  drinking. 

Questionable  water  should  be  boiled  for  at  least  five 
minutes  before  use.  If  it's  muddy,  let  it  settle  as  long  as 
possible,  pour  off  the  clear  water  at  the  top,  then  boil. 
Brewing  tea  or  coffee  will  make  the  water  more  palatable 
if  you  don't  want  to  take  the  time  to  cool  it. 

The  chlorine  or  iodine  tablets  available  at  most  drug- 
stores do  a  good  job  of  sterilization  if  boiling  isn't  prac- 
tical. In  a  pinch,  2  drops  of  household  bleach  will  do  for  a 
quart  of  water.  The  strong  taste  can  be  lessened  by  pouring 
the  water  from  one  container  to  another  several  times, 
then  allowing  it  to  stand  for  awhile. 

If  there's  any  danger  of  pollution  from  sewage,  how- 
ever, leave  the  water  alone  unless  it's  an  emergency.  If  the 
water  in  a  camp  or  town  is  suspected  of  pollution,  stay 
with  bottled  beverages — they're  safe.

It  has  used  and  re-used  the  moisture  in  its  sealed 
environment  many  times  over,  without  another  drop  of 
water  or  plant  food  being  added. 

This  means  that  you  may  be  able  to  buy  similarly  pack- 
aged plants  at  stores  which  don't  have  greenhouse  facilities, 
or  personnel  trained  to  care  for  plants.  This  could  include 
decorating  shops,  department  stores,  drug  stores,  or  any 
high-traffic  store. 

The  stores  would  only  have  to  add  a  battery  of  fluo- 
rescent tubes  to  supply  light  for  the  plants.  The  sacks 
would  take  care  of  the  plants  until  they  were  sold,  and 
wouldn't  be  removed  until  the  plants  were  displayed  on 
your  coffee  table  or  window  sill.

mix.  Knead  till  smooth,  about  25 
strokes.

We're  closing  in  on  cancer 
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inactivate  the  invaders  before  they 
can  do  serious  or  fatal  harm  to  the 
body. 

How  do  cancer  cells  get  started? 
Where  do  they  come  from?  All 
evidence  indicates  that  they  are  de- 
rived from  normal  cells.  Your  body 
makes  billions  of  new  cells  to  re- 
place worn-out  ones.  Normally, 
these  new  cells  are  duplicates  of 
their  parents.  But  occasionally  mu- 
tations occur.  Something  distorts 
the  hereditary  mechanism  within 
a  cell  and  changes  its  character. 
Thereafter,  its  altered  traits,  po- 
tentially dangerous,  can  be  handed 
down  to  succeeding  cell  genera- 
tions. Thus  cancer  cells  may  gradu- 
ally arise  from  normal  cells. 

A  he  infinitesimal  heredity-ma- 
chinery within  a  tiny  cell  looms  as 
a  prime  area  for  cancer  break- 
throughs. A  key  particle  in  this 
machinery  is  a  chemical  so  omnip- 
otent that  it  has  been  called  "the 
mother  molecule  of  life" — deoxy- 
ribose  nucleic  acid,  or  DNA.  It  is 
believed  to  dictate  the  cell's  chem- 
ical activities — which  is  to  say,  its 
life — and  to  be  the  essential  stufTof 
those  packets  of  heredity,  the  chro- 
mosomes and  genes.  New  knowl- 
edge of  cell  chemistry  has  opened 
up  exciting  areas  of  investigation, 
including  one  which  many  investi- 
gators feel  is  the  hottest  trail  of  all 
— the  possibility  that  viruses  may 
cause  human  cancer.  If  so,  vaccines 
to  prevent  or  even  cure  some  types 
of  cancer  are  no  longer  an  utter 
impossibility. 

You  think  of  viruses  as  organisms 
which  cause  polio,  influenza,  mea- 
sles, smallpox,  colds,  and  mysterious 
ailments  diagnosed  as  "a  bug  that's 
going  around."  Ordinary  viruses 
destroy  cells,  quickly  turn  them  in- 
to virus  factories,  and  you  soon 
know  you're  sick.  It's  hard  to 
imagine  your  body  populated  with 
viruses  that  cause  no  symptoms 
whatever  for  months  or  years,  per- 
haps never.  But  if  you  ever  had  a 
cold  sore,  your  body  will  contain 
viruses  that  caused  it  (herpes  sim- 
plex) for  the  rest  of  your  days.  Be- 
tween cold  sores,  the  viruses  go 
mysteriously  into  hiding  until  con- 
ditions are  right  for  another  break- 
through. 

Cancer  viruses,  if  they  exist,  pre- 
sumably act  this  way,  except  that 
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they  don't  destroy  cells.  They  do 
something  more  sinister:  they 
change  the  genetic  nature  of  the 
cell — that  is,  cause  mutations. 

Dr.  Wendell  M.  Stanley  of  the 
University  of  California,  who  won  a 
Nobel  prize  for  isolating  a  tobacco 
virus  in  pure  form,  says:  "It  is  ob- 
vious that  viruses,  cancer,  genes, 
and  life  are  tied  together  by  a 
whole  series  of  relationships;  that 
viruses  can  act  as  genes  and  genes 
as  viruses  under  certain  circum- 
stances; and  that  viruses  can  cause 
cancer." 

It  has  not  been  proved  that 
viruses  do  cause  human  cancer, 
only  that  they  could.  But  some  ob- 
jections— for  instance,  that  viruses 
arc  not  recoverable  from  human 
tumors  and  therefore  could  not 
have  caused  them — have  been 
countered  by  contrary  evidence. 

Many  years  ago,  a  cancer  of 
chickens  was  proved  by  Dr.  Peyton 
Rous  to  be  caused  by  viruses.  Dr. 
W.  Ray  Bryan  of  the  National  In- 
stitutes of  Health  recently  induced 
such  cancers  with  low  doses  of  virus 
fluids,  and  proved  that  the  virus 
was  a  direct  cause  of  the  cancer,  not 
just  a  triggering  agent.  Yet  no 
viruses  could  be  recovered  from 
the  resulting  cancers.  Absence  of 
viruses  from  tumors  does  not  neces- 
sarily mean  that  viruses  did  not 
cause  them.  Techniques  of  recover- 
ing viruses  may  be  too  crude ;  after 
all,  scientists  haven't  yet  isolated 
the  viruses  of  the  common  cold. 

Or  perhaps  human  cancer  virus- 
es are  undetectable  because  they 
hide  in  the  jungle  of  the  genes.  A 
group  headed  by  Dr.  S.  E.  Luria  of 
the  University  of  Illinois  has  dem- 
onstrated that  viruses  which  infect 
bacteria  enter  the  nuclei  of  cells, 
spend  a  twilight  life  during  which 
they  are  neither  viruses  nor  genes 
(heredity  transmitters),  then  be- 
come permanent  parts  of  the  gene 
system  and  never  again  become 
viruses.  As  we  shall  see,  this  sug- 
gests a  theoretical  way  of  immuniz- 
ing against  cancer. 

Scientific  break-throughs  are  the 
result  of  long,  sometimes  boring 
work.  Consider  the  tedious  labors 
of  Dr.  Sarah  Stewart  of  the  Na- 
tional Cancer  Institute.  She  took 
fluid  from  a  tumor  of  a  mouse's 
parotid  gland,  filtered  out  all  can-

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cer  cells,  and  injected  the  remain- 
ing fluid  into  hamsters,  small  ani- 
mals useful  in  laboratory  experi- 
ments. Something  in  the  fluid — 
viruses  or  viruslike  substances — 
caused  an  unexpected  variety  of 
tumors  in  many  of  the  hamsters' 
organs.  And  hamsters  are  a  differ- 
ent species  from  mice  which  suf- 
fered the  original  tumor. 

Doctor  Heller  underscores  the 
significance:  "If  we  can  achieve 
similar  results  with  material  from 
human  tumors,  and  if  this  material 
proves  to  be  a  virus,  we  will  indeed 
have  made  a  major  break-through. 
It  might  then  be  possible  to  im- 
munize man  against  the  disease." 

Such  work  is  underway.  At  Ros- 
well  Park  Memorial  Institute  in 
Buffalo,  New  York,  Dr.  George 
Moore,  Director,  tells  how  his 
group  has  confirmed  the  work  of 
Doctor  Stewart  on  mouse  tumor 
filtrates.  Now  they're  injecting  cell- 
free  fluids  from  several  types  of 
human  cancers — acute  leukemia, 
Hodgkin's  disease,  cancer  of  the 
lung  and  breast — into  newborn 
mice  and  hamsters. 

Dr.  Joseph  E.  Sokal,  unlike 
many  of  his  colleagues  on  the  In- 
stitute  staff,    is   unconvinced   that 


smoking  is  a  primary  cause  of  can- 
cer. Hundreds  of  influences  may 
activate  dormant  cells.  Many  trails 
besides  the  virus  path  cry  loudly 
for  investigation. 

"Cancer  research  suffers  from 
lack  of  an  experimental  animal," 
he  said.  "We  began  to  break 
through  polio  when  the  monkey 
proved  to  be  a  good  experimental 
animal.  If  we  can  get  human  breast 
cancer  going  in  a  hamster,  then 
we'll  have  a  real  break-through." 

Dr.  Herbert  Hirsch  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Minnesota  Medical 
School  feels  "it  is  possible  that 
tumor  cells  originate  in  the  body, 
by  mutation  or  otherwise,  all  the 
time.'"  A  frightening  thought?  On 
the  contrary.  For  if  cancer  cells 
arise  constantly  in  healthy  people, 
the  body  must  have  some  remark- 
able means  of  making  them  harm- 
less. Why  are  you  usually  resistant 
to  cold-sore  viruses  which  are  al- 
most certainly  hiding  in  your  body? 
Scientists  are  trying  to  find  out. 
Many  feel  that  cancer  will  one  day 
be  controlled  by  immunological 
methods. 

Your  body  is  blessedly  full  of 
antibodies  which  make  you  im- 
mune to  many  diseases.  Sometimes 


you  acquire  them  by  having  a  dis- 
ease ;  sometimes  by  vaccination  or 
other  exposure.  Polio  vaccine  is  an 
antigen  which  makes  your  blood 
produce  antibodies  that  attack 
viruses  contained  in  the  vaccine, 
and  no  others.  Future  vaccines  may 
do  that  for  specific  types  of  cancer. 
One,  prepared  by  Dr.  Charlotte 
Friend  of  Sloan-Kettering  Insti- 
tute, has  protected  100  percent  of 
purebred  mice  against  one  form  of 
mouse  leukemia. 

There  is  some  evidence  that  can- 
cer cells  act  as  antigens  to  produce 
antibodies,  and  thus  possibly  coq" 
tain  the  seeds  of  their  own  destruc- 
tion. The  mechanism  suggested  by 
Doctor  Luria  and  his  associates  of 
the  University  of  Illinois  may  work 
like  this:  Viruses  enter  a  cell,  act 
like  genes,  produce  strange  anti- 
gens, and  thus  create  protective 
antibodies  which  attack  the  cells. 
If  antigens  can  be  isolated  from 
sick  cells,  they  might  be  injected  to 
produce  antibodies  which  control 
the  cells. 

When  a  mouse  at  the  University  of 
Minnesota  developed  spontaneous 
breast  cancer  recently,  the  cancer 
was  transplanted  to  an  ear  of  two 
other  mice,  after  which  the  ears 
were  removed  before  the  cancer 
could  spread.  The  procedure  was 
done  successively  with  both  ears 
and  tail  of  many  mice,  and  then  the 
cancer  was  implanted  in  the  body. 
A  different  group  of  mice  received 
body  implants  without  preliminary 
treatment.  Both  groups  succumbed 
to   cancer,    but   the    treated    mice 


lived  an  average  of  30  days  longer 
than  the  untreated  ones.  It  was  al- 
most as  if  the  mice  were  vaccinated 
against  their  own  cancers,  and  30 
mouse-days  equal  three  years  in 
human  terms. 

Dr.  Russell  H.  Wilson  of  Veter- 
ans Administration  Hospital  in 
McKinney,  Texas,  has  found  that 
under  certain  circumstances  can- 
cer cells  may  produce  unknown 
substances — possibly  antibodies — 
which  may  circulate  in  the  blood 
and  destroy  malignant  cells. 

Inmates  of  Ohio  State  Penitentia- 
ry volunteered  for  an  heroic  ex- 
periment which  is  branching  off  in 
exciting  directions.  Healthy  men 
agreed  to  be  inoculated  with  living 
human  cancer  cells.  They  bared 
their  arms,  received  a  "load"  of 
cancer,  and  waited.  They  did  not 
get  cancer.  They  sloughed  off  the 
malignant  cells  quite  rapidly.  Later 
they  received  second  injections. 
They  rejected  these  cells  even  more 
rapidly.  Somehow,  the  first  injec- 
tion had  built  up  additional  cancer 
resistance.  Very  recent  experi- 
ments indicate  that  even  dead  can- 
cer cells,  injected  under  the  skin, 
increase  resistance  to  subsequent 
injections  of  live  cells  of  the  same 
type. 

Another  offshoot  of  the  prison 
studies  may  be  of  great  portent. 
The  prisoners  who  threw  off  can- 
cer cells  quickest  had  high  levels  of 
properdin,  a  recently  identified 
substance  in  normal  blood.  Cancer 
patients  who  sloughed  off  injected

You  don't 
have  to  hem  felt.  This  inexpensive  fabric  is  very  wide.  A 
size  8,  full-circle  skirt  can  be  made  from  1  yard  of  72- 
inch-wide  felt.  Cost:  about  $3.  Little  more  than  half  that 
amount  (a  square  yard)  will  do  for  a  size  4. 

The  pattern  you  select  may  include  designs  for  con- 
trasting cutouts  to  be  stitched  on  the  skirt,  or  you  can 
trace  a  large,  gay,  story-book  illustration.

To  ensure  a  perfect  circle  and  a  good  fit,  ask  your  fabric 
shop  for  a  simple  pattern  to  fit  the  child's  waist  measurement. 

Pin  pattern  pieces  to  felt;  cut  out.  Use  chalk  or  thread  for 
seam-matching  marks.  Don't  cut  notches. 

Place  front,  back  semicircles  with  "right"'  sides  facing. 
Stitch  ^-inch  side  seams.  Sew  from  outer  edge  toward  waist. 


Felt  stretches,  so  reinforce  waistband  with  matching,  soft 
cotton  facing,  cut  }/±  inch  larger  than  felt  strip.  Turn  under 
toward  felt  along  upper  edge,  machine-stitch  evenly.  Turn 
under  ends  of  facing  in  same  manner,  but  baste  these. 


Slash  center  back  to  point  indicated  on  your  pattern.  Press 
side  seams  open  after  stitching.  Cover  felt  with  dry  cloth, 
press  with  hot  iron.  Felt  will  shrink  if  dampened. 

Rather  than  turning  under  a  hem,  cut  or  pink  the  felt 
along  line  indicated  for  hem.  If  length  needs  adjustment,  cut 
off  less  or  more;  pattern  still  serves  as  guide  for  circle. 


Stitch  lower  edge  of  felt  waistband  '  9  inch  below  top  edge  of 
skirt,  right  side  out.  For  a  smoother  look,  don't  turn  under 
cut  edge  of  felt.  Clip  curves  of  skirt  to  fit  waistband. 

Keep  waistband  facing  free.  Trim  seam,  then  hand-stitch 
free  edge  of  facing  over  waistline  scam.  Leave  basting  in 
turned-under  ends  of  facing  until  zipper  is  stitched  in  place.

seed.  This  is  the  last  possible  day  to 
do  it  and  get  a  crop  this  fall.

The  stuff 
was  spray  material  in  the  sprayer. 
Then  as  David  pushed  it,  I  han- 
dled the  hose  and  nozzle.  We 
doused  bushes  good  and  proper, 
tops  and  undersides,  while  moon- 
light took  over  from  twilight.  In- 
doors, Maggie  fumed  and  fretted, 
for  supper  was  waiting  on  the  table. 

Sfpt.  4  By  noon,  Maggie  and  I 


had  packed  and  were  away  in  the 
family  chariot  eastward.

Sept.  7  Business  looked  after,  we 
took  time  off  and  drove  to  Star 
Roses,  at  West  Grove,  Pa.,  to  see 
new  roses.  Also  looked  over  the 
rose  trials  here,  including  one  of 
the  All-America  trials. 

The  big  new  attraction  here  this 
fall  is  Pink  Peace.  This  is  a  child 
of  Peace  with  a  large  bloom  of 
deep  smoky  pink  color  and  a  faint 
silver  edge  to  the  petals. 

Sfpt.  S  Some  miles  out  from  Phil- 
adelphia today,  we  stopped  at  the 
Fordhook  experimental  farm  of  the 
Burpee  Co.  This  is  not  a  public 
display  place  but  we  went  in  and 
introduced  ourselves. 

Here  we  saw  some  of  the  new 
annuals  which  will  be  introduced 
"for  next  year.  I  also  took  more 
pictures  of  some  of  the  best  of  the 
1958  introductions.  The  most  im- 
portant of  these  was  Climax,  the 
first  F-l  hybrid  marigold  that  was 
ever  brought  out. 

Sfpt.  Ml  As  our  travels  took  us 
through  the  Finger  Lake  section  of 
New  York,  we  took  time  to  visit 
the  noted  Jackson  &  Perkins  pub- 
lic rose  garden.  Here  we  saw  sev- 
eral new  roses  and  others  still 
under  number,  for  future  years, 
all  originated  here. 

The  prize  of  all  was  Ivory  Fash- 
ion, one  of  the  1959  All-America 
winners.  It  is  a  floribunda  with 
clusters   of  bloom   which    have   a

faint  cream  color  as  the  flowers 
open.  In  a  day  or  so,  they  become 
a  pure  white. 

Sept.  !.#  There  was  a  visitor  from 
Kansas  this  afternoon  to  see  the 
posies.  She  didn't  linger  at  the 
roses.  She  spied  the  annuals  and 
hurried  over  to  them.  She  praised 
the  Tetra  Blue  ageratum,  now  in 
good  bloom.  This  told  me  she's  a 
good  gardener. 

Sept.  IK  Worktime  in  evening 
came  and  I  gave  the  roses  a  whale 
of  a  good  dusting,  since  spraying 
is  hard  for  a  solo  job.  I'm  using 
a  general-purpose  dust  which  con- 
tains chemicals  to  control  about 
all  the  pests  in  our  vicinity — in- 
cluding mildew,  thank  goodness. 

Sept.  17  With  my  trusty  pruning 
shears,  I  went  over  every  bush  in 
the  rose  beds  and  clipped  faded 
blooms.  I  like  to  keep  this  up  and 
not  let  the  bushes  make  seed  hips. 
This  would  slow  up  late  bloom. 

Sept.  lit  At  worktime.  I  began 
renovation  of  the  shrub  border 
along  the  east  side  of  lawn  and 
garden.  This  is  overgrown.  There 
is  dead  wood  in  the  shrubs.  Seed- 
ling elm  and  maples  have  sprung 
up  all  over  the  premises. 

"How  in  the  world  did  you  ever 
let  this  border  get  so  far  ahead  of 
you?"  asked  Maggie.  The  answer 
is  that  it  began,  back  in  the  big  war 
while  Donald  was  away,  I  was 
putting   in   all    my    time   growing

vegetables.  Since  then,  I've  put 
too  much  time  on  roses. 

Sept.  20  Cleaned  up  the  debris 
I've  been  pruning  out  of  that  shrub 
border.  First,  I  used  the  big  lop- 
ping shears  and  trimmed  off  lower 
ends  of  bigger  branches.  Cut  these 
into  the  right  length  for  fireplace 
wood  for  this  winter. 

I  cut  the  rest  of  the  branches  up 
into  smaller  sections,  to  make  it 
easier  for  hauling  on  the  barrow. 
Then  I'd  load  and  rush  off  to  the 
burn  pile  way  at  the  back.  While  I 
was  at  this,  Maggie  was  burning 
trash  and  keeping  an  eye  on  me. 

Sept.  2:1  Besides  gathering  green 
groceries   for   supper,    I    took    my 


garden  notebook  and  made  my 
annual  survey  of  roses  resistant  to 
blackspot.  A  new  one  on  my  list 
this  year  is  Gold  Cup,  the  1958 
All-America  fioribunda.  There 
hasn't  been  a  speck  of  blackspot  on 
it  all  season  long. 

Sept.  2  1  There  was  a  slight  touch 
of  frost  this  morning.  Only  damage 
was  some  crabgrass  turned  black. 
Just  in  case  it  might  frost  tonight, 
I  made  some  more  color  shots  of 
the  new  mums.  Mowed  some  grass. 

Sept.  2  7  Weatherman  says  it  will 
frost  for  sure  tonight.  So  I  hurried 
out  and  picked  all  the  beans.  Gath- 
ered all  the  ripe  and  partially  ripe 
tomatoes.  Began  to  carry  in  blooms 


by  the  armloads  to  the  kitchen : 
mums,  marigolds,  scabiosa,  last  of 
the  sweetpeas,  the  rosebuds,  until 
Maggie  fairly  howled  and  growled. 
I  had  some  old  lath,  saved  from 
peat  bales.  I  drove  these  into  the 
ground,  alongside  and  between  the 
rows  of  my  best  new  mums.  Maggie 
let  me  have  an  old  sheet  and  an 
old  bedspread.  These  I  threw  over 
the  stakes  to  provide  a  canopy. 

Sept.  211  A  bit  warmer,  though  I 
was  still  wearing  a  coat  and  winter 
hat  as  I  scraped  weeds  out  of  the 
roses.  I'm  trying  to  get  out  the 
weeds  but  avoid  doing  any  culti- 
vation. I  want  the  bushes  to  stop 
growing  and  get  hardened  up  for 
winter.  This  is  the  best  winter  pro- 
tection a  feller  can  give  his  roses. 
Put  the  kivers  back  over  those 
mums  before  quittting. 

Sept.  29  No  sign  of  frost  this 
morning.  Day  turned  warmer  and 
summer  is  back.  Folded  up  that 
sheet  and  spread  and  took  in  the 
house.  Maggie  was  mumbling  be- 
cause I  had  dumped  them  on  the 
bench  in  the  hall. 

My  cockscomb  is  at  its  peak  of 
bloom.  I  have  two  yellows — the 
Golden  Plume  and  Golden  Fleece 
— and  two  deep  red,  Royal  Velvet 
and  Toreador.  Maggie  says  she'll 
use  them  in  an  arrangement. 

Sept.  :to  Put  in  a  useful  evening 
which  included  hauling  off  more 
pruning  debris.  Quit  early,  just 
to  walk  around  and  look  at  things.

cells  more  slowly  had  low  proper- 
din levels. 

Is  this  reversible — might  injec- 
tions of  properdin  stimulate  can- 
cer resistance?  Is  properdin  pecul- 
iarly associated  with  cancer,  or  is  it 
a  mysterious  part  of  our  reactions 
to  many  diseases?  Little  is  known 
about  it.  But  trials  now  beginning 
in  a  few  cancer  patients  will  yield 
some  answers — maybe  even  a 
break-through. 

These  are  glimmerings  of  the 
hoped-for  shape  of  things  to  come. 
They  have  not  begun  to  save  hu- 
man lives  or  to  have  a  place  in 
medical  practice,  but  another 
teeming  area  of  research — chemo- 
therapy— has  yielded  drugs  which 
are  extensively  and  importantly 
used  today.  A  few  drugs — "cancer 
pills."  if  you  like — control  certain 
types  of  cancer  for  weeks  or  months, 
or  even  years. 

First  chemical  break-throughs 
were  scored  against  cancers  of  the 
blood-forming  organs,  such  as  leu- 
kemia. Hormone-dependent  can- 
cers, as  of  the  breast  and  prostate 
gland,  respond  dramatically  to 
doses  of  opposite  sex  hormones. 
Drug  combinations  have  eradicat- 
ed a  few  forms  of  animal  cancer  so 
completely  that  scientists  speak 
flatly  of  cures.  But  not,  as  yet,  in 
man. 

Cancer  may  be  viewed  as  a 
chemical  disorder  to  be  controlled 
by  counter-chemicals.  The  great 
road  block  is  that  existing  drugs 
don't  attack  cancer  cells  exclusive- 
ly ;  they  make  normal  cells  sick,  too, 
if  doses  are  too  toxic.  And  they 
don't  pursue  every  malignant  cell 
to  its  uttermost  hiding  place.  This 
formidable  road  block  is  being 
probed  from  a  hundred  directions 
with  hope  that  vulnerable  spots 
will  be  found. 

A  new  design  of  anticancer  drugs 
is  suggested  by  remarkable  chem- 
ical maps  of  DNA,  the  "mother 
molecule"  nucleic  acid  of  the  cell. 
Since  you  can  destroy  the  cell  or 
prevent  progeny  by  disrupting 
DNA,  dozens  of  manmade  chemi- 
cals aimed  directly  at  tiny  bull's- 
eyes  of  the  DNA  target  are  con- 
stantly being  synthesized.  Another 
plan-by-design  of  some  researchers 
concentrates  on  cell  enzymes, 
chemicals  which  catalyze  all  life 
processes:  block  the  enzyme,  kill 
the  cell. 

Over  the  horizon — fantastic  to- 
day, credible  tomorrow — are  other 
hopes.  Japanese  biochemists  have 
discovered  a  substance,  malignoli- 
pin.  which  exists  in  cancer  cells  but 
never  in  normal  cells.  There  may 
be  substances  found  only  in  cancer 
cells  to  which  killing  drugs  could 
attach  themselves  like  hitchhikers 
and  trick  the  cell  into  taking  a  dose 
of  poison.  Once  a  cancer,  always  a 
cancer,  is  the  general  rule  in  man 
and  animals,  but  some  plant  tu- 
mors apparently  curb  their  own 
malignancy,  and  researchers  are 
trying  to  find  out  how  they  do  it. 

Empirical,  needle-in-a-haystack

How  to  grow 


i 


f  you  need  a  lawn,  plant  it  now.  Don't  wait  until 
spring.  The  grass  seed  you  plant  now  will  germinate 
quickly  during  the  warm,  humid  days  of  late  summer. 
And  the  new  seedlings  will  grow  vigorously  during  the 
cooler  days  that  follow  in  the  fall. 

The  weather  combination  is  the  best  nature  offers, 
for  grass  seed.  Take  advantage  of  it  if  you  can,  and 
your  seed  will  grow  well  the  first  try.  But  be  sure  to 
plant  lawn  seed,  not  hay  seed.  Use  a  seed  mixture  that 
contains  at  least  80  percent  permanent  grasses  such  as 
bluegrass,  red  fescue,  or  Bermuda. 

In  the  northern  states,  bluegrasses  and  red  fescues 
should  predominate  in  the  mixture.  In  the  South, 
hulled  Bermuda.  Avoid  lawn  mixtures  which  contain 
more  than  20  percent  of  the  so-called  "nurse  grasses." 


How  to  get  an  even  stand  of  grass  from  seed 


Spread  plant  food  over 
entire  area  you  will  seed, 
whether  you  start  with  hare 
soil  or  a  weed  patch. 

Choose  a  fertilizer  that's 
high  in  phosphorus,  such  as 
a  6-10-4  mixture. 

Use  3  to  5  pounds  on  each 
100  square  feet  of  soil.  On 
most  spreaders,  this  rate 
will  be  delivered  when  the 
hopper  setting  is  centered.*

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Prepare  seedbed  after  you 
feed.  You  can  do  this  with 
a  rotary  tiller,  spade,  or 
a  garden  tractor.

Five  questions  with  a  green- grass  payoff 

<|  Is  seeding  as  good  as  sodding,  for  starting  a  new  lawn? 

A  It  depends  on  what  you  want.  Seeding  a  lawn  takes  work,  and 
a  couple  of  weeks  of  rather  constant  attention  to  watering. 
Sodding  is  more  expensive,  hut  it  gives  you  a  turf  the  children 
can  run  on  in  three  days.  Seeding  takes  longer — 4  to  6  weeks 
to  get  something  that  looks  like  a  lawn.  Both  sodding  and 
seeding  can  give  you  a  line  lawn — neither  has  an  edge  on  the 
quality  of  the  final  product. 

«>  I  have  a  clay  soil,  mostly  subsoil,  around  my  new  home.  Will 
I  have  to  buy  topsoil  in  order  to  grow  grass  from  seed? 

A  A  few  inches  of  topsoil  will  make  it  easier  for  you  to  grow 
grass,  but  it  isn't  essential.  You  can  grow  grass  on  almost  pure 
clay  if  you  follow  the  steps  outlined  above.  Actually,  a  clay 
subsoil  may  be  less  troublesome  than  imported  topsoil  be- 
cause the  clay  would  be  weed  and  pest  free. 

(|  I  work  from  8  to  5,  and  can't  water  new  seeds  during  the  day. 
-  Can  I  water  them  in  late  afternoon  after  dinner? 

A  Certainly.  But  it  might  be  advisable  to  rake  a  few  bags  of 
vermiculite  into  the  surface  of  the  seedbed  before  you  sow 
the  seeds.  This  will  help  the  soil  retain  moisture  during  the 
middle  of  the  day,  when  you  can't  watch  it  closely. 

<J  I  plan  to  convert  a  weedy  lot  into  lawn  area.  When  can  I 
start  spreading  2,4-D  to  kill  the  inevitable  weeds? 

A  New  grass  should  be  at  least  6  weeks  old  before  it's  dosed  with 
2,4-D.  Eight  weeks  would  be  safer.  If  you  plant  your  lawn  in 
early  September,  you  can  treat  in  mid-October  or  early  No- 
vember to  catch  young  perennial  weeds,  like  dandelions  and 
plantain.  Frosts  will  take  care  of  the  annual  weeds. 

Q  Is  there  any  way  to  determine  the  difference  in  quality  be- 
tween different  grass-seed  mixtures? 

A  Each  seed  package  has  an  accurate  analysis  of  its  contents 
printed  on  it.  The  labels  tell  you  the  percentage  of  each  seed 
in  the  mixture,  their  germination  characteristics,  and  the 
percentage  of  weed  seeds  and  chaff.

"There  is  no  doubt  that  the 
troublesome  students  are  the  ones 
who  don't  want  to  be  in  school," 
said  high-school  Principal  C.  E. 
Jenks,  in  Wakeman.  Ohio.  "They 
don't  learn  anything,  yet  we  must 
hold  them  to  age  16.  It's  a  waste  of 
our  time,  a  waste  of  their  time,  and 
a  waste  of  time  for  the  youngsters 
who  want  an  education." 

Students  being  held  against  their 
will,  just  marking  time  until  they 
can  escape  at  16  (18  in  some  states), 
are  the  core  of  the  disciplinary 
problem.  Educational  theorists 
have  wanted  to  "keep  them' off  the 
streets."  to  turn  the  schools  into 
social  agencies  to  keep  custody  over 
them  until  school-leaving  age — 
whether  they  learn  anything  or  not. 

With  what  result?  The  New 
York  High  School  Principals  As- 
sociation points  out.  "A  number  of 
these  pupils  would  rehabilitate 
themselves  if  they  were  allowed  to 
go  out  and  get  jobs,  whereas  at- 
tempting to  force  them  to  attend 
school  completely  against  their 
wishes  makes  more  serious  delin- 
quents of  them." 

To  such  youngsters  school  is  a 
prison.  They  show  their  resentment 
by  despoiling  the  education  of 
everyone  else.  ( Jive  them  what  they 
want.  Let  them  go. 

A  new  philosophy  is  demanded 
by  the  times:  School  is  neither  a 
playpen,  a  social  agency,  nor  a 
prison.  It  is  a  right — the  right  to  an 
education.  Those  who  spurn  this 
right  for  themselves  must  not  be  al- 
lowed to  denv  it  to  others.

And  it's  a  gigantic  haystack;  some 
45,000  potential  anticancer  drugs 
are  being  screened  this  year.  Syn- 
thetic chemicals  and  antibiotics 
furnished  by  the  pharmaceutical 
industry,  mostly  at  its  own  expense, 
are  being  tested  in  animals.  So  far, 
about  a  dozen  new  drugs  have 
proved  promising. 

Nothing  like  a  single  wonder 
drug  for  all  cancers  is  in  prospect. 
"It  is  Utopian  to  hope,"  says  Dr. 
G.  Burroughs  Mider  of  the  Nation- 
al Cancer  Institute,  "that  one 
single  cause  will  ultimately  be  es- 
tablished, or  that  a  single  therapeu- 
tic agent  will  cure  cancer  in  all  its 
forms."  Researchers  view  cancer  as 
a  large  group  of  disorders  for  which 
there  will  be  many  different  treat- 
ments, much  as  infectious  diseases 
are  cured  by  one  drug  or  another, 
but  not  all  by  any  single  drug.

expected  cancer  break-throughs 
should  not  overshadow  the  fact 
that  many  cancers  are  curable  to- 
day by  existing  medical  and  surgi- 
cal knowledge.  Some  800,000  living 
Americans  have  been  cured  of  can- 
cer. Another  700,000  are  on  the 
way  to  cure.  About  75,000  more 
persons  could  be  cured  of  cancer 
this  year,  but  they  will  seek  treat- 
ment too  late.  Some  will  lose  time 
and  life  in  the  hands  of  secret-rem- 
edy quacks  who  do  a  murderous 
business.  Some  perhaps  fear  that 
cancer  is  an  invariable  sentence  of 
doom — tragically  false,  since  one 
out  of  three  is  being  cured  today — 
and  will  fatally  postpone  a  medical 
checkup  for  dread  of  having  their 
worst  fears  confirmed.  Yet  at  Ros- 
well  Park  Memorial  Institute, 
where  all  patients  are  sent  by  their 
own  doctors  with  a  positive  or  ten- 
tative diagnosis  of  cancer,  half  are 
found  not  to  have  cancer. 

Many  diseases,  far  less  curable 
than  cancer,  are  much  less  feared. 
No  doctor  has  ever  cured  a  case  of 
diabetes  or  pernicious  anemia,  yet 
physicians  routinely  enable  such 
patients  to  live  active  and  busy 
lives,  close  to  or  exceeding  average 
life  expectancy.  So,  too,  the  first 
cancer  break-through  drugs  may 
enable  patients  to  lead  active  and 
normal  lives  although  the  disease  is 
not  permanently  cured.  Some 
drugs  are  already  beginning  to  do 
that;  future  ones  will  do  it  better.

I  or,  as  some  pessimists  feel,  do 
we  have  to  wait  until  the  innermost 
secrets  of  cancer's  causes  arc 
known.  That  notion,  says  Doctor 
Rhoads,  is  rankly  preposterous. 
Cure  or  effective  treatment  of  a  dis- 
ease often  comes  before  the  cause  is 
known.  Indeed,  in  the  rigid  sense  of 
complete  understanding,  the  ul- 
timate cause  of  most,  if  not  all,  dis- 
eases is  still  unknown. 

The  case  is  stated  by  Dr.  Sidney 
Farber,  pioneer  in  the  use  of  anti- 
folic  compounds  in  leukemia: 
"What  with  the  vigorous  pursuit  of 
curative  agents  for  cancer,  it  could 
be  that  the  cure  will  be  found  be- 
fore the  nature  of  cancer  is  really 
understood."

Shrubs  and  trees:  Evergreens  may  still  be  planted,  but  be 
quick  so  they  have  time  to  develop  new  roots  before  w  inter. 
.  .  .  Water  all  evergreens  during  fall  months,  and  be  sure  to 
soak  deeply  just  before  the  ground  freezes.  .  .  .  Winter  burn 
on  evergreens  can  be  prevented  by  shading  the  sunny  sides 
with  grass  mats  or  burlap  screens. 

Annuals,  perennials,  bulbs:  Dig  dahlias,  gladiolus,  and 
all  tender  bulbs  ri?ht  after  a  killing;  frost.  Cut  off  the  tops,  and 
spread  the  bulbs  to  allow  them  to  dry  before  storing  over 
winter.  .  .  .  Keep  newspapers,  plastic  sheeting  or  bas:s.  li°;ht . 
cloth,  and  other  materials  handy  to  cover  choice  annuals 
and  perennial  flowers  on  frosty  nights. 

Fruits  and  vegetables:  Keep  a  coarse  mulch  on  hand  to 
cover  strawberries.  .  .  .  Spade  the  vegetable  plot. 


South  and  Southeast 


Lawns:  Late  plantings  of 
Bermuda  and  St.  Augus- 
tine can  be  made  in  the 
Lower  South  for  late 
growth  before  cold  weather.  Keep  sprigs  and  newly  seeded 
lawn  areas  watered  daily  until  the  first  mowing.  Feed  with 
liquid  plant  food  for  strong  fall  growth.  [  Turn  to  page  9

CHAOS  in  the  SUBURBS 


Armies  of  horse  -arid-buggy  governments,  moving  in  foolhardy 
isolation  and  without  foresight,  are  duplicating  services, 
shunning  responsibility,  and  throwing  away  your  money

N  Miami,  Florida,  stands  a  grotesque  sym- 
bol of  the  chaos  engulfing  our  large  cities.  A 
six-lane  expressway  built  to  carry  traffic  from 
northern  suburban  towns  through  the  city  to 
the  southern  suburbs  runs  right  into  a  20-acre 
project  of  the  Miami  Housing  Authority.  The 
expressway  is  partially  blocked  and  a  section 
of  the  project  has  had  to  be  abandoned.  "Only 
a  Lewis  Carroll  could  do  justice  to  the  story 
of  the  road  planning  in  Dade  County  in  the 
last  few  months,"  exclaims  the  Miami  Mews. 

Such  a  debacle,  resulting  from  the  lack  of 
planning  between  two  governmental  agencies, 
is  typical  of  the  chaos  in  our  suburbs — a  chaos 
that  is  doing  frightening  damage  to  our  homes 
and  pocketbooks.  It  is  chaos  of  inefficiency. 
When  one  Fresno,  California,  suburb,  which 
had  built  its  own  sewer  system  a  few  years 
back,  decided  to  join  the  city  in  a  unified 
system,  suburban  officials  found  that  their 
pipes  were  the  wrong  size  to  link  with  the 
city's! 

It  is  chaos  of  conflicting  local  govern- 
ments, all  squabbling  over  responsibilities  in- 
stead of  working  together  for  the  benefit  of  the 
whole  metropolis.  "I  was  waiting  for  a  bus  at 
a  busv  intersection  of  Miami  and  West  Miami 
when  a  fire  broke  out,"  Mrs.  Cyril  Smith, 
president  of  the  Miami  League  of  Women 
Voters,  told  me.  '"A  sheriff's  patrol  car  and  a 
West  Miami  police  car  rushed  to  answer  the 
alarm.  Then  they  argued  about  which  muni- 
cipality should  be  called  to  put  out  the  Hre 
while  the   building  burned  to  the  ground." 

In  Miami  and  the  surrounding  tangle  of  26 
municipalities  in  suburban  Dade  County,  I 
saw  how  chaos  reaches  every  facet  of  com- 
munity life.  "If  a  murder  took  place  in  this 
room."  a  prominent  editor  told  me,  "I 
wouldn't  know  what  police  official  to  call." 
For  Dade  Count)  has  26  different  police 
forces,  a  sheriffs  office,  a  highway  patrol,  and 
county  park  police,  in  addition  to  a  bevy  of 
constables  serving  the  justices  of  the  peace. 
When  an  insurance  executive  disappeared. 
the  sheriffs  office  and  the  Coral  Cables  police 
each  argued  that  the  other  had  jurisdiction. 


causing  a  day's  delay  that  could  have  meant 
tragedy.  The  chaos  extends  to  the  short-wave 
radio  systems  of  the  26  police  departments. 
"If  one  called  for  help  from  the  rest,"  said 
Special  County  Attorney  Marion  Sibley, 
"nothing  would  happen  because  each  com- 
munications system  is  on  a  different  wave- 
length from  all  the  others." 

Dade  County's  traffic  jams  are  further 
complicated  by  conflicting  laws — a  25-mile- 
per-hour  speed  limit  in  one  town,  a  35-mile- 
per-hour  limit  in  the  next.  "There  is  no  earth- 
ly reason  for  26  traffic  and  penal  codes  in  the 
municipalities  and  a  27th  in  the  unincorpo- 
rated areas,"  states  the  Miami  News. 

"Isn't  it  fantastic  that  for  my  50  restaur- 
ants I  have  to  get  26  different  sets  of  licenses?" 
demanded  the  owner  of  a  hamburger  chain. 
Housing  contractors,  too,  must  get  separate 
building  and  zoning  permits  from  each  muni- 
cipality— not  only  a  costly  process  but  one 
that  has  led  to  blatant  graft  and  fee-splitting 
among  local  officials. 

In  every  suburban  community  I  visited  on 
a  recent  survey,  health  standards  suffered 
from  suburban  chaos.  "Frequently  through- 
out the  year,  Flint  literally  is  surrounded  by 
an  open  sewer,"  stated  a  newspaper  reporter 
in  Flint,  Michigan,  where  two-thirds  of  the 
suburbs  lack  a  modern  sewer  system.  The 
overflow  from  open  sewers  is  so  bad  that  one 
Mount  Morris  mother  complained  to  the 
health  department:  "Children  are  coming 
home  with  sewage  clinging  to  their  clothes." 
A  bond  issue  for  new  sewers  has  finally  been 
proposed. 

The  chaos  of  uncontrolled,  unplanned 
sewage  plants  in  Seattle  and  King  County, 
Washington,  has  threatened  Lake  Washing- 
ton and  Puget  Sound  beaches  with  pollution. 
And  in  Sacramento,  a  health  inspector  warns: 
"Septic  tanks,  overflowing  neighboring  prop- 
erty  and  polluting  nearby  wells,  have  become 
a  serious  menace." 

Above  all,  suburban  chaos  is  expensive.  In 
Seattle's  suburbs,  with  more  than  67  over- 
lapping water-supply  districts,  the  residents 
of  one  area  p.iv  twice  as  much  for  their  water 
as  their  neighbors  do.

Chaos  in  the  Suburbs 


Such  chaos  is  the  result  of  what  can  be 
called  the  "suburban  revolution" — a  rapid 
increase  in  population  and  an  exodus  to  the 
suburbs  that  has  turned  once-sleepy  towns 
into  booming  municipalities  almost  overnight. 
Miami  and  Dade  County,  which  as  we  shall 
see  later  have  launched  a  bold  experiment 
against  chaos,  are  a  typical  example  of  this 
phenomenon.  In  1940  their  total  population 
was  268,000,  most  of  it  concentrated  in  the 
city.  Today's  population  of  800,000  is  ex- 
pected to  soar  to  almost  2  million  in  the  next 
10  years — with  almost  all  the  new  growth  in 
the  suburbs! 

When  my  plane  landed  at  Miami's  airport 
in  1949,  we  came  down  over  lush  fields  of  to- 
matoes, avocados,  and  limes.  My  host's  car 
sped  most  of  the  way  into  town  at  50  miles  an 
hour  and  deposited  me  at  a  Miami  Beach 
hotel  in  40  minutes.  But  4  months  ago,  when 
I  visited  Miami  again,  the  houses  stretched 
outside  my  plane  window  like  endless  lines  of 
white  sugar  cubes  on  a  green  cloth.  Every 
available  inch  was  packed  with  new  develop- 
ments, new  shopping  centers,  new  gas  stations. 
Complete  suburban  cities  were  springing  up 
overnight — Carol  City,  for  example,  will 
soon  hold  10,000  homes.  Traffic  on  the  four- 
lane  highway  was  bumper- to-bumper.  It 
took  an  hour  and  a  half  to  reach  Miami 
Beach. 

The  same  meteoric  suburban  growth  has 
been  duplicated  many  times  across  the  coun- 
try. San  Fernando  Valley  outside  Los  Angeles 
was  a  garden  of  fruit  trees  in  1941 ;  today  it 
houses  over  525,000  people.  On  the  potato 
patches  of  Nassau  County,  New  York,  and 
the  vegetable  gardens  of  Bucks  County,  40 
miles  from  Philadelphia,  William  Levitt  has 
raised  two  suburban  cities,  each  of  over 
17,000  homes.  Florida's  Mackle  Brothers  are 
topping  even  that  with  a  new  suburban  city 
near  Sarasota  that  might  hold  300,000  people. 

Ihe  startling  fact  is  that  97  percent  of  our 
population  growth  from  the  year  1950  to 
1955  has  been  concentrated  in  the  major 
cities,  mainly  the  suburbs.  And  this  trend  is 
continuing.  Montgomery  County,  outside 
Washington,  D.  C,  for  example,  has  doubled 
since  1950.  The  suburbs  of  Seattle,  Washing- 
ton, are  growing  20  times  faster  than  the  city. 
The  census  forecasters  tell  us  that  the  suburbs 
of  many  cities — Los  Angeles,  Denver,  Dayton, 
Cleveland,  Dallas,  and  Portland,  Oregon,  to 
name  a  few     will  double  in  size  b>   1975, 

New  suburbs  spring  up  in  concentric  rings 
until  they  collide  with  the  suburbs  of  the  city 
beyond.  I  here  is  no  longer  a  metropolitan 
New  York  and  a  metropolitan  Boston.  What

holds  21  percent  of  our  population.  And  there 
are  many  others  taking  shape,  like  the  steel 
belt  stretching  from  Pittsburgh  and  Youngs- 
town  to  Akron  and  Cleveland,  and  the  auto- 
motive belt  of  Detroit,  Pontiac,  and  Flint.  By 
1975  over  60  percent  of  the  country's  popu- 
lation will  be  concentrated  in  14  mammoth 
Interurbias. 

We  have  plunged  into  a  radically  new 
way  of  life.  Our  sleepy  suburban  towns  have 
become  virtual  cities — sprawling  municipal- 
ities around  the  central  city.  Yet  we  are  still 
attempting  to  meet  the  crushing  problems  of 
suburban  chaos  with  a  horse-and-buggy  sys- 
tem of  government  that  belongs  to  the  last 
century.  Our  booming  suburbs  are  still  di- 
vided politically  into  bits  and  pieces.  One 
metropolitan  area  often  has  hundreds  of  gov- 
ernmental units — villages,  towns,  water  dis- 
tricts, school  districts,  sanitation  districts.  In 
the  suburbs  around  Pittsburgh,  for  example, 
there  are  612  units  of  government.  The  na- 
tion's 174  major  metropolitan  areas  contain 
the  staggering  total  of  15,658  governmental 
units. 

Each  little  town  or  district  frequently  works 
in  opposition  to  the  others,  trying  to  solve 
critical  problems  in  foolhardy  isolation.  "But 
how  can  one  small  sector  of  a  great  metro- 
politan region  solve  its  water-supply  problem 
in  isolation?"  demands  Dr.  Luther  Gulick, 
president  of  the  Institute  of  Public  Adminis- 
tration. "How  can  one  segment  solve  its  gen- 
eral traffic  or  mass-transportation  problems 
alone?  Or  its  health,  crime,  or  air-pollution 
problems?" 

We  face  the  challenge  of  planning  ahead 
against  suburban  chaos — planning  on  a  broad 
basis  throughout  a  complete  suburban  area. 
One  political  unit — the  county — has  already 
proved  that  it  can  accomplish  this  objective. 
In  110  of  our  174  major  metropolitan  areas, 
one  county  contains  the  preponderance  of 
suburban  growth.  The  other  metropolitan 
areas  cover  two  or  more  counties.  In  1939, 
Nassau  County,  New  York,  combined  68  lo- 
cal health  departments  into  a  unified  county" 
system:  35  tiny  and  ineffectual  police  depart- 
ments were  merged  into  one  county  police 
force.  Both  services  today  are  ranked  among 
the  most  efficient  in  the  country.  The  advan- 
tages of  countywide  operation  are  obvious.  It 
spreads  the  cost  of  expensive  services  through- 
out the  area — each  municipality  paying  only 
its  proportionate  share.  It  raises  the  whole 
level  of  government.  And,  by  planning  far 
ahead,  for  suburban  expansion,  thus  elimi- 
nating duplication,  it  saves  monr\ . 

Such  a  countywide  plan  has  already  saved 
the  expanding  suburbs  around  Washington, 
D.  C.  from  traffic  chaos.  In  1932,  Montgom- 
ery and  Prince  George's  Counties  joined  to- 
gether in  the  Maryland-National  Capital 
Park  and  Planning  Commission.  Since  then

three  master  highway  plans.  And 
with  what  foresight !  For  their  1 940 
population  of  173,000  has  now 
risen  to  600.000  and  is  expected  to 
reach  845,000  by  1965.  But  as  a 
result  of  sensible  planning,  land 
purchased  years  ago  while  it  was 
still  reasonably  priced  will  soon  be- 
come the  Circumferential  High- 
way circling  through  Washington's 
suburbs.  And  this  will  be  followed 
by  an  Outer-County  Belt  Highway 
10  years  hence.  Compare  this  with 
one  West  Coast  city  which  had  to 
buy  its  land  for  a  new  throughw  ay 
alter  the  area  was  built  up — pans 
of  the  new  road  costing  a  million 
dollars  a  mile! 

No  worse  chaos  can  infect  a  sub- 
urb than  the  "hodge-podge  of 
tracts  and  commercial  strips  salt- 
ing residential  neighborhoods  with 
juke-joint  soda  stands  instead  of 
parks  and  playgrounds,"'  accord- 
ing to  the  American  Council  to 
Improve  our  Neighborhoods.  Such 
chaos  can  be  averted  by  county- 
wide  planning.  Fairfax  County, 
Virginia,  another  Washington  sub- 
urb booming  from  40,000  in  the 
year  1940  to  almost  200,000,  al- 
ready had  one  large  shopping  cen- 
ter at  Seven  Corners  when  a  de- 
veloper started  buying  land  for  a 
second  center  nearby.  This  would 
have  meant  mass  traffic  jams,  an 
overbuilt,  honky-tonk  district.  So 
the  counts-  used  the  zoning  author- 
ity of  its  1953  master  plan  to  make 
the  builder  move  to  a  less-con- 
gested location  many  miles  away. 


Centralization  by  choice 

One  of  the  first  counties  to  plan 
on  an  areawide  basis  was  Los 
Angeles.  Its  Home  Rule  Charter 
in  1913  gave  it  the  power  to  adapt 
its  services  to  the  needs  of  its  muni- 
cipalities. Its  office  of  Chief  Ad- 
ministrator (called  county  man- 
ager elsewhere)  was  established  in 
1938  to  give  a  centralized,  busi- 
nesslike head  to  its  47  complex  de- 
partments. Today,  despite  a  spec- 
tacular growth  from  2,785,643  in 
1940  to  over  5  million  people  to- 
day, the  county  has  virtually  elim- 
inated chaos  and  duplicating 
functions  within  its  boundaries.  It 
provides  such  a  high  standard  of 
lire  protection,  tax  assessment, 
public  welfare,  and  other  services 
to  its  61  municipalities  that  they 
use  most  or  all  of  these  services  by 
their  own  free  ckoict — not  />r  legal 
nect  tsitj)/ 

The  city  of  Lakewood,  for  ex- 
ample, a  packaged  suburb  that  has 
sprung  up  almost  overnight  with  a 
population  of  60,000,  is  an  inde- 
pendent municipality  with  its  own 
officers.  It  could,  of  course,  run  its 
own  police  force  and  other  depart- 
ments. Instead,  it  bins  all  its  serv- 
ices from  the  county.  Ordinarily  it 
would  need  400-450  employees; 
this  way  it  has  a  staff  of  only  18 
full-time  employees,  exclusive  of 
the  recently  incorporated  park  de- 
partment. Its  tax  rate  is  only  a 
third  of  similar  California  com-

llon't  let  it  scare  you.  A  circuit  breaker  won't  bite  any 
more  than  the  kitchen  light  switch  will.  The  handle  is  in- 
sulated and  grounded  for  your  protection. 

The  problem:  an  overload  has  tripped  one  of  the  break- 
ers, cutting  off  current  to  part  of  your  house.  Which  break- 
er is  it?  Assuming  you've  corrected  the  cause  of  the  over- 
load, push  the  handle  as  far  beyond  the  OFF  position  as 
it  will  go.  Then  move  it  to  ON. 

If  you  hear  a  buzzing,  the  circuit  hasn't  been  cleared. 
Check  again  and  disconnect  the  appliance  that's  causing 
trouble.  If  that  fails,  call  the  power  company. 

When  the  breaker  doesn't  buzz — but  won't  restore  cur- 
rent, either  —  wait  20  minutes  till  it  cools,  then  try  again. 
And  if  you  can't  tell  which  breaker  has  tripped,  move  each 
one  to  OFF,  then  ON  in  turn. 

On  a  typical  panel  the  top  left  breakers  control  all  house 
power  —  they  rarely  give  trouble.  Top  right  breakers  often 
handle  special,  heavy-duty  appliances  like  range  or  air 
conditioner.  A  tag  should  list  which  of  the  other  breakers 
controls  each  lighting  or  appliance  circuit.

munities".  "Lakewood  is  the  na- 
tion's most  spectacular  example," 
savs  the  Sacramento  Bee,  "'of  what 
can  be  done  through  the  elimi- 
nation  of  duplicating  functions." 

And  Lakewood's  independence 
is  not  curtailed.  Its  city  council  can 
cancel  its  contract  for  county  serv- 
ices at  the  end  of  any  fiscal  period. 

What  Los  Angeles  has  done  in 
saving  money  through  central  pur- 
chasing and  elimination  of  dupli- 
cating functions  oHcrs  a  hopeful 
blueprint  for  tax-burdened  sub- 
urbs. For  the  number-one  com- 
plaint of  new  suburbanites  is  often 
the  meteoric  growth  of  their  taxes. 
''Shocking.'"  and  "'backbreakinsj." 
''enough  to  choke  a  whale," 
were  typical  reactions  in  a  recent 
New  York  Hi  raid  Tribune  survey. 
County  planning  also  answers  an- 
other major  complaint — the  lack 
of  cultural  facilities  in  the  suburbs. 
Only  12  percent  of  the  Long 
Island,  New  York,  suburbanites 
questioned  in  the  same  Herald 
Tribune  survey  were  satisfied  with 
their  cultural  facilities.  In  Los 
Angeles,  however,  the  county's 
public-library  system  has  achieved 
such  a  high  standard  that  it  is  used 
by  34  municipalities. 

Chaos  in  the  classroom 

But  the  worst  sufferer  from  chaos 
is  our  school  system.  Most  parents 
moved  to  the  suburbs  to  find  less- 
congested  classrooms.  Then  the 
population  avalanche  struck.  In 
Woodbridge,  New  Jersey,  whose 
population  has  soared  from  47,280 
in  1950  to  73,000,  more  than  two- 


thirds  of  the  pupils  are  on  double 
sessions.  Nassau  County,  New 
York,  whose  population  has  almost 
doubled  in  the  last  eight  years,  is 
plagued  with  double  shifts.  Chil- 
dren in  Armonk,  New  York,  had 
to  attend  classes  in  churches  and 
municipal  buildings  while  new 
schools  were  being  readied. 

The  chaos  of  school  districts 
complicates  the  problem — 143  dis- 
tricts, for  example,  in  the  suburbs 
of  Portland,  Oregon;  50,453  dis- 
tricts in  the  nation.  Then  there  is  a 
shocking  inequality  of  financial  re- 
sources between  neighboring  dis- 
tricts. One  has  a  factory  paying 
high  taxes:  another  has  only  mod- 
est homes  as  its  tax  base.  In  Nassau 
County,  for  example,  one  district 
spends  SI, 028  per  pupil,  another 
only  $335 — unfortunate  pattern  re- 
pealed in  almost  all  our  suburbs. 

We  struggle  to  provide  new- 
schools  by  raising  taxes — the  rate 
in  Bethpage,  New  York,  jumping 
in  less  than  a  decade  from  85  cents 
to  $6.16  per  hundred  dollars  as- 
sessed property  valuation.  We  float 
new  bond  issues,  often  splitting 
communities  into  opposing  camps. 
New  residents  are  liable  to  have 
the  most  children.  Older  residents 
with  grown  children  often  oppose 
these  bond  issues.  The  tension  over 
a  school  bond  issue  was  so  great  in 
Park  Forest,  Illinois,  that  oppon- 
ents went  around  town  ripping 
down  each  others'  placards.  And  in 
Roslyn,  New  York,  after  the  de- 
feat of  a  bond  issue,  many  neigh- 
bors stopped  talking  to  each  other.

What  Can  You  Do 

If  Cavities 

"Run  In  Your  Family"?

'T)OOR  J°hnny  had  two  more  fillings  yesterday," 
JL  a  mother  complained.  "I  wonder  if  he  in- 
herited his  tooth  trouble  from  me." 

"It's  possible,"  her  neighbor  replied.  "Cavities 
may  run  in  your  family." 

This  all-too-common  problem  may  be  bother- 
ing you  right  now.  Well,  it's  been  bothering  den- 
tal scientists,  too!

I  very  once  in  a  while,  we  discover  a  house  that  offers  a 
startling  amount  of  useful  space — far  more  than  its  size  or 
cost  suggests.  Usually  it  has  a  simple  plan  and  clean,  un- 
cluttered lines.  Such  a  house  recalls  a  basic,  centuries-old 
building  fact:  that  simplicity  and  well-organized  space 
nearly  always  go  hand  in  hand. 

The  John  Black  Lee  home  in  New  Canaan,  Connecticut, 
is  a  perfect  example.  This  house  is  just  a  rectangle — with 
four  corner  bedrooms,  two  baths,  and  a  large  central  area 
designed  for  family  living.  That's  all  .  .  .  no  halls,  no  stair- 
ways, no  extra  ups,  downs,  or  sideways  about  it. 

Why  is  this  house  so  successful  with  space?  Since  simplic- 
ity has  nothing  to  hide,  it's  easy  to  find  the  answers: 

1  Glass  walls  open  house  to  enjoyment  of  the  outdoors. 

2  Deck  and  roof  overhang  add  low-cost,  high-use  space. 

3  High  ceiling  and  windows  expand  all  active  areas. 

4  Simple,  light  interiors  make  rooms  seem  much  larger. 

5  Low  divider  walls  let  living  areas  share  space. 

6  Skylights  brighten  efficient  baths,  central  kitchen. 
Outside,  the  formal  balance,  the  roof  raised  above  a  band 

of  glass  (a  clerestory),  and  a  cool  veranda  surrounding  the 
house — all  make  it  a  delight  to  behold.  The  lines  are  slim 
verticals  and  sweeping  horizontals  ...  a  marvelous  blend- 
ing of  posts  and  beams,  with  walls  of  wood  and  glass.

In  classless  America,  the  diplomats  are  our  nearest  ap- 
proach to  ersatz  royalty,  and  Washington  hostesses  pant  to 
lure  them  into  their  salons.  The  ambassadors  and  their  wives 
are  a  fascinating  lot,  particularly  when  decked  out  in  full 
part)  regalia.  The  male  costumes  range  from  gold-encrusted, 
epauletted  diplomatic  uniforms  and  cocked  hats  to  evening 
dress,  worn  with  medals  and  sashes.  The  ladies  are  either  in 
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or,  as  Philippine  Ambassador  Carlos  Romulo 
puts  it:  "capital  punishment!" 


dazzling  decolletage,  an  occasional  sari,  or  an  oriental  sheath, 
slit  from  ankle  to  calf.  Baron  Silvercruys,  the  urbane  Belgian 
ambassador,  describes  the  diplomatic  corps  as  "the  last  sur- 
viving tribe  whose  members  still  roam  the  world  wearing 
plumes  on  their  heads." 

The  flavor  of  Washington  parties — from  entertainment  at 
the  embassies  to  the  White  House — is  simply  wonderful.  Noth- 
ing seen  or  heard  surprises  society  veterans.  Once  at  a  White 
House  reception  and  dinner  for  former  President  Aleman  of 
Mexico,  the  important  guests,  assembled  to  go  down  the  re- 
ceiving line,  got  mixed  up  and  started  going  around  in  a  circle 
so  that  they  were  shaking  hands  with  each  other.  Next  night  at 
the  Mexican  Embassy,  a  state  dinner  was  given  for  President 
Truman  and  the  visiting  Mexican  President  Aleman.  The 
chairs  had  just  been  regilded.  When  General  Eisenhower,  then 
Army  Chief  of  Staff,  rose  to  toast  President  Truman,  he  was 
almost  doubled  over  by  a  particularly  sticky  chair,  and  all  the 
uniformed  and  tail-coated  guests  went  home  with  gold  paint  on 
the  seats  of  their  pants. 

At  a  more  recent  reception,  a  young  State  Department  aide 
was  unnerved  when  he  politely  asked  a  visiting  African  lady 
legislator  how  she  was  elected. 

"Oh,"  she  said,  "I  simply  visited  all  the  tribes  and  cam- 
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paigned  by  participating  in  their  dances — like  this."  Where- 
upon, from  somewhere  in  her  billowing  native  robe,  she  pro- 
duced a  photograph  that  displayed  her  naked. 

The  social  kaleidoscope  on  Embassy  Row  is  always  chang- 
ing and  always  scintillating  and /or  amusing.  The  picture  may 
be  framed  in  some  charming  little  embassy,  where  the  wife  of 
an  ambassador  personally  cooks  intriguing  native  dishes  for 
her  guests.  Or  the  scene  may  be  in  the  formal  British  embassy, 
a  rather  overpowering,  Britannia-Rules-the-Waves  sort  of  in- 
stitution, where  young  Queen  Elizabeth  and  Prince  Philip 
were  entertained  on  their  last  visit. 

J.  he  titular  head  of  the  diplomatic  corps  in  Washington,  or 
any  world  capital,  is  the  dean — or  le  doyen,  as  the  embassy  set 
calls  him.  The  dean's  job — purely  honorary — goes  to  the  am- 
bassador who  has  been  on  the  job  longest,  a  sort  of  diplomatic 
version  of  the  trade  union  seniority  rule.

Earliest  way  to  really  glimpse  spring  is  to  bring  some  golden 
crocus  and  starry  daffodils  into  bloom  inside.  This  is  known 
as  forcing.  It  can  be  done  by  any  beginner  who'll  follow 
directions.  Early  bulbs  sparkle  against  wood,  glass,  and 
marble  just  as  well  as  on  this  sleek  leather-topped  table.

You  can  take  two  inches  off  your 
waistline  in  a  year — and  not  by 

crash  diets  and  violent  exercise.  Almost  incredibly, 
the  answer  to  most  overweight  problems  is  just 
a  few  less  calories  and  a  leisurely  stroll! 


I tii  l*4i t  #•*" viu  mill  linn  ih'Utsfh 
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HAT  really  makes  you  fat  or  thin?  For  genera- 
tions, we've  believed  that  some  of  us  just  naturally  gar- 
nered weight.  Heredity,  faulty  glands,  or  "change  of  life" 
made  some  of  us  fat,  while  others  stayed  slim.  Recent 
studies  prove  such  factors  are  rarely,  if  ever,  significant. 

"We  now  know  that  most  overweight  is  due  to  two  fac- 
tors," says  Dr.  Herbert  Pollack  of  the  New  York  Univer- 
sity Postgraduate  Medical  School  and  one  of  our  lead- 
ing nutritionists.  "One  is  the  fact  of  aging,  which  begins 
in  adolescence ;  the  other  is  a  change  in  our  way  of  living. 

"We  have  studied  (he  basic  food  needs  of  the  body  at 
rest.  At  30,  a  man's  basic  need  is  10  percent  less  than  that 
of  a  boy  of  13.  And  after  30,  he  will  need  7  percent  less 
food  for  each  decide  of  life." 

Fortunately,  as  our  food  needs  drop,  so  do  our  appe- 
tites. But  this  natural  control  of  weight  is  not  perfect. 
Most  of  us  eat  slightly  more  than  we  need.  Aucl  this  small 
excess  is  stored  b\  die  body  in  the  form  of  fat.  for  most 
people,  it's  less  than  50  calories  a  ci  i\  but  50  calories 
that  accumulate  with  ihing   results!    In  a   year's 

time,   50  calories  a  d.w    can   mean  three  pounds  of  extra 

fat!  In  10  years,  eating  jusl  ihis  minuscule  excess,  you 
could  lind  yourself  30  pounds  heavier! 

I  he  second  villain  of  the  piece  our  changing  wax  of 
life      is  just   as  easrb    measured     I  ooking  at    the  human

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body  as  an  engine  which  takes  in  fuel,  burns  what  it  needs 
for  body  heat  and  work,  and  stores  what  is  left,  we  can  see 
how  progress  has  actually  created  a  problem. 

"The  farmer  who  once  walked  behind  the  plow  using 
up  400  calories  an  hour  now  fides  his  tractor  at  130  cal- 
ories an  hour.  The  housewife  who  used  to  wash  clothes  or 
scrub  floors  at  250  calories  an  hour  now  uses  the  washing 
machine,  vacuum  cleaner,  or  floor  polisher  at  120  calories 
an  hour,"  writes  Doctor  Pollack  in  the  Journal  of  the 
American  Medical  Association. 

Machines  do  the  work  which  used  to  burn  our  food 
fuel.  Our  smaller,  one-story  houses  mean  less  walking. 
Even  our  central  heating  replaces  the  calories  we  once 
burned  to  keep  warm. 

The  phenomenon  of  slow  weight  accumulation  is  so 
common  that  we  mistake  it  for  normal  aging.  At  30,  a 
man  has  a  little  larger  waistline,  a  fleshier  face  than  his 
cousin  of  20.  At  40,  a  paunch  has  appeared,  his  legs  are 
fat,  and  jowls  have  developed.  We  accept  these  things  as 
inevitable  when  actually  they  are  abnormal — even  dan- 
gerous, or  potentially  so. 

The  death  rate  for  obese  men  is  79  percent  higher  than 
for  men  of  normal  weight  (according  to  a  study  of  50,000 
people).  The  fat  man  is  twice  as  likely  to  get  diabetes 
and  high  blood  pressure.  He  is  a  poor  surgical  risk;  he 
is  far  more  likely  to  develop  arthritis  or  heart  and  kidney 
ailments;  he  is  abnormally  subject  to  cancer.  Overweight 
women  are  less  likely  to  conceive,  have  more  compli- 
cations in  pregnancy,  and  bear  fewer  healthy  babies.  . 
Stout  women  past  40  are  more  likely  to  get  gallstones. 

If  you  are  10  percent  over  your  ideal  weight  (as  figured 
roughly  from  a  weight  chart  or  accurately  by  your  doc- 
tor), you  are  endangering  your  health.  There's  a  still 
simpler  test  of  overweight.  Stand  up  and  find  the  lowest 
rib  at  your  side,  then  slide  your  hand  forward  about  two 
inches  and  place  your  thumb  at  this  point.  Reach  down 
with  your  forefinger,  and  between  it  and  your  thumb 
grasp  a  roll  of  flesh.  If  you  find  yourself  holding  a  roll  of 
flesh  an  inch  or  more  in  diameter,  you  probably  need  to 
reduce.  If  the  roll  is  larger  than  that,  you  are  probably  on 
your  way  to  extreme  overweight.  The  fat  in  this  area  is  a 
good  indicator  of  the  extent  of  fat  on  your  entire  body. 

Now  as  doctors  understand  the  reasons  for  overweight, 
they  know  how  to  control  it — -for  the  same  factors  which 
make  us  fat  can  make  ns  thin. 

Research  confirms  what  common  sense  has  shown.  If 
you  stop  eating  an  extra  25  calorics  or  so  a  day,  you'll 
stop  gaining  weight.  And  if  every  day  you  cut  50  calories, 
you'll  lose  weight  as  fast  as  you  were  gaining  it  before! 

I  his  idea  is  almost  as  simple  in  practice  as  in  theory. 
"A  person  who  is  grossly  fat,"  says  Doctor  Pollack,  "may 
need  a  more  strict  diet,  medically  supervised.  So  may 
persons  w  ith  certain  diseases.  Hut  most  Americans  should 
In-  able  to  manage  their  weight  simply  by  making  small 
adjustments  in  their  usual  eating  habits." 

How  can  you  do  this:1  First,  find  out  how  much  you 
weigh  abo\  e  your  ideal  weight.  Then  decide  how  fast  you 
e.m  safely  lose  the  extra  pounds.  Most  experts  feel  that  10 
to  12  pounds  is  enough  for  anyone  to  lose  in  one  year 
without  the  approval  and  guidance  of  a  physician. 
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Recent  medical  research  offers  some  surprising  new 
facts  about  weight.  Check  your  knowledge  with  the 
statements  below.  Are  they  true  or  false? 


Unless  you  are  20  percent  or  more  overweight,  it  is 
safer  to  lose  weight  slowly.  A  slow,  steady  loss  of  weight 
is  more  practical,  too.  For  example,  a  woman  will  not 
have  to  make  sudden  changes  in  her  wardrobe. 

"Unfortunately,  most  people  who  decide  to  lose  weight 
are  in  a  hurry,"  says  Dr.  Norman  Jolliffe,  Director  of  the 
Bureau  of  Nutrition  of  the  New  York  City  Health  De- 
partment. "We  have,  seen  hundreds  of  people  at  our 
clinic  who  tried  to  diet  drastically  by  living  entirely  on 
grapes  and  cottage  cheese.  These  crash  diets  can  be 
dangerous  to  health  and  never  really  work.  ('On-Off 
Dieting  Can  Be  Dangerous'  appeared  in  Better  Homes  & 
Gardens,  February,  1957.) 

"First,  it  is  a  rare  person  who  will  stick  to  such  a  diet. 
Second,  even  if  he  does,  he  develops  a  deep  hunger  for 
other  foods.  He  is  likely  to  regain  weight  as  fast  as  he  lost 
it.  Then,  since  he  has  not  changed  his  basic  pattern  of 
eatins;,  he  soes  back  to  his  slow  weight  accumulation." 

ways  Dr.  Horace  Cetz,  president  of  the  Greater  Los 
Angeles  Council  on  Nutrition,  "The  drastic,  unbalanced 
diet  is  unsound.  Any  sharp  deviation  from  lifetime  eating 
habits  is  going  to  be  felt  physically,  the  more  so  the  older 
we  get.  High  blood  pressure  is  a  possible  result  of  crash 
dieting,  especially  in  the  older  person." 

Examine  your  eating  habits,  noticing  which  are  the 
high-calorie  foods  you  always  eat.  The  important  thing  is 
not  to  overeat,  but  to  establish  a  balanced,  nutritionally 
sound  diet  with  plenty  of  proteins,  minerals,  vitamins. 

Suppose  you  drink  two  8-ounce  glasses  of  whole  milk 
daily.  By  substituting  one  glass  of  skim  milk  or  butter- 
milk for  one  of  whole  milk,  you'll  eliminate  80  calories  a 
day  from  your  diet.  And  with  half  the  calories  of  whole 
milk,  this  exchange  will  give  you  a  year's  weight  loss  of 
about  seven  pounds. 

The  idea  is  to  make  the  program  easy.  If,  for  example, 
you  have  a  couple  of  doughnuts  with  your  coffee  every 
day,  try  to  get  by  with  just  one  doughnut  a  day.  It  will 
mean  two  pounds  lost  in  a  year.  If  you're  a  staunch  pota- 
to eater,  eat  only  half  a  portion  of  those  calorie-rich 
French  fries  twice  a  week.  In  a  year,  you'll  lose  three 
pounds.  Substituting  mashed  potatoes  for  hash-browns 
orice  a  week  could  save  you  four  pounds  annually.  The 
possibilities  for  such  small,  easy  changes  are  endless. 

It's  not  necessary  to  give  up  any  food  entirely  if  you 
make  moderation  your  watchword  at  the  dinner  table. 
And  be  careful  of  compensating — eating  an  extra  biscuit 
at  night  after  you've  avoided  a  second  slice  of  toast  in  the 
morning.  Sugar  is  not  the  villain  many  people  think  it  is. 
Foods  rich  in  fats  have  far  more  calories. 

How  do  you  know  if  you're  succeeding?  Weigh  your- 
self daily,  always  at  the  same  time.  (Doctors  suggest  just 
before  breakfast.)  Don't  be  disturbed  by  daily  fluctua- 
tions. If  your  weight  hovers  at  about  150  and  you're  try- 
ing to  lose  12  pounds  in  a  year,  in  a  month  the  point 
should  vary  around  149.  In  three  months,  there  should 
be  little  question  about  failure  or  success.  Failure  prob- 
ably means  you're  making  up  for  the  food  you  cut  with 
something  equally  high  in  calories.

To  divide  dough.  For  the  Hose  Kolls  or 
Bowknots  (below),  rut  hall  of  risen  dough 
in  12  equal  parts.  First  cut  in  quarters, 
then  cut  each  quarter  in  thirds. 


Good  long  kneading  is  what  gives  Italian  breads 
their  light  texture  and  typical  flavor.  And  the  dough 
should  be  so  stiff  that  you  have  to  knead  in  the  last  cup 
of  flour.  If  you  don't  have  a  strong  right  arm,  call  in  a 
neighbor  or  your  teen-ager  to  take  turns  with  you. 

To  knead,  use  a  pull-and-push  action  with  firm  rock- 
ing motion,  kneading  with  heel  of  hands,  then  folding 
dough  toward  you  with  curved  lingers.  As  you  knead, 
give  dough  a  quarter  turn  after  each  rocking  motion. 
Continue  till  dough  is  smooth  and  elastic.

Rose  Rolls.  Shape  each  piece  of  dough  in  a  ball  and 
place  on  greased  baking  sheet.  Cover,  let  rise  till  double. 
With  scissors,  snip  circle  {%  inch  deep)  in  top  of  each 
roll.  Then  make  5  cuts  radiating  from  circle.  (Be  gentle 
so  the  rolls  stay  puffy  and  light.) 


Bowknots.  First  make  9-inch  strands  by  rolling  each 
piece  of  dough  back  and  forth  under  hands,  stretching 
and  smoothing  as  you  go.  Form  strand  in  loose  knot 
(don't  pull  tight  or  roll  will  lose  its  figure).  Cover  rolls 
and  let  rise  on  greased  baking  sheet. 


For  these  handsome  shapes,  start  with  dough  rolled  in  rectangle 


Double  Crescents.  Here  dough  is  already  cut  in  two 
kinds  of  triangles,  A  and  B,  as  shown  in  diagram  on 
page  93.  First  make  a  crescent  from  each  A  triangle: 
Beginning  at  narrow  side,  roll  up  loosely  toward  point. 
Place  on  greased  baking  sheet;  curve  ends  slightly. 

Make  spiral  from  each  B  triangle:  Again  beginning  at 
narrow  side,  roll  up  loosely  (one  end  will  be  larger  than 
other).  Press  spiral,  large  end  up,  to  crescent.  (Spiral 
should  lean  forward  as  above.) 
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Taralli.  The  name  of  this  roll  means  that  the  dough 
is  twisted.  Here  we  show  wreaths,  but  you  can  have 
taralli  in  other  shapes.  Rolled  dough  is  brushed  with 
butter,  sprinkled  with  anise  seed,  cut  in  strips. 

To  twist,  hold  wrooden  spoon  by  the  bowl  and  turn 
spoon   while   wrapping  strip  of  dough   loosely   around 
handle.  Then  gently  slip  twisted  dough  from  spoon  han- 
dle. Press  ends  together  for  wreath.  Brush  w  ith  egg  white.

lour  laundry  center  may  be  as  extensive  as  you 
wish — with  automatic  washer  and  dryer,  a  water 
heater,  and  ironer.  Or  it  may  have  only  a  wash- 
ing machine  and  some  clothesline.  In  any  case, 
check  these  important  planning  needs: 

1.  Adequate  wiring  (consult  your  electrician). 

2.  Good  ventilation — windows  providing  cross 
ventilation,  or  an  exhaust  fan.  Venting  the 
dryer  helps  keep  humidity  under  control. 

3.  Lighting  over  work  centers,  as  well  as  good 
general  illumination  for  the  room.

Washing  has  entered  a  new  era !  Now  that  equipment  is 
trim  and  neat,  pretty  laundries  can  be  almost  anywhere!

One  of  the  newest  and  most  practical  ideas  —  space  for  the  washer 
and  dryer  in  the  bathroom.  You'll  save  on  plumbing  costs,  and  have 
your  equipment  handy  to  the  place  where  most  soiled  clothes  accu- 
mulate. With  25 -inch  laundry  units  stacked  totem-pole  fashion  like 
this,  enough  space  is  left  for  built-in  hampers  and  roll-out  ironer. 
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Mother  can  be  in  on  family  activities  and  fun  if  she  has  her  washer 
and  dryer  in  the  family  room.  Folding  doors  close  off  equipment  when 
it's  not  being  used.  Handy  TV  makes  folding  time  seem  to  speed  by. 
Perhaps  this  room  is  just  off  your  kitchen,  so  laundry  wall  could 
back  up  to  sink,  combine  plumbing  facilities.  This  way,  water  heater 
is  close  to  dishwasher,  too;  hot  water  doesn't  have  far  to  go! 


How  to  plan  your  laundry  center 

If  you're  right-handed,  you'll  find  it's  easier  to  work  in  a 
sequence  from  right  to  left.  When  possible,  arrange  your 
equipment  this  way:  Start  at  clothes  hamper  and  sorting 
counter,  move  left  to  sink  for  pretreating  stains,  then  to 
washer  and  dryer,  and  end  at  iron- 
ing area.  This  saves  steps  and  time. 
Procedure  may  have  to  be  reversed 
if  room  plan  presents  problem  or  if 
your  dryer  door  opens  wrong  way. 
For  easy  transfer  of  clothes,  door 
should  open  on  washer  side  (see 
drawing,  left).  Some  dryers  have  re- 
versible doors  for  easy  adjusting.

Other  tips  you'll  want  to  remember 

►  Install  dryer  near  outside  wall  for  effective  venting.  In 
one-story  homes  or  if  dryer  is  on  second  floor,  vent  may 
go  through  roof,  giving  greater  planning  flexibility. 

►  Hot-  and  cold-water  shutoff  handles  should  go  above  back 
of  washer  panel  for  flush-to-wall  installation. 

►  If  possible,  try  to  arrange  laundry  near  kitchen  or  bath- 
room plumbing  to  save  expenses. 

►  Have  carpenter  inspect  your  home  to  be  sure  you  have 
sufficient  floor  support  for  a  laundry  on  second  story. 

►  For  indoor  clotheslines,  plan  for  20  feet  of  line  per  person. 
Place  lines  at  least  8  inches  apart,  better  yet,  12.

hen  the  weather  says,  "Stay  indoors!"  here  are  ways  to 
keep  young  children  happy  and  busy.  It's  a  good  idea  to  start 
assembling  some  of  the  materials  now,  so  they'll  be  on  hand 
when  needed.  Store  them  in  a  box  marked  "Rainy-day  Play." 

►  Using  pictures  from  coloring  or  cutout 
books  as  patterns,  cut  table  oilcloth  into 
pairs  of  simple  designs  §uch  as  bunnies,  kit- 
tens, or  puppies. 

With  a  paper  punch,  make  holes  all 
around  the  design,  }/i  inch  from  the  edge 
and  ^2  inch  apart.  Place  cotton  between 
each  pair,  and  give  the  child  a  darning  nee- 
dle threaded  with  colored  cord.  He  sews 
through  the  holes  to  complete  the  animals. 

►  Preschool-age  children  love  to  write  with  pen  and  ink.  This 
can  be  a  special,  rainy-day  treat — just  fill  an  old  fountain 
pen  with  a  weak  solution  of  bluing.  Any  stains  on  clothing 
will  come  out  easily  when  the  clothes  are  washed. 

►  Clean  old  nail-polish  brushes  with  polish  remover  and  let 
the  children  have  them  for  painting  with  water  colors. 

►  For  the  young  child's  coloring  projects  on  rainy  days,  clip 
out  newspaper  ads  with  large  figures,  toys,  cars,  and  trucks. 
These  are  as  much  fun  for  children  to  work  on  as  coloring 
books.  Let  the  child  select  the  illustration  he  wants  to  color 
and  shades  of  crayons,  too — no  matter  how  unrealistic. 

►  When  children  tire  of  the  regular  indoor  games,  they'll  enjoy 
a  "bake  sale."  Let  them  cut,  from  old  magazines,  pictures  of 
baked  articles  such  as  cakes,  pies,  bread,  and  cookies. 

Have  them  arrange  the  pictures  on  a  table  and  post  prices 
for  each  article.  Use  different  size  buttons  for  money — they'll 
enjoy  making  change  for  customers.  You  should  go  to  their 
"store"  and  pretend  to  buy  something  for  dinner. 

►  Small  children  will  be  amused  for  hours  making  colored 
beads  by  painting  macaroni  pieces  with  water  colors,  then 
stringing  them  into  necklaces,  belts,  and  bracelets. 

►  A  handful  of  cranberries  and  toothpicks  can 
be  turned  into  tiny  toy  tables  and  chairs. 

►  White  shelf  paper  makes  a  good  substitute  for 
drawing  paper — it's  fine  for  painting  with 
water  colors,  too.  Older  children  like  to  have 
it  taped  against  a  wall  for  an  easel. 

►  For  an  indoor  "sandbox,"  fill  a  small  wooden 
box  with  corn  meal.  (Children   like   the   tex- 
ture.) Spread  newspapers  under  the  box  on  the  kitchen  floor. 
Let  youngsters  play  as  they  would  with  sand  (but  keep  it  dry). 

►  When  the  children  gather  around  the  table  to  paint,  cut  out 
paper  dolls,  build  airplanes,  or  make  doll  furniture,  protect 
the  table  top  with  a  heavy  oilcloth  cover.  Elastic  strips  across 
the  corners  will  hold  it  in  place.  After  use,  remove  the  cloth 
with  scrap  material  gathered  in  it  for  disposal. 

►  Make  a  soft  ball  for  indoor  play  by  rolling  up  a  pair  of  men's 
hea\  \  socks.  Safe  for  the  children  and  the  bric-a-brac. 

►  An  old  bed  sheet  read)  for  discard  can 
be  turned  into  a  play  tent  for  the  chil- 
dren.

_aybe  you  can  feel  proud  instead  of  ashamed  of  your 
youngster's  diet.  You'll  know  if  you  belong  with  the 
prideful  minority  by  the  time  you  finish  this  article.  If  a 
child's  diet  does  need  improvement,  there's  only  one  per- 
son who  can  do  the  day-after-day  job :  the  mother  of  the 
house.  First,  she  has  to  be  convinced  that  nutrition  is 
important — that  it  does  make  a  lifelong  difference  to  her 
child's  health. 

Millions  of  American  youngsters  from  the  age  of  one 
year  through  the  teens  are  woefully  undernourished. 
Neglected  children  of  poverty-stricken  families?  Some  of 
them,  yes.  But  insidious  malnutrition  makes  no  class  dis- 
tinctions and  has  little  to  do  with  money.  It's  at  work  in 
families  of  average,'  better-than-average,  and  top-bracket 
income.  And  it  hits  many  parents,  too,  especially  moth- 
ers. How  can  this  happen  in  a  country  so  blessed  with  an 
abundance  of  good  food  as  our  own? 

Nutritionists  are  sure  it  too  often  does — in  ways  that 
are  never  noticed  while  they're  happening.  It  isn't  the 
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single  unbalanced  meal  or  taste-treat  of  scant  nutritional 
value  that  builds  up  insidious  trouble.  What  matters  tre- 
mendously is  the  over-all  intake  of  essential  nutrients  day 
after  day.  Widespread  deficiencies  in  children's  diets, 
turned  up  in  survey  after  survey,  are  unspectacular  mat- 
ters of  inadequate  intake  of  food  elements  needed  for 
growth  and  development,  sturdy  bones,  resistance  tq  in- 
fection, and  general  good  health. 

Only  about  one-third  of  American  youngsters  have 
consistently  good  diets.  There  has  never  been  a  national 
diet  census,  but  individual  group  studies  are  fairly  repre- 
sentative of  countrywide  conditions.  The  yardsticks  gen- 
erally used  are  intakes  of  vitamins,  minerals,  calories, 
protein,  and  so  forth,  recommended  by  the  National 
Research  Council  for  various  age  groups. 

One  study  of  7,363  Chicago  children  disclosed  that  72 
percent  had  unsatisfactory  diets.  There  were  diet  defi- 
ciencies in  at  least  one-third  of  children  in  families  finan- 
cially able  to  buy  any  desired  food. 

A  Cornell  University  survey  of  New  York  State  young- 
sters found  that  half  the  teen-agers  checked  were  not 
getting  the  nutrients  recommended  for  good  health.  A 
1957  study  of  Nebraska  families  showed  60  percent  of  the 
mothers  to  be  inadequate  in  some  nutrient.  Adolescent 
boys  had  significant  inadequacies  and  adolescent  girls 
were  worst  off  of  all. 

Breakfast  fares  poorly,  though  it  should  be  anything 
but  poor  fare  and  should  furnish  from  one-fourth  to  one- 
third  of  the  day's  dietary  needs.  Dr.  Pauline  Beery  Mack, 
who  has  conducted  mass  studies  at  Pennsylvania  State 
University  and  at  Texas  Woman's  University,  found 
that  only  14  percent  of  family  members  ate  a  good  break- 
fast; 32  percent  either  skipped  breakfast  entirely  or  set- 
tled for  something  like  a  sweet  roll  and  cup  of  coffee. 

You  can  do  something  about  it 

What  unconscious  shortcomings  make  for  under- 
nourishment in  a  land  of  plenty?  Finicky  appetites  which 
mothers  cater  to  in  desperation.  Excessive  intake  of  one 
or  two  favorite  foods  (including  some  of  the  very  best ) 
which  crowd  out  others  needed  for  balance  and  variety. 
Haphazard  snacks  which  run  to  concentrated  sweets  or 
are  timed  to  upset  the  appetite  cart.  Lunch  or  short-order 
choices  left  to  adolescent  whims.  Slighting  of  muscle-  and 
tissue-building  foods  which  need  chewing  and  don't  taste 
sweet.

Temporary  solutions 

There  are,  of  course,  stop-gap 
solutions — state  aid  on  a  per-pupil 
formula  as  in  New  York,  a  "tax 
equalization  program"  to  produce 
a  standard  level  of  per-pupil  spend- 
ing as  proposed  in  St.  Louis  Coun- 
iv.  There  is  also  a  hopeful  trend 
toward  eliminating  the  hodge- 
podge of  school  districts — the  ma- 
jor metropolitan  areas  reducing 
their  total  from  8,106  in  1952  to 
6,473  in  1957. 

But  just  as  one  small  sector  of  a 
great  metropolitan  region  cannot 
solve  its  water  supply  or  transpor- 
tation problems  in  isolation,  many 
political  scientists  agree  that  coun- 
tvwide  planning  offers  the  only  real 
solution  to  the  school  problem.  In 
Arlington  County,  Virginia,  and 
Knox  County,  Tennessee,  and 
dozens  of  other  counties  which 
have  unified  their  districts,  a  single 
school  board,  handling  school 
taxes  on  a  countywide  basis,  main- 
taining schools  everywhere  at  the 
same  level  of  efficiency,  and  plan- 
ning for  new  schools  before  the 
population  boom,  has  proved  it 
can  meet  this  crisis.  We  are  accus- 
tomed to  one  school  system  through 
a  central  city.  "Why  then,"  de- 
mands    Richard     S.     Childs     of 


the  National  Municipal  League, 
"shouldn't  we  accept  a  single  sys- 
tem throughout  a  suburban  county 
which  now  has  almost  the  same 
needs  as  a  city?" 

Not  "super  government" 

Countywide  planning  does  not 
necessitate  a  "super  government" 
imposed  from  the  top.  One  town, 
planning  against  chaos,  may  soon 
set  a  pattern  of  cooperation  for  the 
whole  area.  A  few  years  back  the 
New  York  suburb  of  Yorktown 
Heights,  whose  population  has  ex- 
panded threefold  since  1950,  hired 
a  community-planning  firm  to 
study  its  development.  Every  lo- 
cal resident  had  the  chance  to 
thrash  out  the  issues  of  a  master 
plan,  which  was  adopted  at  a  series 
of  town  meetings.  Now  Yorktown 
Heights  knows  what  maximum 
population  it  can  hold,  what  roads 
and  schools  it  will  need,  how  its 
land  should  be  divided  between 
residential,  commercial,  and  in- 
dustrial use. 

Above  all,  it  formulated  a  unique 
plan  for  better  recreation  areas. 
Instead  of  each  developer  being 
required  to  add  a  small  playground 
to  his  development,  these  home- 
builders  must  now  contribute  the 
equivalent  money  to  the   town — 


money  that  will  be  combined  with 
that  of  other  developers  so  that 
Yorktown  Heights  can  preserve 
open  space  ahead  of  time  and  build 
large  recreation  areas  in  ideal  loca- 
tions for  all  residents.  "The  com- 
paratively few  thousand  dollars 
spent  on  planning  in  Yorktown 
Heights  in  the  past  three  years," 
says  Town  Supervisor  John  H. 
Downing,  "will  save  our  town  mil- 
lions of  dollars  in  the  years  to 
come." 

Now  the  nearbv  town  of  Green- 
burgh  is  following  suit — proposing 
plans  for  the  acquisition  of  1,842 
acres  for  parks  and  recreation  fa- 
cilities while  the  land  is  still  avail- 
able. And  at  least  20  other  towns  in 
the  county  have  made  or  are  mak- 
ing similar  studies. 

Development  planning 

Large-scale  builders  like  William 
Levitt  face  an  equally  important 
responsibility  on  a  local  level.  After 
political  squabbles  among  the  4 
townships  encompassing  his  Penn- 
sylvania Levittown  had  frustrated 
many  of  his  plans  for  schools  and 
recreation  sites,  he  purchased  90 
percent  of  the  township  land  for 
his  new  development  at  Willing- 
boro,  New  Jersey — thus  guaran- 
teeing his  ideal  community. 

The  school  layout  of  the  new 
Levittown  was  planned  with  the 
expert  assistance  of  the  Fund  for 
the  Advancement  of  Education — 
separate  sites  are  to  be  convenient- 
ly located  within  each  neighbor- 
hood. No  system  of  bus  transport 


will  be  needed:  children  will  not 
have  to  cross  major  thoroughfares 
on  their  way  to  school.  Levitt  is 
building  the  first  school  and  will 
give  it  to  the  community — a  unique 
step  in  private  development.  But 
his  greatest  dreams  are  for  the 
swimming  pool,  playgrounds,  and

ball  fields,  which  form  an  inte- 
grated unit  in  the  park  area  that 
surrounds  the  school.  These  facili- 
ties, too.  w  ill  be  given  to  the  com- 
munity. If  the  community  wishes, 
thev  will  become  part  of  a  super- 
vised recreation  program.  During 
the  summer  they  can  be  the  nu- 
cleus of  an  all-day  camp.  Levitt 
and  his  kind  of  conscientious  sub- 
urban developer  deserve  credit  for 
this  pioneering. 

The  preservation  of  open  space 
is  crucial  to  the  battle  against 
chaos.  The  quest  for  "privacy, 
quiet,  and  space"  was  the  main 
reason  for  moving  to  the  suburbs 
listed  by  the  residents  of  South 
Hadley,  Massachusetts,  in  a  recent 
survey  by  the  Amherst-Mount 
Holyoke  Political  Studies  Center. 
The  suburbanite's  hunger  for 
greenery  is  so  acute  that  the  price 
of  two  Nassau  County  houses  went 
up  20  percent  simply  because  they 
looked  over  a  cemetery.  Yet  few 
metropolises  have  systematically 
preserved  open  space  on  their  peri-

pheries — the  forest  preserves  of 
Cook  County,  Illinois,  are  a  note- 
worthy exception — to  balance  the 
sprawling  subdivisions  of  endless 
picket  fences  and  telephone  poles. 

Space  and  privacy  needed 

When  open  space  and  recreation 
areas  disappear,  delinquency  in- 
variably rises.  "The  districts  with 
the  highest  incidence  of  delin- 
quency," reported  a  Bee  editor 
after  a  survey  of  Sacramento, 
"have  no  parks  at  all  and  only 
meager  programs  of  supervised 
recreation."  And  while  the  Herald 
Tribune's  survey  of  New  York  sub- 
urbs recorded  general  satisfaction 
with  play  areas,  many  towns  re- 
ported that  recreation  facilities  are 
rudimentary.  "We  can  see  the  be- 
ginnings of  a  future  juvenile  prob- 
lem," was  one  comment.  In  a  New 
Jersey  suburb,  "Too  many  adoles- 
cents have  nothing  to  do,  so  they 
tear  around  in  gangs  and  wreck 
things." 

The  greatest  hope  in  our  nation- 
wide crisis  is  that  the  concept  of  a 
single  metropolitan  government, 
unifying  a  central  city  and  its 
booming  suburbs,  is  no  longer  just 
a  dream.  Before  the  end  of  the  year, 
Knoxville  and  Knox  County,  Ten- 
nessee, will  vote  on  integrating 
their  governments.  Seattle,  Wash- 
ington, is  working  to  integrate  six 
major  countywide  services  with 
King  County — a  plan  turned  down 
once  but  facing  second  referendum. 

What  the  National  Municipal 
League  calls  "the  big  break- 
through we  have  all  been  hoping 
for"  has  now  been  launched  in 
Miami  and  Dade  County.  Here  for 
the  first  time  we  have  a  county- 
wide  government  with  the  legal  pow- 
er to  prepare  and  enforce  compre- 
hensive plans  for  the  development 
of  the  county  and  to  unify  various 
services.  Los  Angeles  County,  as 
we  have  seen,  only  rents  its  services. 
But  Dade  County's  "Metro"  has 
the  power  under  its  charter  to  set 
minimum  standards  for  the  whole 
area — a  uniform  traffic  code  and  a 
uniform  building  code,  for  exam- 
ple— and  to  enforce  these  stand- 
ards if  any  municipality  does  not 
live  up  to  them. 

Dade  County  campaign 

What  makes  Dade  County  par- 
ticularly significant  is  that  the  fight 
for  Metro  was  a  movement  of  in- 
dividual men  and  women  who 
struggled  five  years  for  their  vic- 
tory. A  preliminary  attempt  in 
1953  to  consolidate  city  and  coun- 
ty governments  was  defeated  at  the 
polls.  Then  the  Metropolitan 
Miami  Municipal  Board,  created 
by  the  City  of  Miami  and  made  up 
of  leading  citizens,  arranged  to 
have  the  Public  Administration 
Service  study  the  problem  and  sug- 
gest solutions.  Its  report  said  that 
above  all,  Dade  needed  centralized 
government.  In  June.  1955,  the 
legislature  placed  on  the  ballot  an 
amendment  to  provide  such  gov- 
ernment, and  the  voters  passed  it. 
The  governor  appointed  a  Char- 
ter Board  to  write  the  first  real 
charter  for  a  Metropolitan  govern- 
ment,  and   the   campaign   began.

skipped  entirely.  Parents'  miscon- 
ceptions, indifference,  or  fixed  ideas 
about  food  which  are  imitated  by 
youngsters.  And  others. 

Many  mothers  are  too  harried 
and  hurried  to  practice  good  nutri- 
tion themselves,  or  let  it  go  by  de- 
fault, or  think  it's  impossibly  tech- 
nical and  requires  a  science  degree, 
a  slide-rule  mind,  and  slavish  de- 
votion to  charts  and  micrograms. 

But  everything  dished  out  by 
Mother,  overseer  of  the  family  eat- 
ing department,  is  applied  nutri- 
tion, and  you  don't  need  to  simmer 
in  the  sciences  to  improve  the  ap- 
plication. Vitamin,  mineral  and 
general  food  values  are  matters  of 
common  knowledge  to  conscien- 
tious mothers.  Only  one  technical 
word  may  need  explanation.  It's 
prolan,  the  stuff  that  muscles,  tis- 
sues, and  organs  are  mainly  made 
of.  If  it  had  a  flashier  name,  such 
as  "vigormin,"  parents  would  be 
more  aware  of  its  importance  to 
their  children,  and  themselves. 

Protein  foods  contain  combina- 
tions of  a  couple  of  dozen  smaller 
building-blocks  known  as  amino 
acids.  These  are  reconstructed  by 
the  body  into  its  own  structural 
bricks  of  muscle,  skin,  blood,  hor- 
mones, and  hundreds  of  other  vital 
materials.  Like  many  of  the  vita- 


mins, several  amino  acids  have  to 
be  obtained  intact  from  food  or 
supplements. 

Foods  which  furnish  all  essential 
amino  acids  simultaneously  are 
said  to  be  <  omplete  proteins.  These 
are  chiefly  of  animal  origin.  Ce- 
reals and  vegetables,  which  fur- 
nish important  protein,  individ- 
ually lack  one  or  several  of  the 
essential  amino  acids,  but  com- 
binations of  incomplete  proteins  may 
supplement  each  other. 

it's  amazing  how  much  protein 
youngsters  need  all  through  the 
growing  years.  A  5-year-old  girl 
needs  nearly  as  much  protein  as 
her  mother.  According  to  Dr. 
Genevieve  Stearns,  noted  author- 
ity on  nutrition  at  the  State  Uni- 
versity of  Iowa,  "We  know  now 
that  children's  muscles  are  growing 
twice  as  fast  as  the  rest  of  their 
bodies — and  muscles  are  protein. 
Only  protein  foods  can  make 
muscle.  It  grows  fastest  of  all  be- 
tween 1 8  months  and  3  years  of 
age,  though  it  grows  faster  than 
the  bodv  until  10  or  later.  Children 
should  be  up  to  the  adult  propor- 
tion of  muscle  to  body  weight  by 
12  years  of  age,  when  they  begin 
the  rapid  growth  spurt  of  adoles- 
cence. If  thev  have  not  been  well 


fed,  the  result  is  weak,  flabby  mus- 
cles and  bad  posture." 

Because  of  the  tremendous  de- 
mands of  adolescent  growth,  pro- 
tein requirements  become  even 
greater.  A  13-year-old  boy  needs 
more  protein  than  a  mature  lum- 
berjack working  at  top  speed, 
though  the  lumberjack  needs  more 
calories. 

Toddlers  and  preschoolers 

During  the  first  year  of  life  a 
baby  grows  faster  than  he  ever  will 
again,  and  you  don't  have  much 
trouble  stoking  him  with  measured 
amounts  of  foods  advised  by  your 
doctor.  After  the  first  birthday, 
through  the  critical  years  from  1 
to  (i.  growth  is  slower  and  appetite 
at  a  low  ebb.  The  child  is  assertive, 
full  of  won't-power,  and  opinion- 
ated about  food — in  fact,  he's  be- 
coming human.  It's  no  longer  easy 
to  stuff  him  with  what's  good  for 
him.  Yet  these  are  crucial  years  of 
growth  and  development. 

This  is  the  time  when  a  little- 
suspected  form  of  malnutrition 
may  show  up  in  a  preschooler. 
Usually,  Dr.  Harold  D.  Lynch, 
Evansville,  Indiana,  pediatrician, 
told  a  conference  on  protein  nu- 
trition held  last  year  by  the  New 
York  Academy  of  Sciences,  the 
mother  complains  that  "my  child 
won't  eat"  or  "he  is  not  gaining 
weight"'  and  mentions  digestive 
symptoms,  pallor,  frequent  infec- 
tions. A  study  of  significant  under- 
nourishment in  1-  to  4-year-old 
children,    reported    by    Dr.   J.    P. 


Price  and  Dr.  W.  M.  Hart  in  the 
Journal  of  the  American  Medical 
Association  some  years  ago,  cites 
the  same  symptoms  and  includes 
tiring  quickly,  night  restlessness, 
crossness. 

Medical  investigation  ferreted 
out  a  surprising  and  consistent  fact. 
Below-par  symptoms  were  linked 
with  a  characteristic  diet  that  was 
almost  exclusively  liquid.  Desper- 
ate mothers  can  at  least  pour  bev- 
erages into  kids  who  won't  chew, 
and  these  mothers  did — as  much 
as  a  quart  and  a  half  of  milk  and 
juices  a  day.  About  the  only  solid 
foods  the  youngsters  would  eat 
were  sweets.  They  had  pronounced 
aversion  to  cereals,  fruits,  meats, 
eggs;  in  fact,  to  practically  all  sol- 
id fosds  except  sweets  which  they 
consumed  in  large  amounts.  Their 
diets  were  long  on  carbohydrate 
-and  short  on  protein.  "This,"  says 
Doctor  Lynch,  "is  the  diet  of  mul- 
titudes of  American  children." 

Restriction  of  fluids  in  these 
youngsters  who  were  virtually  liv- 
ing on  milk  and  sweets,  and  re- 
placement of  a  substantial  part  of 
the  high  liquid  diet  with  good  pro- 
tein and  other  solid  foods,  brought 
rapid  and  remarkable  improve- 
ment in  most  cases.  If  a  preschooler 
still  drinks  most  of  his  daily  cal- 
ories, it  may  be  time,  after  check- 
ing with  the  family  doctor,  for 
Mother  to  take  over.  Top-quality 
proteins  of  milk  don't  have  to  be 
consumed  exclusively  in  dilute 
liquid  form.  Introduce  him  to  solid 
milk-containing       foods — cheeses, 
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Now  you  can  have  it!

and  other  foods.  Give  him  meat, 
vegetables  and  fruits  too. 

But  what  if  he  rebels  at  solid 
stuff?  Many  below-par  youngsters 
don't  thrill  to  the  game  of  pushing 
peas  around  a  plate,  or  spearing 
tiny  carrot  cubes,  and  regard  cut- 
up  chunks  of  meat  which  they  have 
to  chew,  as  hard  labor.  If  you  can't 
lick  'em,  join  'em.  Use  ground 
meat;  make  a  meat  loaf,  put  in 
vegetables  as  extenders.  Let  the 
child  learn  the  experience  of  hun- 
ger— a  rare  thing  these,  days — and 
he'll  eat.  The  experience  may  be 
harder  on  Mother  than  child,  but 
it  won't  last  long.  Don't  expect  a 
preschooler  to  eat  three  large  meals 
a  day.  Settle  for  two.  He  won't 
even  eat  one  good  one  unless  vou 
restrict  between-meal  sweets  and 
keep  beverage  intake  at  a  reason- 
able level 

Remember  that  the  preschooler 
needs  more  protein  in  proportion 
to  daily  calories  than  an  adult.  The 
reward?  Firm  muscles,  good  pos- 
ture, general  vigor,  better  resis- 
tance to  illness. 

Poor  Breakfasters 

One  of  the  most  appalling  facts 
to  come  out  of  nutritional  surveys 
is  that  consistently  good  breakfasts 
are  relatively  rare.  True,  there  are 
decent  numbers  of  hearty  ham-and 
-eggers,  but  for  school  children, 
teen-agers,  (and  more  adults,  es- 
pecially female,  than  you  might 
think)   breakfast  is  more  likely  to 


be  orange  juice  with  toast  and 
milk,  or  cold  cereal  with  milk  and 
sugar,  or  doughnuts  and  coffee,  or 
cinnamon  bun  and  cocoa,  or  pan- 
cakes and  prunes,  or  bread  and 
jam  with  a  beverage,  to  cull  a  few 
actual  samples. 

Now,  if  you  have  been  mentally 
comparing  these  with  your  child's 
breakfast,  note  that  all  the  foods 
mentioned  are  excellent,  whole- 
some, and  contribute  important 
nutrients  to  the  diet.  What's  miss- 


ing: 


A  fair  amount  of  stick-to-the- 


ribs  protein,  that's  what's  missing. 
Youngsters  who  start  off  to  school 
on  a  high  carbohydrate  breakfast 
— or  none  at  all,  if  they're  late  for 
the  bus — are  likely  to  run  out  of 
steam  by  midmorning  and  to  be 
drowsy  at  their  desks  by  noon. 

Add  an  egg,  sausage  patty,  lean 
bacon,  ham  slice,  dried  beef,  left- 
over meat  from  last  night's  dinner, 
even  a  small  steak,  and  you  im- 
prove a  breakfast's  staying  power 
no  end.  What's  more,  your  child 
will  be  more  wide-awake,  bright 
and  alert  in  his  bouts  with  books. 

Another  vital  reason  for  a  good 
breakfast  start  is  that  it  gives  a 
built-in  defense  against  possible 
deficiencies  in  the  rest  of  the  day's 
diet.  The  lunch  you  pack  for  your 
child  may  not  look  so  good  to  him 
when  he  gets  to  it,  or  he  may  trade 
his  roast  beef  sandwich  for  a  pal's 
dessert.  If  the  school  serves  a  stand- 
ard hot  lunch — a  sort  of  table 
d'school  affair — chances  are  that 
he  will  eat  well,  but  if  he  picks  his 
foods  cafeteria  style  there's  no  tell- 


ing what  gets  into  him.  A  good 
breakfast  can  plug  up  nutritional 
holes. 

Any  proof?  They  proved  it  and 
then  some  in  Norway  during  days 
of  wartime  food  scarcities.  Var- 
ious breakfasts  designed  to  furnish 
elements  the  rest  of  the  day's  diet 
might  lack  were  fed  to  Norwegian 
school  children.  One  of  the  most 
famous  and  successful  was  the 
"Oslo  breakfast."  It  increased  the 
average  height  of  14-year-olds  by 
four  inches !  Here's  the  Oslo  break- 
fast formula : 

Milk 

Orange 

Whole  wheat  bread 

Cheese 

Rye  biscuit 

Carrot 

Cod-liver  oil  (American  young- 
sters more  likely  get  a  vitamin 

A  and  D  capsule) 

There's  one  catch.  Countless 
persons  of  all  ages  simply  have  no 
appetite  for  breakfast.  This  is  odd 
because  the  body  has  gone  the 
longest  stretch  of  the  24  hours 
without  food  and  is  plenty  hungry. 
How  come  no  early  morning  appe- 
tite? Recent  physiological  studies 
blame  the  head  more  than  the 
stomach.  A  part  of  the  brain,  the 
hypothalamus,  is  a  sensitive  regu- 
lator of  body  temperature,  appe- 
tite, and  other  automatic  func- 
tions. When  you  get  up  in  the 
morning  your  body  temperature  is 
at  its  lowest.  It  begins  to  rise  when 
you  dress  and  stir  around.  Your 
appetite-center  warms  up. 


But  not  fast  enough,  in  too  many 
cases,  to  whip  up  breakfast  hunger. 
Prebreakfast  activity  is  pretty 
tepid  in  most  homes — dressing, 
face-washing,  toothbrushing,  plug- 
ging in  the  toaster.  Generally 
there's  little  warm-up  time.  The 
bus  is  due,  the  kids  dally,  Mother 
hurries  them,  and  is  hurried  her- 
self. Those  fabulous  farm  break- 
fasts you  read  about  are  usually 
eaten  after  the  farmer  has  done 
vigorous  dawn  chores;  then  he 
roars  in  for  a  man-size  breakfast. 

It  isn't  easy  to  plan  appetite- 
awakening  chores  for  children. 
They  might  walk  the  dog,  open 
garage  doors,  take  out  the  garbage, 
be  sent  up  and  down  stairs  on  con- 
trived errands,  ride  a  bike  to  the 
corner  store,  tussle  with  Dad,  before 
breakfast.  Get  up  early  enough  so 
there's  time  for  appetite  warm-up. 
Count  on  regular  exposure  to  a 
good,  unhurried  breakfast  to  es- 
tablish a  habit.  Food  is  just  about 
the  most  habit-forming  substance 
there  is. 

Plight  of  the  teen-ager 

Suppose  you  are  an  active  123- 
pound  woman  who  needs  2,400 
calories  a  day.  How  many  calories 
do  you  think  a  13-year-old  girl 
who  weighs  1 S  pounds  less  than 
you  do  requires?  She  needs  2,600, 
or  200  more  than  you  do.  As  for 
teen-age  boys — well!  Stack  up  a 
16-year-old  boy  against  his  father, 
a  physically  active  man  of  average 
size,  and  the  son  needs  800  more

How  you  can  adapt 


Space-making  ideas 
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|nd-to-end  storage  units  are  "space  organizers"  in  any 
size  room,  but  if  your  rooms  are  really  tiny,  here  are  basic 
facts  to  help  you.  Even  though  your  dining  or  bedroom 
isn't  the  same  shape  as  shown  in  our  photographs,  you 
can  find  something  to  make  it  live  bigger. 


Start  by  measuring  your  room  and 
making  a  floor  plan  showing  loca- 
tions of  doors,  windows,  and  radi- 
ators. Indicate  all  wall  measure- 
ments; then  be  sure  to  take  your 
tape  measure  with  you  when  you 
shop.  But  before  you  fall  in  love 
with  any  specific  style,  compare 
sizes  of  several  groups  to  see  which 
will  work  out  best  for  you. 

Widths:  You'll  find  real  varie- 
ty! But  don't  get  dizzy — usually  the 
salesman  can  give  you  a  leaflet 
containing  drawings  of  the  various 
pieces,  with  their  measurements. 
You  can  take  it  home  to  study. 

Some  groups  start  with  an  18- 
inch  chest  or  night  stand,  have  a 
33-inch  model  to  "bunch,"  then 
jump  to  a  66-inch  width  for  use  as 
a  buffet  or  a  giant  dresser. 


Height  (above) — about  32  inches 
is  customary,  but  you'll  also  find  a 
tall  chest,  about  44  inches,  scaled 
to  fit  under  the  high  windows  in 
new  houses.  You  can  put  a  high 
and  a  low  chest  side  by  side  be- 
cause drawer  divisions  are  related. 


Depth  (above) :  In  some  groups, 
all  basic  pieces  are  about  20  inches 
deep;  other  groups,  only  16  inches. 
But  generous  measurements  no 
longer  have  any  relation  to  qual- 
ity; you  can  find  the  shallower 
pieces  in  expensive  lines  as  well  as 
in  less-expensive  unpainted  pieces. 
Several  manufacturers  offer 
matching  bookcases  and  slim  cab- 
inets, both  about  13  inches  deep. 
These  come  in  handy  when  you 
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have  a  tight  spot  near  a  doorway. 
Remember  that  recessed  finger 
holds  take  less  space  than  project- 
ing drawer  handles — an  important 
point  if  you're  trying  to  save  every 
possible  inch. 


Allow  for  opening.  Remember — 
a  half-opened  drawer  or  door  and 
you  all  require  space.  You  know 
your  size  better  than  we  do!  In  a 
squeeze,  you  can  use  spacesaving 
storage   units   with   sliding   doors. 

Consider  heating  units.  If  you 
have  a  heating  unit  which  requires 
free  air  circulation,  look  for  chests 
on  legs.  Or  place  matching  bench- 
tables  in  these  spots  to  connect 
storage  pieces. 

Compare  prices.  Often  a  66- 
inch  chest  costs  slightly  less  than 
two  33-inch  pieces.  But  if  your 
family  moves  frequently,  several 
small  chests  may  be  a  better  buy — 
they're  always  sure  to  fit,  and 
they're  much  easier  to  rearrange. 

Look  ahead.  To  obtain  max- 
imum use  and  dollar  value  from 
your  correlated  units,  anticipate 
your  needs  and  buy  everything  at 
one  time  to  assure  a  perfect  match. 
Woods,  finishes  may  vary  slightly 
with  different  shipments. 

If  you're  stretching  a  tight  budg- 
et to  furnish  an  entire  home,  scat- 
ter a  piece  or  two  in  each  room. 
Later,  you  can  group  them  in  one 
wonderful  storage  wall. 

Save  steps.  Store  things  where 
they'll  be  used — games,  cards, 
snapshot  albums  in  living  or  fam- 
ily room;  scarves,  mittens,  and  rain 
gear  in  your  hallway;  soup  tureens 
or  chafing  dishes  on  adjustable- 
shelf  cabinets  in  dining  room.

Furring  strips  (use  1x3s  or 
1x4s)  usually  fasten  to  the 
wall  horizontally  on  16- 
inch  centers  —  especially  on 
finished  walls. 

To  correct  high  ami  low 
spots  in  wall,  use  cedar- 
shingle  shims  umlcr  furring 
(which  must  he  plumb). 


Over  masonry,  anchor  nails 
hold  the  furring  to  the 
wall.

brothers-in-law  now  is  President; 
the  other  is  Chief  of  Staff  of  the 
Army. 

Don  Guillermo  is  an  enthusiastic 
host  and  the  diplomatic  set  an- 
ticipates much  entertainment  dur- 
ing his  tenure  as  dean.  He  likes  to 
tell  that  Senora  de  Sevilla-Sacasa, 
a  collegemate  of  Margaret  Tru- 
man, once  stayed  in  the  White 
House  when  the  late  General  So- 
moza  was  a  guest  there.  He  speaks 
of  himself  impressively  in  the  third 
person,  remarking  for  example. 
"Sevilla-Sacasa  is  truly  1 00  percent 
friend  of  United  States."  He  has 
been,  among  other  things,  a  car- 
toonist, athlete,  judge,  president  of 
his  country's  National  Congress, 
and,  once,  for  a  few  hours  during  a 
governmental  upheaval,  acting 
head  of  his  country.  He  is  devoted 
to  American  baseball,  and  has  giv- 
en parties  for  ball  teams  at  his  im- 
posing embassy,  with  its  three  acres 
of  grounds  and  a  swimming  pool. 

Le  doyen  gets  to  stand  first  in  line 
at  diplomatic  receptions,  and.  in 
the  rigid  line-up  of  Washington 
protocol,  ranks  fourth  on  the  list, 
after  the  President,  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent, and  the  Chief  Justice.  When 
a  new  ambassador  arrives  in  Wash-

ington,  he  must  begin  the  rounds 
of  courtesy  calls  on  representatives 
of  every  nation  with  which  his 
country  maintains  diplomatic  rela- 
tions. It  is  the  dean  he  calls  on  first. 
Similarly,  wives  of  new  ambassa- 
dors pay  courtesy  calls  on  wives  of 
other  ambassadors,  and  it  is  the 
wife  of  the  reigning  dean — la 
doyenne — who  throws  out  the  first 
cup  of  tea.  Incidentally,  after  a 
new  ambassador  visits  each  of  ap- 
proximately 80  colleagues,  and  his 
wife  visits  80  wives,  each  of  the  80 
ambassadors  and  each  of  the  80 
wives  is  protocol-bound  to  return 
the  calls.  That  makes  something 
like  320  ealls  for  each  newly  ar- 
rived ambassadorial  family  within 
the  diplomatic  colony  alone,  which 
is  a  lot  of  tea. 

These  courtesy  calls,  particularly 
among  the  ladies,  are  not  supposed 
to  exceed  20  minutes.  "Actually, 
we  have  a  lot  of  girl  talk,"  says 
Baroness  Silvercruys.  "The  newly 
arrived  ambassadors'  wives  want 
lo  know  the  name  of  a  good  dentist, 
where  I  send  my  dog  when  he's 
sick,  and  where  my  daughter  goes 
to  school.  Some  compliment  me  on 
how  American  my  accent  is!"  (The 
latter  is  not  surprising;   the  Bar- 


oness was  Rosemary  Turner  Mc- 
Mahon.  an  American,  born  in 
Washington.  D.  C  and  the  widow 
of  the  late  Senator  Brien  Mc- 
Mahon.) 

The  time  limit  on  these  calls  is 
scrupulously  observed.  However, 
no  spouse  of  any  ambassador  as- 
signed to  Washington  has  resorted 
to  the  stratagem  employed  by  a 
British  diplomat's  wife,  whom 
Senora  de  Berckemeyer,  the  Cali- 
fornia-born wife  of  Don  Fernando 
Berckemeyer,  Peru's  popular  am- 
bassador to  Washington,  once 
knew  in  Lima.  "She  carried  a  small 
alarm  clock  in  her  bag  and  would 
set  it  to  go  off  at  20  minutes,"  Se- 
nora de  Berckemeyer  says.  "When 
it  rang,  she  would  pop  up  and  an- 
nounce: 'Time  to  go!' 

An  ambassador's  life  in  Wash- 
ington is  a  mixture  of  hard  work 
and  play — and,  as  many  diplo- 
mats will  testify,  the  best  work  is 
often  performed  during  playtime. 
Philippine  Ambassador  Carlos  P. 
Romulo  related  how,  at  a  Vene- 
zuelan embassy  reception,  a  Co- 
lombian "tipped  me  off"  that  the 
Yugoslavs  were  after  a  United 
Nations  Security  Council  seat  that 
the  Philippines  wanted.  General 
Romulo  tracked  down  the  Yugo- 
slav ambassador  at  a  Turkish  em- 
bassy party,  and,  while  a  Turkish 
soprano  was  trilling  arias,  Romulo 
lobbied  with  him  (successfully) 
against  the  maneuver. 

The  ambassador  of  Spain,  Jose 
Maria  de  Areilza,  Count  de  Mo- 
trico,  is  another  example  of  how  an 


envoy  mixes  work  and  play.  Th< 
48-year-old  count  is  aristocratic, 
independently  wealthy,  and  comes 
from  a  country  where  the  pace  is 
leisurely.  In  Washington,  he  has 
picked  up  the  ways  of  American 
businessmen.  "I  am  up  by  6:30  or 
7,  read  the  newspapers,  have 
breakfast,  and  am  at  my  desk  going 
through  diplomatic  dispatches  by 
8  o'clock,"  he  says.  "In  Spain,  this 
would  be  a  scandal!" 

On  a  typical  day,  in  addition  to 
rapid-fire  conferences  with  his 
aides,  the  ambassador  may  have 
anywhere  from  three  to  six  meet- 
ings with  American  officials,  re- 
ceive a  visiting  Spanish  delegation, 
bestow  a  decoration,  and  entertain 
at  a  luncheon,  which  is  always  a 
ceremonial  affair  at  the  elegant 
Spanish  embassy. 

After  lunch,  he  transacts  more 
business.  ("In  Washington  there  is 
no  siesta?'  says  the  ambassador.) 
Toward  the  end  of  the  afternoon, 
he  begins  the  round  of  parties  that 
may  find  him  sampling  fiskeboller 
(fish-balls)  with  the  Norwegians; 
arak,  (which  is  rightly  called  "lion's 
milk")  with  the  Iranis \  pate  de/oie 
gras  with  the  French;  empanadas 
(meat  pies)  at  one  of  Latin  Amer- 
ican embassies.  Since  Spain  does 
not  recognize  the  Soviet  Union,  he 
is  spared  the  Russians'  vodka, 
caviar,  and  raw-onion  routine. 
Since  no  ambassador,  however  pa- 
triotic, has  more  than  one  digestive 
tract  to  give  for  his  country,  the 
veterans  of  the  diplomatic  corps

have  perfected  certain  tricks  to  pro- 
tect their  health  and  waistlines. 
They  know  how  to  nurse  a  drink 
for  half  an  hour,  and  there  are 
ways  of  giving  the  impression  of 
nibbling  at  a  canape  without  ac- 
tually letting  a  crumb  get  past  the 
lips. 

By  7  p.m..  almost  every  evening, 
the  ambassador  must  hurry  back 
to  the  embassy  to  don  dinner 
clothes  and  prepare  either  to  enter- 
tain or  be  entertained  at  a  formal 
banquet.  Such  tempestuous  Span- 
ish dancers  as  Escudero,  Carmen 
Amaya,  and  Antonio  have  ap- 
peared in  flamenco  jam  sessions  at 
the  embassy.  Antonio  came  in  a 
business  suit,  shed  his  coat  and  tie 
as  he  warmed  up,  and  finally  gen- 
erated such  excitement  that  the 
ambassador  himself  jumped  in  and 
did  djota,  a  sort  of  Spanish  hillbilly 
dance.  The  count  admits  he  has 
learned  some  American  rock-and- 
roll  from  his  teen-age  daughter 

One  of  the  most  spectacular 
fiestas  was  a  typical  Spanish  ver- 
bena, a  springtime  carnival.  Nearly 
1,000  guests  milled  through  the 
embassy's  tiled  patio  and  garden. 
Music  was  provided  by  a  Spanish 
barrel  organ.  Vice-President  Nix-

on.  sticking  his  head  through  a 
cardboard  cutout  of  a  matador,  had 
himself  photographed  ostensibly 
fighting  a  bull,  thereby  laying  him- 
self open  to  all  sorts  of  atrocious 
puns. 

More  recently,  the  Spaniards 
gave  a  glittering  reception  for 
Prince  Juan  Carlos  de  Bourbon, 
who  may  become  head  of  state  if 
the  monarchy  is  restored  to  Spain. 
Anxious  and  anguished  Washing- 
tonians  resorted  to  almost  unheard- 
of  feats  of  social  in-fighting  to  plant 
their  names  on  the  party  list. 

While  diplomatic  life  is  circum- 
scribed by  pomp  and  protocol, 
it  is  not  necessarily  stuffy.  Many 
ambassadors  are  men  of  delightful 
humor  in  private  life,  though  in 
public  they  do  everything  possible 
to  conceal  it. 

The  French  ambassador,  Herve 
Alphand,  is  famous  for  his  Gallic 
wit.  In  preambassadorial  days,  M. 
Alphand  sometimes  began  speeches 
by  recounting  gravely  that  when 
he  was  a  schoolboy,  his  papa  re- 
marked that  he  was  "stupid,  but 
well-mannered."  Recently,  he  as- 
serted that  the  quotation  was  a 
complete  invention  of  his  own,  as 
if  to  deny  the  innuendo  that  these 


youthful  attributes  qualiled  him 
for  a  diplomatic  career.  Then,  un- 
able to  resist  the  quip,  he  recalled 
that  a  noted  diplomat  once  ob- 
served that  "to  be  a  successful  am- 
bassador, it  is  not  enough  to  be 
stupid — you  must  also  be  polite." 

The  representatives  of  the  Soviet 
Union  and  her  satellites  formerly 
were  the  capital's  most  isolated 
diplomats,  but  this  has  changed 
since  the  arrival  of  Ambassador 
Mikhail  A.  Menshikov,  who  has 
earned  the  nickname  of  "the  un- 
mad  Russian."  Menshikov,  whose 
beaming  countenance  is  pictured 
almost  daily  in  the  newspapers, 
succeeded  dour,  enigmatic  Georgi 
N.  Zaroubin,  who  had  the  build  of 
a  prizefighter,  the  eyebrows  of  John 
L.  Lewis,  and  never  smiled.  In  con- 
trast, Menshikov  smiles  almost  all 
the  time,  and  speaks  almost  any- 
where. Even  Mme.  Menshikov  is 
different.  Unlike  the  female  heavy- 
weights Washington  had  come  to 
regard  as  the  standard  Russian 
model,  she  has  a  svelte  figure  and  a 
nice  sense  of  style. 

At  an  overflowing  National  Press 
Club  Luncheon,  Speaker  Menshi- 
kov laughed  heartily  when  the 
toastmaster,  referring  to  the  am- 
bassador's well-known  athletic  ver- 
satility, introduced  him  as  "an  all- 
American  Russian,"  a  compliment 
that  would  have  given  some  pre- 
vious Soviet  ambassadors  a  bad 
case  of  Siberian  nightmares.  Men- 
shikov was  the  first  Soviet  envoy  in 
years  to  attend  the  famed  Gridiron 
dinner.   He  enjoyed  the  merciless 


ribbing  of  American  officials,  but 
conceded  that  the  custom  would 
not  go  over  so  well  in  Moscow.  He 
has  permitted  high-school  students 
to  interview  him  on  TV.  and,  when 
he  couldn't  go  himself,  he  sent  a 
top  aide  to  represent  him  at  a 
luncheon  meeting  of  a  suburban 
Maryland  Kiwanis  Club — or.  as 
the  Russians  spelled  it  in  their  ac- 
ceptance letter,  "Kuvonis." 

Menshikov's  most  spectacular 
public  relations  coup,  however, 
was  a  reception  at  the  palatial  Rus- 
sian Embassy  for  190  visiting  Re- 
publican committeewomen  from 
Akron,  Ohio.  Receiving  them  in 
the  baroque  ballroom  under  a 
huge  portrait  of  the  late  Comrade 
Stalin,  Ambassador  Menshikov 
was  so  charming  that  the  Repub- 
lican ladies  went  away  babbling 
such  things  as  "We  like  Mike !"  and 
'"He's  a  doll!"  Their  unhappy 
guide,  Congressman  William  H. 
Ayres  (Republican.  Ohio),  said  he 
took  them  to  the  Soviet  Embassy 
only  because  the  ladies  "wanted  to 
see  an  embassy."  Representatives 
of  the  NATO  countries  (our 
allies!)  had  given  him  the  brush- 
off.  Ayres  later  held  what  he  called 
a  "brain-washing  session."  He 
warned  the  GOP  committee- 
women  that  "it's  the  deeds,  not  the 
smiles,  that  count." 

The  Peruvian  envoy,  Fernando 
Berckemeyer  is  one  of  the  most 
popular  men  on  Embassy  Row. 
Tall,  heavily  mustached,  and 
rather  austere  in  appearance,  he  is

moiselle de  la  Charolais  near  Paris. 
The  fastidious  Silvercruys  makes 
no  secret  of  his  detestation  of  large, 
noisy  parties  where  intelligent,  or 
even  intelligible,  conversation  is 
impossible.  The  baroness  shares 
his  opinion,  particularly  since  hear- 
ing a  classic,  but  not  untypical,  ex- 
change at  one  mass  party  in  Wash- 
ington. A  friend  of  hers,  when  asked

No  more  nonsense  about  weight 


hostess  serves  cream  pie.  If  you 
like  it,  have  some.  But  don't  take 
a  second  serving. 

As  important  as  the  amount  of 
fuel  taken  in  by  the  body  is  how 
much  it  burns.  Research  confirms 
that  over  a  period  of  time  relative- 
ly small  amounts  of  activity  can 
greatly  increase  the  body's  burn- 
ing of  fuel.  With  a  few  small 
changes  in  your  routine  activity, 
you  can  accomplish  almost  as 
much  as  you  can  by  limiting  your 
food. 

For  example,  the  average  per- 
son burns  about  100  calories  in 
walking  a  mile.  At  a  normal  pace, 
this  takes  about  20  minutes,  so  a 
30-minute  stroll  would  burn  1 50 
calories.  Compare  this  to  30  min- 
utes of  arm  exercises  which  burn 
only  10  calories! 

What  can  that  half-hour  walk 
mean  to  your  weight?  On  the  av- 
erage, you  could  lose  a  pound  in 
23  days,  16  pounds  in  a  year.  Of 
course,  the  walk  could  increase 
your  appetite  and  you  might  eat 
more.  Still  it  is  not  unreasonable  to 
say  that  a  half-hour's  daily  walk 
could  slice  off  5  to  10  pounds  in 
a  year. 

W'hv  is  walking;  so  much  more  ef- 
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fective  than  strenuous  exercise? 
The  answer  is  that  the  more  work 
the  human  engine  does,  the  more 
calories  it  burns.  In  walking,  the 
engine  moves  your  entire  body 
weight.  You  move  nearly  the  same 
weight  with  an  exercise  like  the 
"push-up."  But  you  use  small 
muscles,  unsuited  to  the  job.  You 
tire  before  you  do  many  push-ups, 
and  you've  moved  your  weight 
perhaps  18  inches  with  each  push. 
Why  not  use  the  big  leg  muscles 
instead,  which  are  specifically  de- 
signed to  move  larger  weights  long- 
er distances? 

Doctors  often  prescribe  golf  for 
heart  patients.  It  isn't  swinging  the 
club:  it's  walking  between  holes 
that  keeps  them  slim  and  well  ex- 
ercised— an  average  950  calories 
for  18  holes! 

Think  about  this:  Sitting  burns 
more  calories  than  lying  down. 
Standing  uses  more  than  sitting. 
Moving  a  little  burns  still  more. 
This  may  account  for  what  we've 
excused  as  an  "inherent"  differ- 
ence between  the  way  two  people 
gain  weight.  One  salesman  behind 
a  counter  stands  stock  still.  An- 
other fidgets,  paces  about,  shifts 
his  weight.  This  slight  difference  in 


activity  may  keep  one  slim  while 
the  other  grows  fat. 

Increasing  your  activity  needn't 
be  a  burden.  Suppose,  instead  of 
sitting  and  watching  television, 
you  develop  a  hobby  where  you 
stand  for  a  period  of  time.  Suppose 
if  you  live  10  blocks  from  your 
work,  you  walk  there  and  home 
again.  In  a  month,  you'd  burn  the 
equivalent  of  a  pound.  Dancmg 
burns  170  calories  an  hour,  on  the 
average. 

We  need  an  intelligent  adjust- 
ment of  our  eating,  without  de- 
stroying its  pleasure,  and  an  in- 
crease in  our  activity,  without  cre- 
ating a  dull  chore.  We  learned  in 
World  War  II  that  draftees  were 
considerably  fatter  than  those  of 
World  War  I.  Recent  studies  show 
that  10  percent  of  our  children  are 
overweight.  The  accumulation  of 
weight  is  beginning  earlier  and 
speeding  up. 

The  simple  changes  in  eating 
habits  and  activity  recommended 
here  can  mean  a  great  deal  to  you. 
Every  extra  pound  means  more 
heartbeats  everyday,  more  breaths 
— in  a  real  sense,  the  living  out  of 
your  life  at  a  faster  rate.  Your  body

works  harder  every  second  to  sup- 
port excess  weight.  Joints  bear  an 
extra  strain  every  waking  hour. 
And  there  is  no  compensation  for 
this  wear  and  tear. 

Easy,  common-sense  weight  con- 
trol can  let  you  live  years  longer 
and  stave  off  some  of  our  most  com- 
mon crippling  diseases.  Though  it 
is  hard  to  believe,  it  is  true;  the 
little  number  on  the  scales  is  a  mat- 
ter of  life  and  death. 

Remember,  you're  not  trying  to 
strip  away  a  lot  of  pounds  quickly, 
but  to  set  a  healthful  lifetime  eat- 
ing pattern.  You  shouldn't,  for  ex- 
ample, cut  one  slice  of  bread  a  day 
if  you're  only  eating  one  slice  a 
day.  Here  are  some  points  to  keep 
in  mind  in  this  no-nonsense  ap-' 
proach  to  eating: 

1.  Don't  be  too  ambitious.  Skip 
only  small  amounts  of  food  which 
you  usually  eat  in  quantity. 

2.  Don't  cut  any  single  item  en- 
tirely. Many  calorie-laden  foods 
are  important  to  your  health. 

3.  Don't  be  careless  about  high- 
calorie  foods.  Notice  the  size  of 
that  wedge  of  pie  and  how  many 
potato  chips  you  eat.  It's  easy  to 
have  more  than  you  really  want. 

In  forming  these  new  eating  hab- 
its, for  a  time  you  may  leave  the 
table  feeling  somewhat  hungry. 
This  sensation  will  usually  disap- 
pear in  about  10  minutes.  By  eat- 
ing a  little  less  each  time,  you'll 
crave  less  each  time.

calories  per  dav — 3,800  as  against 
3,000  for  Dad.' 

That's  what  teen-agers  need. 
What  do  they  get?  Dr.  Pauline 
Beery  Mack,  reporting  on  a  10- 
year  study  which  included  2,536 
girls  and  boys  between  the  ages  of 
13  and  20,  termed  it  "shameful" 
that  only  one-fourth  of  them  were 
getting  sufficient  energy-making 
foods  to  run  their  bodies  efficiently. 
There  were  grave  shortages  in  pro- 
tein, major  minerals,  and  vitamins, 
as  well  as  calories. 

Usually  it  is  no  fault  of  parents. 
Adolescents  are  exploring  an  adult 
world,  have  larger  allowances, 
earn  money  of  their  own,  conform 
to  tribal  eating  customs,  feel  im- 
measurably more  mature  than 
grade-schoolers  and  entitled  to  eat 
what  they  choose.  Many  do  not 
choose  wisely.  It's  too  simple  to 
blame  all  deficiencies  on  snacks 
consumed  at  short-order  joints, 
drive-ins,  or  soda  fountains.  Ex- 
cellent or  poor  snacks  can  be  chos- 
en at  any  of  these  places  or  at 
home. 

Concentrated  sweet  snacks  eat- 
en too  soon  before  a  meal  are  gen- 
erally the  worst  offenders.  Sweets 
are  rapidly  assimilated  and  give 
quick  energy.  The  glucostatic 
theory  of  appetite  holds  that  when 


blood-sugar  rises  (as  it  quickly  does 
after  consuming  sweets),  the  appe- 
tite center  in  the  brain  gets  a  mes- 
sage saying,  "you're  not  hungry; 
quit  eating."  If  the  message  persists 
when  the  teen-ager  sits  down  to  a 
family  meal  which  Mother  has  pre- 
pared with  an  eye  to  good  nutri- 
tion, he  may  just  pick  at  it.  Later, 
hungry  again  too  soon,  he  prowls 
for  another  snack  to  stave  off  his 
anguish. 

Actually,  three  meals  a  day 
don't  furnish  enough  food  for  most 
teen-agers.  They  need  extra  food 
between  meals,  especially  after 
school  and  at  bedtime.  Younger 
children  also  welcome  an  after- 
school  snack.  Plan  these  snacks  as 
thoughtfully  as  regular  meals. 
Teen-agers  need  one-third  more 
protein  than  adults,  and  protein 
needs  increase  in  proportion  to  cal- 
ories consumed.  The  more  calories, 
the  more  protein  (this  doesn't  ap- 
ply to  grownups).  Teen-agers  also 
need  more  of  some  vitamins  and 
minerals  than  adults:  calcium  and 
iron,  vitamins  C  and  D,  thiamine 
and  riboflavin.  It's  a  time  not  only 
of  growth  but  of  a  robust  energy 
expenditure. 

So,  plan  youngsters'  after-school 
and  before-bed  snacks  as  if  they 
were  major  parts  of  regular  meals. 


Cheese  and  crackers.  A  fresh-fruit 
bowl.  Carrot  strips,  celery,  other 
crunchy  raw  vegetables.  Cold  meat 
slices.  Whole-grain  bread  and  pea- 
nut butter.  Milk.  Vitamin  C  juices. 
Cheese  dips.  Canned  fish.  Sand- 
wich spreads  containing  meat  or 
cheese.  A  chicken  drumstick  or 
other  entree  leftover. 

Don't  just  plan.  Expose!  Chil- 
dren are  as  lazy  as  anybody,  which 
is  lazy  enough.  When  snack-mind- 
ed, they'll  usually  eat  what  they  see 
first  if  they  don't  have  to  heat  it, 
cut  it,  or  do  much  but  gnaw  and 
swallow.  Put  what  you  want  them 
to  eat  in  plain  sight  at  the  very 
front  of  refrigerator  shelves  (any- 
thing you  want  to  hide  is  pretty 
safe  in  the  back).  Candy,  sweets, 
desserts?  After  meals,  fine,  for  add- 
ed calories  and  pleasure. 

The  art  of  eatmanship 

You  can  lead  a  child  to  dinner 
but  you  can't  make  him  eat  unless 
you're  artful  (and  he's  hungry). 
Ever  stop  to  think  that  a  child's 
eating  habits  might  be  reflections 
of  your  own?  Maybe  you  feel  dis- 
honest pretending  to  like  broccoli 
when  you  hate  it.  Well,  you  don't 
have  to  like  all  foods  and  neither 
do  children.  No  one  food  is  indis- 
pensable to  health,  no  single  food 
should  loom  too  large  in  the  diet. 
At  least,  don't  air  your  own  food 
dislikes.  If  a  child  persists  in  dis- 
liking some  food,  serve  it  less  fre- 
quently or  substitute  one  of  similar 
value.  Don't  browbeat,  nag,  or  beg 
him  to  eat.  If  he's  hungry,  he  will. 


If  he  isn't,  his  noncooperation  is  a 
wonderful  attention-getter  and  you 
may  have  a  midget  autocrat  of  the 
breakfast  table  to  deal  with. 

Many  teen-age  girls  who  don't 
eat  enough  are  trying  to  stay  slim- 
mer than  slim.  Frequently  they 
imitate  Mother,  who  can  afford  to 
slough  a  few  pounds  and  is  quite  a 
meal-martyr  as  she  dabs  at  a  let- 
tuce leaf.  It  is  quite  possible  to  re- 
duce on  the  same  meals  served  the 
rest  of  the  family  without  fanfare. 

In  the  study  of  family  nutrition 
done  at  Pennsylvania  State  College 
by  Dr.  Pauline  Beery  Mack  and  as- 
sociates, it  was  revealed  that  3  out 
•of  10  teen-age  girls  and  adult  wom- 
en were  short  on  calories,  half 
were  underweight,  and  about  half 
were  critically  short  in  some  essen- 
tial vitamin  or  mineral. 

Of  teen-age  boys,  60  percent 
were  underweight — just  weren't 
consuming  enough  food — and,  like 
their  "rabbitfood"-avoiding  fa- 
thers, were  short  in  vitamin  C. 

Drs.  Robert  S.  Harris  and  Ernest 
E.  Lockhart  of  Massachusetts  Insti- 
tute of  Technology  analyzed  home- 
prepared  and  customer-selected 
restaurant  meals.  They  found  93 
out  of  100  diners-out  or  eaters-at- 
home  were  shorting  themselves 
on  some  necessary  ingredient  of 
health.  Four-fifths  of  the  meal 
samples  were  below  the  "safe" 
level  for  one  or  more  of  the  nu- 
trients tested. 

The  truth  that  good  diet  is  im- 
portant to  good  health  doesn't

Formerly,  a  housewife  who  de- 
sired to  do  her  nutritional  best  for 
her  family  was  confronted  with  so 
many  complicated  value-charts 
and  serving  portions  that  it's  no 
wonder  many  mothers  gave  up.

Milk — fluid     whole,     evaporated, 
skim,  dry,  buttermilk. 
(Milk  should  be  fortified  with  vita- 
min D.  If  not,  a  vitamin  supple- 
ment should  be  given  throughout 
childhood  and  adolescence.) 
Cheese — cottage,  cream,  cheddar- 
type,  natural  or  processed. 
Ice  Cream. 

Vegetable-fruit  group 

(Valued  chiefly  for  vitamins  and  min- 
erals, especially  vitamins  A  and  C.) 
All  vegetables  and  fruits. 

Bread-cereal  group 

(These  foods  furnish  worthwhile 
amounts  of  protein,  iron,  several  B-vi- 
tamins,  and  food  energy.) 
All  whole-grain,  enriched  or  re- 
stored breads  and  cereals;  milk 
solids  give  extra  value. 

Try  to  have  some  food  from  the 
meat  or  milk  groups  at  each  meal. 
For  teen-agers  (unless  overweight) 
serve  oversize  or  extra  portions 
from  the  four  groups;  try  to  have 
snacks  contain  something  from  the 
meat  or  milk  groups;  add  unlisted 
foods  for  calorie  values  if  necessary.

Commerce  distributed  fake  $  1 0,000 
bills  imprinted :  "It  pays  to  vote  for 
the  Metropolitan  Charter."  "Vote 
Yes!"  stickers  were  plastered'on 
thousands  of  cars.  But  the  main 
support  came  from  individual  citi- 
zens— one  clergyman  sending  out 
hundreds  of  letters  to  his  fellow 
ministers. 

Four  hundred  members  of  the 
League  of  Women  Voters  took  part 
in  a  telephone  campaign  that 
reached  every  registered  voter. 
They  mailed  thousands  of  post 
cards,  distributed  thousands  of 
leaflets  in  every  supermarket.  They 
canvassed  office  buildings,  going 
from  floor  to  floor,  talking  to  each 
employee.  On  election  day  some 
manned  the  polls;  others  set  up  a 
giant  Telephonathon  to  get  out 
the  vote.  The  result  was  a  slim  but 
significant  victory  for  the  Metro- 
politan Charter  bv  a  vote  of 
44,175  to  42,448. 

The  implications  go  far  beyond 
Dade  County.  What  is  being  ham- 
mered out  here  may  well  become 
the  blueprint  and  hope  for  chaos- 
ridden  cities  everywhere.  If  our 
suburbs  are  to  become  the  fulfill- 
ment of  the  American  dream,  they 
must  have  some  form  of  Metropoli- 
tan government— whatever  plan 
best  fits  the  needs  of  the  area — to 
make  them  Paradise  Won  instead 
of  Paradise  Lost.

General  finishing  procedures  for  panels,  planks 


For  stain,  or  stain-wax,  apply  the 
mixture  and  wipe  off  excess.  Re- 
peat until  von  gel  shade  vou  want. 
For  any  read}  -to-linisli  wood,  con- 
sult vour  dealer  for  finish.  Methods 
outlined  here  are  general. 


There  are  many  wax-finishing  sys- 
tems. Keinemher:  after  waxing,  you 
can't  apply  paint,  varnish. 

Use  stain  or  bleach  to  lighten  or 
darken  wood  before  finishing.  Fol- 
low directions  on  can. 


For  clear  finish,  brush  on  clear  sealer 
or  thin  coat  of  white  shellac  mixed 
with  an  equal  amount  of  denatured 
alcohol.  Mix  thoroughly. 

\\  lien   dry,    lill    holes  with   wood 
putty    that    matches    the   paneling. 


Go  over  wood  with  No.  1  steel  wool 
or  No.  00  sandpaper.  Then  apply  a 
second  coat  of  clear  (or  pigmented) 
sealer  or  varnish. 

Use  white  or  natural  filler  for  sec- 
ond coat  on  open-grained  wood. 


For   final   coat,   apply   dull  varnish 
and  buff  it  to  a  gloss  when  dry. 

To  enamel  or  paint  an  open- 
grained  wood,  use  a  filler;  closed- 
grained  woods  (birch,  maple,  and  so 
on)  don't  require  filling.  Sand  sur- 
face lightly  between  coats. 
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For  lacquer  finish,  brush  on  a  coat 
of  lacquer  sealer.  When  it's  dry, 
sand  the  surface  lightly. 

Follow  this  with  several  coats  of 
clear  lacquer;  buff  and  wax.

Washington's  dizzy  diplomatic  whirl 


There  still  are  some  die-hard 
ambassadors  who  would  sooner 
stroll  down  Constitution  Avenue 
in  their  underpants  than  open 
their  embassies  to  touring  club- 
women, conventioneers,  school 
children,  and  so  on.  But  something 
new  that  challenges  the  old  order 
has  been  added  to  the  Washington 
scene.  The  enterprising  local  transit 
company  is  sponsoring  "Embassy 
Tours,"  whereby,  for  $5  a  head, 
anyone  can  join  a  rubberneck  tour 
(which  "includes  everything  from 
transportation  to  tea"),  visiting  a 
different  embassy  each  Sunday. 

At  embassy  functions,  not  spon- 
sored by  the  streetcar  company, 
guests  are  more  carefully  screened 
— but  gate  crashers  always  are  a 
problem.  For  years,  a  widow  of  a 
long-deceased  minor  diplomat  has 
been  the  scourge  of  embassy  social 
secretaries.

strict  time  schedule  governs 
formal  dinners  given  by  and  for 
ambassadors.  Guests  are  invited 
for  8  p.m.,  and  are  expected  to  be 
no  more  than  five  minutes  late.  At 
10:45  p.m.,  the  ranking  guest  is 
supposed  to  leave,  whereupon 
everybody  else  may  then  leave  if 
they  like.  If  it  is  an  extremely  good 
party,  sometimes  the  ranking  guest 
will  depart,  take  a  walk  around 
the  block,  and  return.  This  ploy,  it 
seem-,  automatically  cancels  all 
protocol  about  protocol. 

The  ultimate  in  protocol  ob- 
servance was  reported  by  column- 
ist Elise  Morrow  some  years  ago 
when  Mme.  Helle  Bonnet,  wife  of 
the  former  French  ambassador, 
was  a  figure  in  diplomatic  society. 
The  Bonnets  had  been  lured  as  the 
ranking  guests  to  a  big,  brassy  af- 
fair at  the  domicile  of  a  Washing- 
ton social  climber.  A  lady  guest, 
unfamiliar  with  the  layout,  asked 
where  the  powder  room  might  be. 

"Upstairs,"  the  hostess  replied, 
"but  youcan'tgoyet.  Mme.  Bonnet 
hasn't  been."

M  There  is  a  lot  of  bloom  on 
many  a  rose.  In  fact,  final  chore 
was  to  cut  Maggie  a  bouquet  of 
light  pink  buds  and  one  bloom  I 
found  of  Sterling  Silver. 

For  exercise,  I  used  my  biggest 
trowel  and  dug  weeds  out  of  a  back 
rose  bed.  I  got  a  wheelbarrow  load 
for  the  compost  pile.  Also  got  arms 
all  scratched  up  and  a  backache. 
It  is  a  poor  dirt  gardener  who  can't 
find  a  bushel  or  two  of  weeds  to  dig 
out  on  a  fall  evening. 

1h-t.  :i  Going  by  a  garden  store  on 
my  way  home,  I  stopped  to  howdy 


with  the  folks  there.  In  a  bin  of 
potted  roses,  I  spied  a  few  plants  of 
Moonsprite  still  unsold.  I  bought 
one  of  them. 

This  is  a  little  light  pink  flori- 
bunda  I  saw  in  a  garden  last  year. 
I  should  have  put  out  one  last 
spring  but  somehow  I  slipped  up 
and  didn't.  Tonight  I  set  it  into  a 
vacant  spot  in  a  rose  bed,  using  new 
soil  and  compost  mixed  up,  to  fill 
in  around  it.  First  though,  I 
worked  a  big  handful  of  super- 
phosphate into  the  soil  in  the  bot- 
tom of  the  hole.

OlNCE  certain  basic  expenditures — for  food,  mortgage 
payments,  taxes,  utilities,  repairs,  insurance,  essential  home 
equipment,  clothing,  health  care,  and  transportation — can't 
be  neglected,  the  next  step  is  to  estimate  their  total  cost  for 
the  coming  year  arid  subtract  that  from  your  expected  in- 
come. What's  left  is  the  unchanneled  money  whose  use  will 
make  your  plan  personal  and,  if  handled  right,  successful. 

In  allocating  this  "extra"  money,  let  personal  preference 
prevail  over  "averages."  If  you're  unusually  fond  of  music, 
for  instance,  don't  worry  about  spending  more  than  other 
families  do  for  records.  You'll  probably  find  that  you're 
spending  less  than  they  .are  for,  say,  movies. 

To  the  right  are  two  spending  plans.  The  top  one  lists  the 
average  expenditures  for  a  typical,  but  mythical,  American 
family.  From  it,  you  can  see  how  much  money  you're  spend- 
ing on  particular  items  as  compared  with  your  countrymen. 
The  second  plan  shows  one  family's  personal  plan,  which, 
as  yours  will,  varies  considerably  from  the  average.    ihhbm 


THE  REEF  that  wrecks  many  programs  is  the  attempt  to 
plan  by  the  week  or  by  the  month.  The  new  concept  of  plan- 
ning— by  the  year — is  more  flexible  and  more  comprehensive. 
Short-range  programs  can  be  upset  by  unexpected  spurts  of 
inflation  or  recession,  a  sudden  frost  in  Florida  that  boosts 
produce  prices,  and  other  unpredictable  factors.  Budgeting 
by  the  year,  you  can  exceed  a  month's  allotment  in  one  or 
several  departments  yet  still  have  opportunity  to  retrieve  the 
money  in  succeeding  months  or  in  other  expenses. 

The  third  element  of  your  plan,  the  spending  record,  lets 
you  know  whether  your  original  estimates  are  realistic,  or 
if  they  need  adjusting.  It  allows  you  to  compare  one  month's 
expenses  in  each  department  with  the  month  before  and 
with  the  same  month  in  other  years.  You'll  gain  both  ex- 
perience in  gauging  expenses  and  insight  into  trends  in  your 
spending.  Several  pencil  entries  a  day  are  all  that's  required, 
and  experts  suggest  that  one  member  of  the  family  make  all 
the  entries  from  reports  of  spending  submitted  by  the  others. 
The  record  book  can  be  a  piece  of  cardboard  or  any  ordi- 
nary notebook  with  ruled  columns.  For  convenience,  keep 
it  permanently  located  in  a  handy  spot. 

The  headings  in  the  sample  page  below  are  arbi- 
trary, and  yours  may  be  different.  This  record  sep- 
arates items  bought  in  the  same  store — food,  cleaning 
supplies,  and  toiletries,  for  instance.  But  you  don't 
have  to  go  through  the  store  writing  down  what  you 
spend.  Simply  take  home  your  cash-register  receipt 
and  use  it  to  sort  different  expenses.

1  O  MAKE  a  spending  program  work,  the  entire  family 
should  share  its  planning  and  its  goals.  A  husband  can't  buy 
a  new  hunting  jacket  if  his  wife  needs  basic  clothes. 

Wives  now  keep  track  of  money  and  bills  in  4  out  of  10 
families,  and  husbands  in  3  out  of  10.  In  the  rest,  they  share 
the  responsibility,  making  fullest  use  of  the  different  talents 
of  husband  and  wife.  A  woman,  for  instance,  is  usually- 
punctilious  and  realistic.  A  man's  business  ability  helps  set 
up  a  system.  Also,  men  are  efficient  planners. 

A  budget  imposed  on  a  family  by  one  member  simply 
leads  to  cheating.  Charge-account  grocers  confide  that 
housewives  sometimes  ask  them  to  advance  cash  and  add  it 
to  the  bill. 

Bv  taking  part  in  family  financial  planning,  wives  also 
learn  things  they  need  to  know  in  an  emergency. 

What  Hires  should  know  about  .  .  . 

.  .  .  Social  Security:  Payments  cover  families  of  workers  who 
die  or  are  totally  disabled.  Children  are  eligible  if  a  working 
mother  dies.  Keep  a  record  of  Social  Security  numbers  and 
birth  certificates  of  every  member  of  the  family. 
.  .  .  Employer,  Union  Benefits:  Keep  a  record  of  group  sick- 
ness and  death  benefits. 

.  .  .  Employee  Compensation:  State  compensation  laws  pro- 
vide for  medical  care  and  payments  to  anyone  injured  in 
connection  with  work.  Claims  are  made  to  the  Workmen's 
Compensation  Board  of  your  State  Labor  Department. 
.  .  .  Personal  Insurance:  Keep  the  name  and  address  of  your 
agent  or  insurance  company  handy.  Insurance  policies  need 
not  be  kept  in  a  safe-deposit  box,  and  shouldn't  be  if  the  wife 
does  not  have  access  to  it.  Every  wife  should  know  how  the 
insurance  would  be  paid:  lump  sum,  interest  income,  pay- 
ments for  a  fixed  period,  or  payments  for  life. 
.  .  .  Veterans'  Insurance:  Every  wife  should  know  the  ad- 
dress of  the  V.A.  regional  insurance  office  where  her  hus- 
band pays  premiums.  The  V.A.  requires  the  policy  number 
and  a  copy  of  the  death  certificate  before  settling  claims. 
.  .  .  Veterans'  Pensions:  War  veterans  who  become  totally 
and  permanently  disabled  in  civilian  life  are  entitled  to  pen- 
sions within  certain  income  limits.  Hospital  care  is  available 
in  case  of  severe  financial  need.  Dependents  of  deceased 
World  War  I  veterans  are  eligible  for  payments  within  cer- 
tain income  limits.  Dependents  of  later  war  veterans  are  eli- 
gible if  the  veteran  had  a  service-incurred  disability.  Con- 
tact the  State  Veterans'  Department  to  learn  of  state  aid. 
.  .  .  Property :  Each  wife  should  know  the  terms  of  her  hus- 
band's will  and  the  location  of  all  property  deeds,  bills  of 
sale,  mortgages,  and  securities.  She  should  have  a  record  of 
the  investment  firms  that  handled  these  transactions. 
.  .  .  Safe  Deposit  Box:  His  wife  should  know  the  location  and 
contents  of  a  man's  safe  deposit  box.  It  should  be  maintained 
in  both  names  for  easy  access  in  case  of  emergency. 
•  .  .  Business  Records:  The  wife  of  a  self-employed  man 
should  know  the  name  of  his  accountant,  any  partnership 
agreements,  or  any  other  commitments  that  could  affect 
family  assets. 

.  .  .  Debts:  A  wife  should  know  the  location  of  mortgage  and 
installment  contracts  and  notes,  and  whether  these  are  cov- 
ered by  credit  life  insurance  so  they  would  automatically  be 
paid  in  case  of  her  husband's  death.

Has  saving  become 
"old-fashioaedf 


OAVING  with  no  clear  goals  is  old-fashioned,  but  planned 
saving  for  a  specific  purpose  certainly  is  not. 

Today's  families,  unlike  those  of  earlier  generations,  have 
the  assistance  of  Social  Security,  group  medical  and  mort- 
gage insurance,  union  welfare  funds,  company  benefits,  and 
similar  programs  in  reducing  the  need  for  a  large  "defen- 
sive" fund  so  common  in  the  past.  The  modern  concept  in 
saving  is  not  primarily  to  guard  against  misfortune,  but  to 
help  you  achieve  positive  goals. 

Of  course,  you  can't  ignore  emergency  and  retirement 
funds  altogether.  You  won't  need  as  much  protection  as  your 
parents  did,  but  you'll  need  some.  A  simple  formula  for  esti- 
mating the  amount  comes  later  in  this  article. 

Once  you've  set  up  a  plan  for  supplementary  family  pro- 
tection, you  can  direct  the  rest  of  your  savings  toward  your 
own  private  dream.  Decide  what  you  want  to  save/or,  then 
start  individual  savings  accounts  for  each  goal. 

The  Personal  Spending  Plan  presented  earlier  shows  not 
only  how  a  family  might  save  money,  but  how  they  might 
allot  it.  This  plan  deviates  from  "average"  spending  in  these 
ways: 

1  It  allots  slightly  less  to  food,  on  the  basis  that  smart  plan- 
ning and  adequate  food-preparation  equipment  can  save 
at  least  10  percent  of  average  expenditures. 

2  It  allots  more  to  housing  than  the  national  average,  since 
home  improvement  is  a  good  investment. 

3  It  cuts  back  clothing  expenses,  recognizing  that  informal 
suburban  living,  modern  home-laundry  equipment,  and 
the  increasing  use  of  sturdy,  man-made  clothing  fibers  can 
cut  both  purchase  and  upkeep  costs. 

4  It  allots  more  to  health-care  than  the  "average"  family 
does.  This  larger  allotment  is  intended  to  lift  some  of  the 
worry  over  medical  bills  that  nags  many  families.  Any 
money  left  over  in  a  particular  year  will  not  be  used  else- 
where, but  kept  in  an  interest-earning  account  to  accumu- 
late a  medical  reserve.  How  much  reserve  you  need  de- 
pends on  whether  you  have  group  health  insurance. 

5  It  sets  up  funds  for  special  goals,  such  as  education. 

6  It  establishes  a  definite  allotment  for  a  family-protection 
reserve  that  supplements  Social  Security  and  insurance. 

7  It  establishes  a  depreciation  reserve  against  major  repairs 
or  replacement  of  family  equipment.  The  allotments  for 
home  equipment  and  car  purchase  not  actually  spent  each 
month  go  into  this  separate  reserve  for  future  use. 

II  It  sets  aside  money  for  a  "capital  fund,"  whose  purpose  is 
to  finance  the  family's  operations.  When  not  in  use,  this 
capital  earns  interest.  But  its  biggest  dividends  come  from 
enabling  you  to  take  advantage  of  buying  opportunities. 
How  much  do  other  families  save?  The  average  in  recent 
years  has  ranged  from  4  to  7  percent  of  after-tax  income. 
But  savings  vary  enormously,  not  only  as  income  rises,  but 
between  salaried  and  self-employed  people.  A  recent  study 
conducted  by  the  Wharton  School  of  Finance  and  Com- 
merce indicated  that  self-employed  people  save  14  per- 
cent, compared  with  2  to  3  percent  for  wage  earners.  In 
just  the  middle-income  brackets,  salaried  people  save 
about  4  percent;  self-employed  people  17  percent.  But 
neither  these  figures  nor  the  allotments  are  rigid;  they 
serve  only  to  help  you  develop  your  own  program.

%  new  ideas  on  buying 

J.  HE  new  concept  of  money  handling  includes  three  mod- 
ern approaches  to  getting  a  better  standard  of  living  from 
your  present  income: 

Full  use  of  your  " capital  fund" 

A  capital  fund  is  the  most  profitable  investment  a  family 
can  make  if  it's  kept  working  full  time  and  doesn't  lie  semi- 
idle  in  a  bank  or  bonds.  Its  advantage  is  that  it  lets  you  buy 
for  cash,  saving  credit  costs,  and  enables  you  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  sales.  Even  a  tiny  "House  Fuel  Fund"  of  $30, 
earning  a  2-percent  cash  discount  each  time  you  buy,  will 
yield  16  percent  a  year.  In  comparison,  common  stocks  typ- 
ically yield  5  or  6  percent,  and  government  "E"  bonds  3% 
percent.  To  make  good  its  purpose,  your  capital  fund  must 
be  refilled  after  use.  You  pay  back  into  it  just  as  you  pay  a 
store  or  finance  company,  and  then  you're  able  to  use  it 
again.  Using  your  capital  fund  wisely,  you  can: 

►  Stock  up  on  supermarket  packaged-food  specials,  as  in  the 
September  canned-goods  sales. 

►  Save  8  to  40  percent  by  buying  foods,  cleaning  supplies, 
and  toiletries  in  bulk  quantities  and  larger  sizes. 

►  Fill  your  freezer  in  winter  when  meat  prices  are  low 
against  the  warmer  months  when  prices  are  higher. 

►  Fill  up  on  fuel  in  the  summer,  save  6  or  7  percent  of  the 
price,  and  also  earn  cash  discounts. 

►  Take  advantage  of  regular  sales  to  meet  your  needs  of 
clothing,  home  furnishings,  toiletries,  and  other  goods. 
Semiannual  shoe  sales,  for  example,  often  offer  savings  of  10 
to  20  percent  on  staple  styles  and  brands. 

►  Finance  many  of  your  own  purchases.  A  capital  fund  used 
to  buy  S500  worth  of  household  equipment  will  save  SI  00  on 
the  finance  charge  for  a  2-year  installment  contract. 

Reserves  for  the  day  the  machine  stops 

Every  businessman  puts  aside  a  certain  amount  of  money 
to  repair  or  replace  equipment.  A  similar  family  "deprecia- 
tion reserve"  can  be  built  even  with  small  allotments,  if  they 
are  made  regulaiiv. 

The  very  moment  he  completes  buying  a  car,  the  far- 
sighted  man  starts  to  put  away  $40  a  month  for  his  next  one. 
He  recognizes  that  he  is  "using  up"  his  car.  He  not  only- 
starts  to  save  the  finance  charge  of  $450  on  his  next  car,  but 
his  depreciation  fund  will  earn  interest,  of  $150.  His  next 
$2,500  car  will  cost  him  $2,350  instead  of  $2,950.  Not  all 
families  can  set  aside  enough  to  buy  a  car,  but  they  can  use 
this  plan  to  meet  larger  down  payments,  and  provide  for 
major  repairs. 

A  depreciation  reserve  for  household  equipment  promises 
even  greater  savings,  for  finance  charges  generally  are  higher 
on  these  goods.  In  estimating  how  long  it  will  be  before  you 
buy  a  new  freezer,  refrigerator,  range,  washing  machine, 
furniture,  or  carpets,  remember  that  style  changes  and  tech- 
nical improvements  might  make  you  want  to  replace  your 
present  equipment  long  before  it  wears  out.  Also,  you  might 
buy  new  furnishings  if  you  move. 

Cooperation  with  neighbors 

Today,  families  show  talent  for  joint  buying  and  pooling 
of  services,  such  as  arranging  jointly  for  black-top  driveways, 
buying  garden  needs  in  bulk,  and  building  groups  of  houses 
cooperatively.  Other  examples  found  in  suburban  neighbor- 
hoods: cooperative  nurseries;  joint  buying  of  insurance  and 
fuel :  equipment  co-ops  where  families  share  the  purchase  of 
motorized  mowers,  power  saws,  and  similar  items.

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What  about  credit? 


i^REDIT  is  a  useful  tool  if  you  stay  in  command  of  it, 
don't  use  it  unnecessarily,  and  do  get  it  at  lowest  cost. 

Two  out  of  five  families  under  45  pay  between  10  and  40 
percent  of  their  income  on  installment  payments.  With  True 
interest  rates  of  12  to  40  percent,  this  means  a  sizable  slice  of 
their  income  is  usurped  by  finance  charges. 

While  credit  is  useful  in  obtaining  large  items  you  can't 
immediately  pay  for,  it's  often  expensive  when  used  for  low- 
er-cost items  purchased  through  "revolving  payment  plans," 
"budget  charge  accounts,"  or  "permanent  budget  ac- 
counts," for  there's  an  important  difference  between  these 
new  plans  and  regular  free  charge  accounts:  the  revolving 
accounts  cost  you  true  annual  interest  fees  of  from  12  to  22 
percent. 

If  you  have  no  access  to  a  regular  charge  account  and 
need  credit  for  smaller  items,  it's  possible  (and  wise)  to  bor- 
row short-term  cash  loans  from  low-rate  banks  and  credit 
unions.  In  doing  so,  borrow  the  least  you  need,  not  the  most 
you  can  get;  make  your  monthly  payments  as  large  as  you 
can,  not  over  as  long  a  time  as  the  creditor  will  allow;  and 
borrow  from  the  lowest-cost  source,  not  necessarily  the 
handiest  or  quickest.  For  example,  if  you  repay  a  $2,000 
balance  on  a  car  in  30  months  instead  of  36,  the  finance 
charge,  at  14  percent,  would  be  $350  instead  of  $420. 

The  way  rates  are  stated,  people  sometimes  are  confused 
about  what  they  actually  pay.  Here  are  two  simple  formulas 
for  finding  the  "true"  yearly  interest  rate: 

1 .  If  the  rate  is  stated  as  a  percentage  of  the  remaining  or 
declining  balance  each  month,  you  simply  multiply  the 
monthly  percentage  by  12  to  get  the  true  yearly  rate.  Thus, 
"one  percent  a  month"  is  a  true  rate  of  12  percent  a  year. 

2.  If  the  rate  is  stated  as  a  yearly  percentage  of  the  original 
debt,  the  true  yearly  rate  is  approximately  double.  That's 
because  you're  repaying  each  month,  and  over  the  life  of  the 
loan  you  really  owe  an  average  of  only  half  the  original 
amount.  For  instance,  if  you  repay  in  12  monthly  install- 
ments a  $1,000  debt  at  a  stated  rate  of  12  percent  and  pay  a 
finance  charge  of  $120,  your  true  interest  cost  would  be 
about  24  percent,  since  your  average  debt  during  the  year  is 

not  the  original  $1,000.

Planning  family  protection 

WHILE  Social  Security  and  related  programs  have  be- 
come the  chief  financial  defense  of  most  American  fami- 
lies against  loss  of  their  wa?e  earner,  or  for  retirement,  a  sup- 
plementary fund  is  still  necessary,  especially  if  you  have  no 
job-pension  benefits.  Here  is  a  simple  formula  for  estimating 
how  much  savings  or  insurance — or,  most  likely,  a  combina- 
tion of  both — you  need  to  protect  your  family: 
►  Estimate  how  much  money  your  family  would  need  if  left 
without  its  breadwinner.  Government  studies  indicate  that  a 
widow  with  two  children  would  need  at  least  S275  a  month, 
at  1958  prices,  for  a  modest  standard  of  fixing  in  an  urban 
community.  If  its  breadwinner's  average  earnings  after  1950 
had  been  in  the  $4,200  to  S4,800  range,  this  family  would 
get  about  $230  to  $240  a  month  from  Social  Security. 

Then  calculate  the  amount  you  need  in  addition  to  Social 
Security.  At  the  moderate  interest  rate  of  21  ■>  percent,  you 
would  need  SI 4,000  in  insurance  and  savings  to  supply  a  S50 
a  month  supplement  for  30  years,  or  $19,000  to  supply  $100 
a  month  for  20  years. 

p-  For  retirement  planning,  figure  on  about  $9,000  to  buy  a 
joint-and-survivor  annuity  at  65  that  will  furnish  $48  a 
month  while  both  husband  and  wife  are  alive,  and  $36  a 
month  to  the  survivor.  A  very  modest  fixing  standard  for  a 
retired  couple  would  cost  about  $200  a  month  in  1958,  of 
which  Social  Security  would  supply  about  $175  to  $185  for  a 
middle-income  couple. 

For  most  young  families,  insurance  provides  most  of  this 
protection  until  the  family's  own  fund  assumes  larger  pro- 
portions. Properly  invested,  the  fund  won't  have  to  grow  all 
by  itself;  it  will  have  strong  help  from  the  power  of  com- 
pound interest.  For  that  reason,  an  early  start  is  more  im- 
portant than  the  amount  you  put  away.  Starting  at  30,  one 
couple  invests  $200  a  year  at  an  average  yield  of  4  percent. 
Another  family  starts  at  40  but  puts  away  $400  a  year.  At 
age  50,  both  have  invested  $4,000,  but  the  first  family  has 
$6,194,  the  second  only  $4,994. 

The  erosion  by  inflation  of  the  buying  power  of  fixed- 
value  savings  has  encouraged  many  small  savers  to  invest  in 
stocks,  since  stocks  rise  with  inflation.  But  there  is  danger  in 
protecting  only  against  inflation.  As  we  recently  relearned, 
there  are  recessions,  too.  A  family  that  can't  afford  to  lose 
its  reserve  needs  to  hedge  both  ways :  against  inflation  and 
recession,  and  many  investments  differ  in  their  resistance  to 
each.  For  example : 

Preferred  stocks  are  more  recession-resistant  than  com- 
mon stocks,  but  they  don't  climb  as  much  during  inflation. 
If  you  hold  "convertible  preferred,"  however,  you  have  the 
choice  of  exchanging  your  preferred  stock  for  common  stock 
if  the  price  of  the  common  rises. 

Certain  common  stocks  hold  better  than  others  in  a  re- 
cession. These  include  utilities,  stable  industries  like  food 
and  basic  clothing,  bank  stocks,  and  insurance-company 
stocks. 

Mutual  funds  differ,  too.  The  so-called  "balanced"  funds 
are  more  stable.  The  more  speculative  high-income  funds 
are  more  subject  to  violent  swings  in  value. 

Your  own  home  can  be  a  protection.  You  can  invest  in  it 
two  ways :  in  your  mortgage  and  in  improvements.  Prepay- 
ing part  of  your  mortgage  earns  from  5  to  6  percent  com- 
pared to  the  3  or  4  percent  from  savings  accounts  and  "E" 
bonds.  An  investment  in  your  own  mortgage  is  a  hedge 
against  recession,  though  not  against  inflation.  But  you  can 
hedge  against  inflation,  too,  by 'investing  in  maintenance 
and  improvements.  A  well-kept  home  increases  in  value  dur- 
ing an  inflation  just  as  stocks  do,  but  even  more  steadily 
and  surely.  And  it  also  gives  you  a  nicer  place  to  live.

Making  your  money  grow 


SAVINGS  and  investment  accounts  play  a  bigger  role 
than  budget  boxes  in  the  new  concept  of  money  handling, 
and  you'll  achieve  your  goals  sooner  if  you  make  your  de- 
preciation reserve,  capital,  and  family-protection  funds  work 
full  time. 

In  investing  your  funds  for  maximum  safety,  you  need  to 
vary  not  only  the  type  of  investment  (short-  or  long-range) 
but  the  specific  investment.  Concentrating  all  his  funds  in 
one  or  two  stocks  is  dangerous  for  a  small  investor.  Mutual 
funds  and  investment  trusts  offer  wide  diversity,  which  ac- 
counts for  their  growing  popularity.  They  have  another  ad- 
vantage for  long-range. savings:  by  enabling  reinvestment  of 
dividends,  they  allow  families  to  use  the  "dollar  averaging" 
techniques  of  large  institutional  investors,  making  no  great 
attempt  to  "beat  the  market"  by  searching  for  elusive  bar- 
gains, but  being  designed  to  settle  for  average  prices  and 
grow  as  the  national  business  community  grows.  But  keep  in 
mind  that  even  the  most  varied  mutual  funds  are  basically 
stock  investments,  and  subject  to  the  same  fluctuations. 

Next  to  life  insurance,  series  "E"  bonds  are  still  the  most 
popular  investment.  They  have  distinct  advantages  for 
long-range  savings.  Their  fixed  3^-percent  interest  is  a 
special  value  for  long-range  investment  when  other  yields 
are  low.  Also,  the  tax  on  their  increase  in  value  can  be  post- 
poned. For  some  families,  the  334-percent  yield  is  just  as 
good  as  a  taxable  4-percent  return.  Nor  do  you  pay  any 
state  or  local  tax  on  their  yield. 

But  many  families  use  "E"  bonds  for  short-range  pur- 
poses, to  their  disadvantage.  Since  their  yield  is  scaled  so 
that  "E"  bonds  earn  only  2.3  percent  the  first  year,  and  2.8 
the  second,  it's  not  until  the  third  that  they  earn  the  3  per- 
cent which  other  types  of  savings  accounts  pay  from  the  start. 

Today  there  are  many  reasons  for  moderate-income  fami- 
lies to  invest  in  stocks  and  bonds,  but  you  need  full  informa- 
tion before  taking  the  plunge.  Your  local  banker  can  advise 
you  on  investments,  suggest  literature,  and  refer  you  to  rep- 
utable brokers.  Preferably,  consult  several  of  them  before 
deciding  on  a  mutual-fund  or  stock  purchase.  The  following 
chart  gives  basic  facts  about  various  types  of  investments:

Xerhaps  like  many  of  us,  you  have  seen  hypnosis  only  on 
the  stage  and  television,  where  you  became  conditioned  to 
expect  the  hypnotist  to  make  a  fool  of  his  victim  or,  at  the 
very  least,  puncture  him  with  pins.  Of  course,  this  has  noth- 
ing to  do  with  medical  hypnosis  (hypnotherapy). 

Hypnosis — a  light  stage  of  hypnosis — is  so  simple  that  you 
could  be  practicing  it  right  now.  You  are  perfectly  aware  of 
what's  going  on,  but  you've  let  your  arms  rest  easily  and 
you've  released  the  pressure  of  time  and  trouble  from  your 
mind.  You  may  concentrate  on  a  single  object — even  the 
words  you're  reading  on  this  page.  You  could  make  a  posi- 
tive goal — like  overcoming  a  headache — the  dominating  in- 
fluence, and  you  could  do  it  easily.  You  would  be  practicing 
auto-  or  self-hypnosis. 

There  are  many  more  startling  examples  of  auto-hypno- 
sis. Recently,  a  farmer  caught  his  hand  in  a  cornpicker.  Be- 
fore escaping,  his  arm  was  nearly  torn  off  to  the  shoulder. 
Still,  he  managed  to  walk  across  a  field  to  his  house  for  help 
— without  bleeding.  Somehow  a  natural  hemorrhage  was 
controlled.  Nature,  in  effect,  cut  off  this  man's  blood  flow — 
because  he  knew  he  might  otherwise  bleed  to  death.  There 
were  countless  cases  of  self-hypnosis  during  the  war.  A  sol- 
dier with  a  severe  abdominal  wound  managed  to  walk  five 
miles  without  bleeding  until  the  instant  he  reached  a  medi- 
cal unit  where  he  knew  he  would  be  treated. 

You  may  practice  a  form  of  auto-hypnosis  in  a  variety  of 
ways.  Playing  golf,  for  example,  -you  may  do  exceptionally 
well  the  first  five  holes.  Then  you  approach  the  sixth  tee 
feeling  sure  you  can't  keep  up  the  pace.  In  hypnology,  this 
would  relate  to  the  "law  of  reverse  effect"  :  when  you  think 
you  can't  do  something,  the  more  you  wish  to  do  it,  the  less 
able  you  are.  It  is  always  easier  to  imagine  the  worst.  In 
turn,  the  "law  of  dominant  effect"  works  in  such  a  way  that 
a  positive  thought  (like  "I'm  going  to  make  a  million  dol- 
lars") will  dominate  if  you  create  a  strong  enough  goal  or 
emotion.  "The  law  of  concentrated  attention"  suggests  that 
if  you  dwell  on  an  idea  with  a  sufficient  degree  of  intensity,  it 
will  tend  to  realize  itself — even  ideas  that  are  ordinarily  im- 
possible to  achieve,  like  our  farmer  above.    [  Turn  to  page  120

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.t  68,  Joe  Welch  has  a  new  career  in  television,  with- 
out letting  up  on  his  old — the  law.  He  has  an  impressive 
schedule  of  speeches  and  voluminous  correspondence;  he 
respects  the  usual  demands  on  celebrities  for  souvenirs 
(bow  ties),  pictures,  and  autographs;  he  writes,  reads, 
sails,  and  fishes;  he  is  an  amateur  weatherman,  a  ham 
radio  "listener,"  and  an  inveterate  gin  rummy  player; 
he  was  also  recently  married.  Still,  Welch  himself  insists, 
"I  am  sweetly  lazy  and  indolent,  and  I  love  it." 

Welch  is  relaxed.  He  has  long  since  settled  comfortably 
into  life  and  gets  along  fine  with  it.

At  Cape  Cod,  where  he  now  lives  year  round,  Welch 
can  follow  the  pattern  of  a  "good  northeaster"  with  a  va- 
riety of  weather  instruments  he  always  keeps  in  sight 
and  use. 

In  conversation,  Welch  may  at  any  moment  perform 
some  remarkably  disconcerting  gymnastics,  scratching  his 
left  ear  by  bringing  his  right  hand  from  around  the  back 
of  his  neck. 

"I've  never  been  frightened  in  a  storm.  My  intellect 
tells  me  I  could  get  hurt  or  even  killed,  but  is  there  any 
more  graceful,  natural  way  to  die  than  by  a  sudden, 
beautiful  stroke  of  lightning  coming  down  from  the 
skies?  And  I'd  rather  be  hit  by  a  tornado  than  some 
hellish  machine  someone  has  built." 

He  concluded  quite  happily,  "I  simply  have  an  atti- 
tude about  weather." 

And  Welch's  attitude  about  weather  underlies  the  • 
whole  man :  the  wise,  kindly,  optimistic  attitude  he  has 
about  the  whole  of  life — atout  words,  about  voicing  them 
"to  move,  to  persuade,  to  change,  to  achieve,  to  do  things 
with  only  these  little  sounds  that  you  make  with  your 
larynx  and  your  lips." 

Welch  will  caress  and  care  for  words  like  flowers,  and 
once  planted  on  his  tongue,  they  bloom  in  great  varieties 
of  color  and  tone. 

Oomeone  said,  "Joseph  Welch  is  the  last  of  the  red-hot 
gentlemen."  And  you're  tempted  to  separate  the  words 
"gentle"  and  "man"  if  they've  lost  any  meaning  to  you 
together. 

When  he  first  appeared  on  the  scene  of  the  Army- 
McCarthy  hearings,  Welch  was  known  to  his  profession 
as  one  of  the  sharpest  trial  lawyers  since  Clarence  Dar- 
row.  Unknown  to  the  newsmen  and  the  public  generally, 
he  was  described  as  someone  out  of  Pickwick  Papers,  a 
Dickensian  character,  an  Old  World  gentleman.  It  was 
this  contrast  with  the  opposing  principals  in  the  hearing 
that  catapulted  Welch  to  national  affection  and  promi- 
nence, and  made  him  the  symbol  of  grace  and  decency 
in  an  unhappy  episode  in  American  history. 

But  Welch  is  quick  to  say,  "There  are  still  quite  a  re- 
spectable number  of  people  who  think  I  was  on  the  wrong 
side.  Someone  just  addressed  a  letter  to  me  as  'Stinker 
Joe  Welch,  Boston,  Massachusetts,'  and  the  postman  had 
no  difficulty  identifying  just  who  'Stinker'  was  out  of  a 
considerable  number  of  'Joe  Welches.' 

Welch  was  attacked  and  still  is  by  those  who  argue  he 
was  totally  unaware  of  the  danger         [  Turn  to  page  145 
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\^  the  honors  accumulate.  Joseph  Nye  \\  elch,  the  tall  and  courtly  Bos- 
ton la«  ver  \n  ho  served  as  the  \rm\  "s  counsel  in  1954,  remains  a  thought- 
ful, sensitive  man  who  can  even  make  an  eloquent  conversation  out  of 
the  weather.  He  is  not  the  self-conscious  public  figure  who  feels  com- 
pelled to  offer  readv  solutions  to  all  our  problems.  He  isn't,  in  fact,  a 
man  to  hold  an\  opinion  without  the  knowledge  to  do  it  justice.

Lighting  traditional  homes

H 


.ere's  proof  that  new  lighting  can  make  an  older 
home  more  livable.  It  can  make  a  color  scheme  sparkle 
and  show  off  details  of  prized  possessions. 

The  photographs  were  taken  in  the  century-old 
farmhouse  of  Gene  and  Olive  Stephenson;  both  are 
famous  decorators.  He  is  coauthor  of  the  book,  "How 
to  Decorate  and  Light  Your  Home,"  and  a  past-presi- 
dent of  the  American  Institute  of  Decorators. 

We  asked  these  experts  for  lighting  ideas  which  our 
readers  could  adapt  at  moderate  cost.  They  showed  us 
their  Connecticut  home  where  they  have  tested  ideas 
with  actual  living.  Mrs.  Stephenson  has  served  quiet 


family  dinners  and  big  buffet  meals.  Their  lighting  is 
adaptable  to  both  a  long  June  twilight  and  a  dark  day 
in  December.  Their  reading  lamps  are  adjustable  be- 
cause he's  tall,  she's  short.  Everything  makes  sense! 

To  adapt  these  ideas  for  your  family,  you'll  need 
adequate  power  and  plenty  of  outlets.  Lamps  similar 
to  those  shown  are  readily  available  in  stores. 

Each  idea  pictured  can  be  used  alone,  but  if  you 
combine  several,  you'll  gain  flexibility.  You  can  spot- 
light one  section  of  a  room,  dim  another;  that's  how 
a  stage  designer  varies  one  basic  set.  You  can  work  the 
same  magic  to  get  variety  in  your  home.

Fourth  "washes"  wall  with  light,  seems  to  enlarge  room.

Decorator  Stephenson  successfully  combines  the 
functional  little  wall  lamp  with  a  decorative  three- 
way  table  lamp,  a  slim  new  TV  set,  and  a  heavy  old 
butcher-block  table.  For  TV-viewing,  he  has  in- 
cluded scientifically  correct  lighting  that's  carelully 
planned  to  prevent  eyestrain. 

Note  how  light  from  television  screen  is  balanced 
with  that  thrown  on  the  wall  behind  the  set.

It's  balanced:  lighting  sources  are 
spread  throughout  entire  room.  It's 
flexible:  spotlight  one  area  and  dim 
another  to  suit  the  activity. 

Living  and  dining  areas  become 
one  big  room  when  chandelier  is 
raised,  table  set  in  corner,  ('offee 
table  on  casters,  captain's  chairs, 
some  lamps  are  easily  moved.

Little  birds . . . 


Fried  cutups.  This  is  a  petite  turkey,  a  young  fryer-roast- 
er cut  in  serving  pieces  just  like  chicken.  Cutups  are 
marketed  in  3J4-  to  5-pound  packages.  Skillet-fry  till 
crisp-coated,  tender.  Or  brown,  then  oven-cook. 

Barbecued  turkey  tastes  every  bit  as  delicious  now  as 
in  summertime !  Mount  a  5  to  8  pounder  on  spit  and  let  it 
go  round  and  round  on  range  rotisserie  or  in  portable  all- 
electric  rotisserie.  Or  let  it  turn  over  the  coals  outdoors. 

Broiled  halves.  Here  a  dainty-size  fryer-roaster  (only 
3  to  5  pounds)  is  split  in  two  for  broiling.  Baste  with 
herbed  salad  oil  while  cooking.  Serve  it  savory  and  hot, 
sprinkled  with  parsley.  And  don't  forget  Giblet  Gravy! 
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Broiled  halves

(Foil-roasted) 

Little  family?  This  turkey  roast  is  cut 
out  for  you! — 

A  quarter-turkey  roast  may  vary 
from  4^9  to  7  pounds,  ready-to- 
cook  weight.  (Allow  about  l/> 
pound  per  serving.)  For  all  white 
meat,  choose  a  forequarter.  A  drum- 
stick quarter  gives  dark  meat  plus 
a  few  slices  of  white. 

For  frozen  roast :  Before  cook- 
ing, thaw  completely  in  refrigera- 
tor  (takes  about   1^>  to  3  days). 

To  truss:  Forequarter — tie  cord 
around  breast  end  to  hold  the  wing 
flat.  Drumstick  quarter — tuck  the 
white-meat  piece  under  leg  and  tie 
leg  to  tail  or  body. 

Foil-wrap:  Rub  cut  side  of  tur- 
key with  salt.  Place  trussed  roast, 
skin  side  up,  on  square  of  heavy 
aluminum  foil  (the  thin  tears  too 
easily).  Bring  one  end  of  foil  snugly 
over  top  of  turkey:  bring  opposite 
end  up  lapping  over  first  (overlap 
should  be  2  to  3  inches) .  Then  press 
remaining  two  sides  of  foil  up  (foil 
should  come  up  high  enough  to 
prevent  drippings  from  running 
into  the  pan  and  burning). 

To  roast :  Place  foil-wrapped 
roast  in  bottom  of  shallow  pan — 
don't  use  rack.  Roast  in  very  hot 
oven  (450°)  20  to  25  minutes  per 
pound.  (A  3-pound  roast  takes 
about  2  hours.) 

When  turkey  has  cooked  to 
within  15  to  20  minutes  of  total  cook- 
ing time,  remove  from  oven.  Quickly 
slit  foil  with  scissors  or  knife  and 
fold  away  from  roast.  (If  you  use  a 
meat  thermometer,  insert  it  in 
center  of  thickest  meaty  section  of 
forequarter;  or  in  center  of  inside 
thigh  muscle.)  Return  turkey  to 
oven.  Continue  roasting  till  tender. 
To  test,  press  meaty  part  of  roast 
(protect  hand  with  paper  towel)  — 
meat  should  feel  very  soft.  Also 
lift  drumstick  up  and  down — joint 
should  give  readily  or  break.  (Meat 
thermometer  should  register  190°.) 
Tasting-Test  Kitchen  note:  A 
casserole  of  stuffing  (covered)  may 
be  placed  in  oven  with  the  turkey 
for  last  half  hour  of  roasting.  See 
Walnut  Stuffing  recipe.

Spoon  in  stuffing.  Shake  bird  to 
settle  stuffing;  do  not  pack.  Close 
opening  by  placing  skewers  across 
it  and  lacing  shut  with  cord.  Tie 
drumsticks  securely  to  tail.  (If 
opening  has  band  of  skin  across, 
push  the  drumsticks  underneath, 
and  you  won't  need  to  fasten  open- 
ing or  tie  legs.)

In  covered  pan,  simmer  (don't 
boil)  turkey  giblets  till  tender  in 
lightly  salted  water  to  cover — add 
few  celery  leaves  and  onion  slices  to 
the  water.

Thoroughly  cream  1  cup  of  shorten- 
ing and  2  cups  of  sugar.

French  Omelet 

The  ingredients  are  simple  enough,  just 
eggs,  water,  and  salt.  The  trick  is  the 
technique — 

The  pan  should  be  of  heavy  met- 
al and  at  least  6  inches  across  for 
an  individual  omelet.  Preheat  the 
pan  for  about  10  minutes  over  very 
low  heat.  For  each  omelet  beat  3 
eggs.  1  tablespoon  of  water,  and  a 
little  salt  with  a  fork  or  a  rotary 
beater  until  well  blended  but  not 
frothy.  Strain  them.  When  ready  to 
make  the  omelet,  turn  up  the  heat 
under -the  pan.  The  pan  should  be 
hot  enough  to  make  butter  sizzle 
but  not  brown.  Put  a  good  table- 
spoon of  butter  in  the  pan  and 
when  it  is  melted,  pour  in  the  eggs. 
Leave  for  maybe  30  seconds,  until 
the  bottom  starts  to  set  a  little. 
then  shake  the  pan  with  one  hand 
and  stir  the  eggs  lightly  with  a  fork 
with  the  other.  While  the  omelet 
is  still  soft  and  creamy,  let  stand 
for  a  few  seconds,  then  tilt  the  pan 
at  right  angles  toward  a  hot  plate 
or  omelet  dish,  and  with  the  same 
fork,  fold  the  omelet  over  and 
turn  out.

Put  a 
toothpick  under  the  meat  but  over 
the  shell  at  both  ends  to  keep  the 
shrimp  flat;  otherwise  they  will 
curl  when  they  are  baked.  Chop 
3^2  pound  of  raw  scallops  and  fill 
into  the  shrimp.  Melt  4  tablespoons 
of  butter  in  a  small  saucepan,  add 
Yi  teaspoon  of  paprika,  and  cook 
over  very  slow  heat  for  10  min- 
utes or  so  to  take  the  raw  taste  out 
of  the  paprika.  Combine  with  2 
tablespoons  of  crushed  potato 
chips,  l/i  cup  of  cracker  meal,  and 
3  tablespoons  of  grated  Parmesan 
cheese.  Cover  the  shrimp  with  this 
mixture  and  place  them  in  a  shal- 
low baking  dish  with  a  little  water 
in      the      bottom — this      prevents 


shrimp  from  drying.  Bake  for  about 
20  to  25  minutes  in  a  moderate 
oven  at  350°;  1  to  2  tablespoons  of 
cooking  sherry  may  be  sprinkled 
over  the  shrimp  if  desired  just  be- 
fore removing  them  from  the  oven.

Everyday  wonders 
of  medical  hypnosis

Every  doctor  deals  with  illnesses 
that  seemingly  have  no  physical 
basis  yet  are  very  real.  Migraine 
headaches,  attacks  of  asthma,  ul- 
cers, allergic  reactions,  high  blood 
pressure,  and  heart  attacks — even 
when  they  are  rooted  in  emotional 
disturbances — can  cause  pain,  even 
death.  Such  ailments,  doctors  find, 
respond  remarkably  well  to  hyp- 
notic suggestion. 

A  he  big  difference  between  mod- 
ern medical  hypnosis  and  old-fash- 
ioned mesmerism  or  "magnetism" 
is  that  doctors  nowadays  do  not 
think  of  it  as  a  treatment  in  itself, 
but  as  a  handy  tool  to  help  them 
give  other,  conventional  forms  of 
treatment. 

Dr.  Anthony  J.  Pellicane  of  New 
Brunswick,  New  Jersey,  Fellow  of 
the  American  College  of  Surgeons 
and  International  College  of  Sur- 
geons, estimates  that  medical  hyp- 
nosis can  relieve  four  out  of  every 
five  victims  of  migraine  within  30 
seconds. 

Suggestion  can  stop  an  asth- 
matic attack  in  its  tracks.  Typical 
of  the  value  of  hypnosis  in  treating 
such  ailments  is  the  case  of  the  doc- 
tor's nurse  who  had  been  an  asth- 
matic since  the  age  of  five.  She  had 
been  dogged  by  recurrent  attacks 
lasting  from  24  to  36  hours.  The 
doctor  found  that  by  using  sugges- 
tion he  could  give  her  relief  almost 
instantly. 

But  the  patients  who  are  most 
enthusiastic  about  medical  hyp- 
nosis are  overweight  women  who 
for  years  have  struggled  with  diets, 
calorie-counting,  and  reducing 
pills.  A  doctor  working  with  pa- 
tients who  are  too  fat,  first  relaxes 
them,  and  prescribes  a  complete 
diet.  He  then  gives  the  patient  a 
posthypnotic  suggestion  that  "It 
is  important  to  stay  on  the  diet." 
Posthypnotic  suggestions  have  a 
strong  compulsion;  the  patient 
is  made  uncomfortable  by  break- 
ing the  diet,  so  she  sticks  to  it.

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Medical  hypnosis 


over  the  country  are  employing 
medical  hypnosis  to  treat  the  symp- 
toms of  various  illnesses.  Used 
widely  during  the  second  World 
War,  medical  hypnosis  is  now  rec- 
ognized by  doctors  both  as  a  diag- 
nostic and  therapeutic  agent.  Med- 
ical hypnosis  is  now  taught  in 
many  medical  colleges. 

Among  those  who  employ  thera- 
peutic suggestion  for  special  cases 
are  anesthetists,  surgeons,  pedia- 
tricians, gynecologists,  obstetri- 
cians, general  practitioners,  and 
dentists.  They  use  it  as  an  aid  in  di- 
agnosis, in  giving  relief  from  pain, 
in  helping  patients  through  dread- 
ed ordeals. 

V_/ne  of  the  most  dramatic  cases 
of  medical  hypnosis  concerns  a 
housewife  who  suffered  from  at- 
tacks of  paroxysmal  tachycardia. 
The  symptom — extreme  racing  of 
the  heart — may  be  fatal.  The  wom- 
an had  been  to  several  heart  spe- 
cialists. None  had  been  able  to  give 
her  permanent  relief. 

One  morning  her  heart  pounded 
up  to  160  beats  a  minute — and 
there  it  stayed.  Sedatives,  medica- 
tions, and  treatment  did  no  good. 
Her  blood  pressure  fell  rapidly. 
The  muscles  were  fast  becoming 
exhausted.  She  was  placed  in  an

oxygen  tent.  Increased  medication 
caused  violent  toxic  reactions.  Her 
family  stood  by,  waiting  for  the 
end. 

"I  decided  to  use  suggestion," 
recalled  the  family  doctor.  "I 
pushed  away  the  oxygen  tank, 
picked  up  her  hand,  and  asked  if 
she  could  accept  my  suggestion. 
She  nodded.  I  told  her  to  close  her 
eyes  and  then  told  her  that  she 
would  be  unable  to  open  them  un- 
til I  told  her  to.  She  lay  quietly  as  I 
continued  to  talk  to  her.  I  told  her 
that  by  morning  her  heart  would 
be  well  and  that  she  would  feel  bet- 
ter on  awakening.  Then  I  woke 
her.  She  didn't  know  what  had 
happened.  Her  heart  still  raced, 
but  her  blood  pressure  rose  a  little. 
I  put  her  back  under  the  oxygen 
and  left." 

Early  the  next  morning,  the  doc- 
tor phoned  to  see  how  his  patient 
was  making  out.  The  husband  an- 
swered. "How's  Mary?"  the  doctor 
asked,  fearing  the  worst. 

"Oh,  she's  fine,"  came  the  la- 
conic answer.  "She's  sitting  up." 

The  doctor  hurried  over.  Mary's 
pulse  was  a  quiet  80;  her  blood 
pressure  had  risen  to  120.  And  she 
stayed  that  way  until  she  was  well. 

Psychologist  Harold  B.  Crasil- 
neck  of  Dallas,  Texas,  and  his  as- 


sociates used  the  same  form  of 
therapeutic  suggestion  on  five  burn 
victims  who  refused  to  eat,  called 
constantly  for  painkillers,  and 
could  not  do  essential  exercise  be- 
cause of  the  constant  pain. 

In  each  of  these  cases  the  post- 
hypnotic suggestion  was:  "When 
you  wake  up,  the  area  in  which 
you  have  been  burned  will  not  be 
painful."  The  patients  were  also 
told  they  would  be  hungry. 

All  of  the  men  began  to  improve 
almost  immediately.  They  were  so 
relaxed  and  immune  to  pain  that 
surgeons  were  able  to  perform  skin 
grafts  without  anesthesia.  Under 
suggestion,  one  patient  who  had 
been  unable  to  exercise  his  burned 
hands  became  so  diligent  that  he 
did  his  exercise  even  while  he  slept. 
All  five  patients  fully  recovered. 

J.  he  most  receptive  patients  are 
pregnant  women.  One  noted  ob- 
stetrician in  Passaic,  New  Jersey, 
has  delivered  500  babies  without 
anesthesia  or  sedation.  He  believes 
that  a  pregnant  woman,  dreading 
the  ordeal  of  labor,  is  glad  to  be- 
lieve the  promise  that  hypnoan- 
esthesia  will  make  her  delivery 
painless  and  easy. 

The  obstetrician  begins  condi- 
tioning his  patient  during  the  sev- 
enth month — "That's  when  she 
starts  worrying  about  the  delivery." 
He  starts  by  teaching  her  autosug- 
gestion, which  enables  her  to  relax 
for  short  periods  each  day  and  con- 
ditions her  for  the  complete  relaxa- 
tion necessary  when  labor  starts. 


(In  some  ways  therapeutic  sugges- 
tion is  like  natural  childbirth.) 

Often  a  Caesarean  can  be  avoid- 
ed by  suggestion.  One  patient,  a 
girl  with  a  small  pelvis,  was  warned 
by  her  doctor  that  the  baby  was 
large,  and  a  Caesarean  would  prob- 
ably be  necessary.  However,  when 
labor  started,  the  girl  was  comfort- 
able and  volunteered  to  hold  out. 
Labor  without  pain  continued  for 
two  days,  and  the  baby  arrived 
naturally. 

A  field  where  the  results  are  dra- 
matic and  at  times  lifesaving  is  that 
of  anesthetics.  Many  a  patient 
whose  condition  was  such  that 
chemical  anesthesia  would  have 
proved  fatal,  has  come  through  an 
operation  in  which  neither  seda- 
tives "nor  drugs  were  used. 

With  only  suggestion  to  help 
him,  the  patient  is  wheeled  into  the 
rjperating  room  where  he  remains 
fully  aware  of  what  is  happening 
but  is  seemingly  oblivious  as  the 
surgeon  wields  knife  and  scalpel. 

Dr.  William  L.  Diegnan,  of 
South  Orange,  New  Jersey,  who 
used  hypnoanesthesia  in  general 
surgery — for  tonsillectomies,  su- 
tures, incision  of  abscesses,  abdomi- 
nal punctures — finds  that  the  more 
intelligent  the  patient,  the  more  he 
will  cooperate.  "If  the  patient  is 
thoroughly  relaxed,  the  flow  of  sen- 
sations to  muscles  is  diminished," 
says  Doctor  Diegnan.  "The  patient 
replaces  in  his  mind's  eye  the  things 
that  are  suggested." 

But  it  is  when  an  emergency 
arises  that  doctors  are  grateful  for 
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hypnoanesthesia.  Typical  is  the 
case  of  the  young  mother  who  was 
brought  into  a  hospital  in  South 
Orange  following  a  miscarriage. 
An  immediate  operation  was  im- 
perative, but  her  blood  count  and 
hemoglobin  were  so  low,  her  con- 
dition so  poor,  that  the  hospital 
anesthetist  did  not  believe  she 
could  survive  the  ordeal. 

Doctor  Diegnan  saw  her  that 
evening  and  suggested  that  she 
would  have  a  good  night's  sleep. 
When  the  patient  was  placed  on 
the  operating  table  the  following 
morning  she  was  calm  and  relaxed. 
Doctor  Diegnan  continued  giving 
suggestions. 

"I  told  her  she  would  feel  noth- 
ing, that  she  was  not  to  move,  but 
to  lie  perfectly  still."  Throughout 
the  operation  he  talked  to  her  in  a 
soothing  voice,  repeating  again 
and  again.  "You're  fine.  You're 
feeling  nothing." 

Awakened  alter  the  operation, 
she  was  asked  by  Dr.  Diegnan, 
"Did  you  know  you  were  hypno- 
tized?" She  replied.  "Yes.  I  knew 
everything  that  was  going  on,  but 
it  didn't  bother  me.  I  could  have 
got  up  anv  time.'" 

J. hat  hypnosis  may  be  effectively 
maintained  through  major  opera- 
tive procedures  is  born  out  by  the 
records  of  two  Australian  physi- 
cians who,  during  World  War  II. 
were  held  prisoners  in  a  Japanese 
prison  camp  in  Singapore.  They 
found  that  hypnosis  was  an  excel- 
lent substitute  for  the  anesthetics 


that  were  unavailable  to  them. 
They  also  discovered  that  it  worked 
wonders  in  reducing  pain  and 
bleeding  after  surgery  and  pro- 
moted rapid  healing.  They  describe 
29  successful  major  operations,  all 
performed  with  hypnosis  in  place 
of  drugs. 

Doctors  using  hypnoanesthesia 
say  that  the  advantages  are  many. 
There  are  no  reactions,  the  patient 
can  be  awakened  at  any  time,  and 
there  is  no  "coming  out"  period. 

And  there  is  no  psychological 
reaction.  Dr.  Louis  L.  Wolberg, 
noted  psychiatrist,  points  out  that 
there  are  fewer  psychological  reac- 
tions when  hypnosis  is  used  than 
when  the  patient  receives  chemical 
anesthesia. 

Just  as  dramatic,  in  another 
way,  are  the  effects  of  suggestion  on 
the  relationship  between  doctors 
and  children.  All  the  shock  of  fear 
disappears  even  in  patients  as 
young  as  five. 

Dr.  Sandor  A.  Levinsohn,  for- 
mer president  of  the  Passaic,  New 
Jersey,  County  Medical  Society 
and  noted  pediatrician  in  Pater- 
son,  New  Jersey,  testifies  that  by 
using  suggestion  he  can  avoid 
tears,  wails,  or  spasms  of  temper, 
even  while  giving  his  young  pa- 
tients painful  injections. 

Dr.  George  Diegan  used  sugges- 
tion on  a  girl  of  six  who  had  a 
severe  laceration  under  her  chin 
as  a  result  of  a  fall.  "Both  the  child 
and  her  mother  were  hysterical 
when  they  arrived  at  my  office," 
the    doctor    recalled.    "I    put    the 


mother  in  the  waiting  room  and 
quieted  the  child.  I  told  her  she 
was  a  pretty  little  girl  and  wouldn't 
want  to  grow  up  with  a  scar.  I 
then  had  her  close  her  eyes,  relax, 
and  take  a  deep  breath.  I  took  four 
stitches  while  she  sat  quietly.  When 
it  was  over  she  smiled  radiantly. 
'It  didn't  hurt  a  bit,'  she  told  her 
mother." 

Children  up  to  1  5  can  be  hypno- 
tized almost  without  exception 
says  psychiatrist  Gordon  Ambrose 
of  London.  Doctor  Ambrose,  who 
recommends  the  use  of  this  tech- 
nique in  both  anxiety  reactions 
and  hysterical  reactions,  would  like- 
to  see  hypnosis  tried  on  juvenile 
delinquents. 

Dr.  Jules  Weinstein  at  Harlem 
Hospital,  New  York,  believes  that 
dentistry  offers  more  scope  for  hyp- 
nosis than  any  other  branch  of 
medicine  because  many  dental  op- 
erations are  painful  and  the  pa- 
tient may  have  to  go  back  for  more. 
For  patients  who  have  a  low  pain 
threshold,  hypnodontics  offers  a 
promise  of  relief. 

In  almost  every  large  city  in  this 
country,  there  are  dentists  practic- 
ing hypnodontics.  They  perform 
the  most  painful  tasks — root  canal 
work,  chipping  at  impacted  teeth, 
drilling  along  sensitive  gum  lines — 
without  a  cry  from  the  patient  and 
with  no  painkillers.  Dr.  Samuel  V. 
Goffin  of  Chicago  finds  that  he  can 
reduce  postoperative  pain  to  a 
minimum  by  giving  the  suggestion 
before  rousing  the  patient. 

The  greatest  hurdle  for  the  doc- 


tor using  medical  hypnosis  is  the 
patient's  fear.  Most  of  us  hear  the 
word  "hypnosis"  and  conjure  up 
visions  of  Rasputin  mesmeiizing 
the  crown  prince  of  Russia,  or 
Svengali  at  work  on  an  open-eyed 
innocent.  There  is  so  much  con- 
fusion and  misapprehension  about 
the  word  "hypnosis"  that  doctors 
practicing  the  medical  version  pre- 
fer to  call  it  "therapeutic  sugges- 
tion" or  "induced  relaxation." 

No  one  can  possibly  he  hypnotized 
against  his  will.  Specialists  empha- 
size that  a  patient  under  hypnosis 
does  not  respond  to  any  suggestion 
that  violates  his  moral,  ethical,  or 
religious  principles.  Whenever  a 
conflicting  suggestion  is  made,  the 
subject  immediately  awakens  oi 
ignores  the  suggestion. 

Also,  doctors  point  out.  there  is 
no  reason  for  a  subject  to  fear  that 
once  he  is  hypnotized  he  cannot 
awaken  except  when  ordered  by 
his  hypnotist.  If  the  hypnotist  re- 
fuses to  awaken  the  patient,  the 
subject  himself  will  wake  up  quick- 
ly, unharmed.  The  reason  for  this 
is  that,  psychologically,  one  person 
is  not  really  hypnotized  by  an- 
other. Rather — and  particularly 
in  medical  hypnosis — the  doctor 
shows  the  patient  how  to  hypnotize 
himself  into  a  state  oi  complete  relaxa- 
tion. This  allows  the  doctor  to  make 
suggestions  to  the  subject's  sub- 
conscious mind. 

There  is  no  fanfare,  no  abraca- 
dabra. But  the  results  are  often  far 
more  startling  and  amazing  than 
the  stunts  produced  on  stage.

Nor.  I  Main  chore  was  to  begin 
putting  more  humus  on  the  rose 
beds.  This  will  be  mainly  peat,  for 
my  supply  of  rotted  humus  is  short 
and  I  want  to  save  this  for  use  next 
spring  when  I  plant  new  rosebushes 
in  the  back  beds. 

I  like  to  put  humus  on  the  rose 
beds  in  the  fall,  instead  of  late 
spring,  as  the  rose  book  says.  It 
makes  a  mulch  on  the  beds  over 
winter.  It  gets  worked  into  the  soil 
as  I  cultivate  next  spring.  A  big 
factor  is  that  I  have  more  time  for 
this  work  in  the  fall. 

Nor.  2  Another  sorta  summer  day, 
though  cloudy  by  worktime.  David 
came  out  in  old  clothes,  looking 
for  work.  With  him  to  help,  we 
spread  two  more  bales  of  peat.

of  Communism  from  within.  This, 
Welch  argues,  is  a  job  for  the  pros. 

"The  dangerous  area  of  spying 
and  treason  probably  did  go  on 
and  may  still  go  on.  But  I  don't 
think  as  clumsy  a  thing  as  a  sen- 
atorial committee  is  apt  to  be  very 
effective.  With  all  my  knowledge  of 
the  Army  case,  I  never  saw  any 
Communists  or  alleged  Commu- 
nists that  struck  me  as  very  fright- 
ening. We  had  a  collection  of  moldy 
old  moth-eaten  Communists  that 
everybody  knew  about.  The  fright- 
ening menace  remained  secret  then 
and  remains  secret  now." 

While  the  Welch  attitude  had  a 
great  impact  on  the  country,  the 
impact  had  little  effect  on  Welch. 
This  attitude — VVelchism,  if  you 
will — was  not  undermined  by  klieg 
lights  and  cameras.  The  source  of 
Welchism  is  a  faith  as  vigorous  as 
New  England's  famed  "rock-bound 


J. he  parallel  of  Welch's  career 
to  the  Great  American  Success 
Story  is  so  gloriously  exact  it  tamp- 
ers with  believability.  Welch  was 
born  on  a  farm  near  Primghar, 
Iowa,  in  the  northwest  corner  of 
the  state.  His  English  parents, 
William  and  Martha,  crossed  the 
country  in  a  covered  wagon,  faced 
Indian  massacres  and  prairie  fires. 
As  a  boy,  Welch  witnessed  the 
great  migrations  of  game  still 
crossing  the  Midwestern  plains. 

The  Welch  family  of  seven  chil- 
dren was  poor,  but  in  Welch's 
youth,  everyone  was  poor,  he 
thought,  and  it  seemed  natural.  In 
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describing  his  childhood  to  Alistair 
Cooke,  the  host  of  TV's  Omnibus, 
Welch  said:  "I  don't  think  any- 
thing nicer  can  happen  to  a  boy 
than  to  be  poor  and  be  totally  un- 
aware of  it." 

When  his  father  let  him  handle 
machinery,  he  knew  he  was  grow- 
ing up.  "Behind  the  mower," 
Welch  said,  with  that  rotund 
speech  and  enormous  smile,  "I 
loved  to  watch  the  tiger  lilies  that 
grew  on  the  grass  be  kissed  by  the 
sickle  and  fall  back  into  the  hay  to 
become  feed  for  the  cattle  in  the 
winter."  » 

Welch's  parents  were  deeply  re- 
ligious, and  it  was  in  church  that 
his  ambition  was  sparked. 

"The  minister  preached  as  if  he 
were  talking  only  to  me  and  his 
son  and  no  one  else:  young  boys 
must  go  to  college."  And  it  seemed 
to  Welch  at  the  time  that  all  you 
had  to  have  was  the  determination 
to  go. 

"It  was  kind  of  in  the  air  to  be 
ambitious,"  Welch  has  said.  "I  re- 
member feeling  something  beckon- 
ing about  the  trains  I  could  hear. 
And  I  wished  to  get  on  them  and 
go  somewhere  and  do  something.  I 
moved  to  the  county  seat  and  there 
lawsuits  were  tried.  I  saw  judges 
and  lawyers,  and  suddenly  I  just 
knew  I  had  to  be  a  lawyer  and  that 
was  that." 

Welch  saved  $600  working  as  a 
clerk  in  a  real  estate  office  in  Idaho 
Falls,  which  got  him  to  Grinnell 
College  in  Iowa.  There  he  waited 
on  tables  and  sold  maps  from  door

to  door  to  see  him  through.  He 
graduated  in  1913  with  a  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  key  and  a  scholarship  to 
Harvard  Law  School. 

In  trying  to  relate  the  youth  of 
his  day  to  the  present  delinquency 
problem,  Welch  only  comes  to  the 
unsatisfactory  conclusion  that  we 
may  need  a  century  of  living  with 
our  prisonlike  cities  where  terrify- 
ing crimes  of  violence  seem  to  be 
some  satisfying  end  in  themselves. 

"There  must  be  something  about 
city  life  that  generates  violence," 
he  said.  "I  don't  think  people  are 
bad  and  1  don't  think  people  are 
getting  worse.  I  think  people  are 
good  and  they're  getting  better.  I 
somewhat  doubt  that  delinquency 
comes  from  the  movies,  comics,  or 
TV.  I'm  perfectly  certain  delin- 
quency does  come  from  a  cause 
that  won't  be  cured  by  taking  a 
belt  to  a  child.  1  guess  you  always 
hearken  back  to  your  own  youth 
and  think  it  was  pretty  wonderful. 
And  1  actually  think  that  what  is 
missed  in  the  youth  of  our  land  is 
that  simple,  open,  unplanned  con- 
tacl  with  nature."

'ek'ii  has  two  sons  and  seven 
grandchildren  six  of  them  girls. 
lbs  sons  Joe,  K),  and  Lyndon, 
35  are  both  engineers,  somehow 
ignoring  their  father's  profession. 
In  1956,  Welch's  role  as  a  father 
was  formally  recognized  by  the 
National  Father's  Day  Committee 
in  naming  him  "Father  of  the 
Year."  His  brief  message  was  de- 
scribed as  a  kind  of  "t  rettysburg 
Address"  on  fatherhood.  After 
stating  that  integrity  was  the  "sin- 
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gle  word  ...  to  describe  the  good 
man.  the  good  citizen,  and  the 
good  father,"  Welch  quoted  one 
of  his  sons: 

"When  the  two  of  us  were  young, 
there  were  times  when  you  and 
Mom  would  obviously  set  out  to 
tell  us  how  to  live  the  good  life.  We 
could  always  recognize  those  mo- 
ments and  we  would  close  our  ears 
and  our  minds.  Your  most  influ- 
ential moments  were  your  most  in- 
advertent ones.  We  were  apt  to 
imitate  what  you  really  were — not 
what  you  said  you  were,  or  even 
what  you  may  have  believed  you 
were." 

And  to  this  Welch  added.  "If 
your  children  are  to  have  integrity, 
they  must  Ind  it  in  the  home  and 
in  you.  If  they  live  in  an  atmo- 
sphere of  complete  integrity,  they 
will  accept  it  as  an  attitude  and  • 
never  waver  thereafter.  And  hav- 
ing integrity,  they  will  themselves 
find  freedom,  and  having  found  it, 
gladly  grant  it  to  all  others." 

I  erhaps,  as  a  personal  tribute, 
the  iiiiisi  memorable  event  in 
Well  h's  life  was  the  imitation  in 
1957  to  speak  in  Chicago  at  the 
centennial  celebration  of  the  birth 
oi  Clarence  Darrow,  probably  the 
greatesl  trial  law  yer  of  all  time.

Welch  does  not  consider  his  ca- 
reer in  any  way  parallel  or  equal  to 
Darrow's  in  the  type  of  cases  they've 
tried  or  in  Darrow's  specializing  in 
the  underdog  and  the  unpopular. 
Be  that  as  it  may,  they  share  the 
immense  gift  of  moving  men  with 
words.  And  that  Welch  did  when 
he  spoke  to  the  distinguished  audi- 
ence of  attorneys,  friends  and  ad- 
mirers of  Darrow.

I  ear  the  close  of  his  speech, 
Welch  addressed  Darrow  himself. 
There  were  tears  in  his  eyes,  and  in 
the  intimacy  of  the  moment,  the 
room  was  still  and  those  who  heard 
shared  Welch's  tears: 

"And  if .  .  .  you  one  day  awaken 
in  another  world,  that  world  must, 
I  think,  offer  you  books  to  read,  a 
little  group  to  listen  as  you  teach, 
a  handful  of  cases  to  try,  and  un- 
popular causes  to  defend.  No  other 
sort  of  world  could  provide  com- 
plete happiness  for  your  great  and 
restless  spirit." 

Welch  likes  to  say  he  is  old  and 
indolent.  He  likes  to  moan  if  he 
has  to  write  a  speech,  do  too  much 


telephoning  (which  he  despises), 
or  prepare  a  case.  But  he  still  feels, 
as  Darrow  did,  that  there  is  al- 
ways a  new  challenge  to  come. 

Toward  the  end  of  Darrow's  au- 
tobiography, which  was  certainly 
intended  as  the  final  chapter  when 
he  wrote  it,  Darrow  at  75  said: 

"And  yet  I  cannot  realize  that  I 
am  old,  that  the  sun  has  so  quickly 
passed  from  the  morning  over  the 
meridian  it  is  already  rapidly  sink- 
ing behind  the  clouds.  Where  can 
the  long  day  have  gone?  It  is  only 
a  short  time  since  I  started  on  the 
road  with  all  the  world  before  me 
and  immeasurable  time  ahead  for 
the  journey  I  was  to  take  and  now 
the  pilgrimage  is  almost  over  and 
the  day  is  nearly  done."

Lfter  writing  this,  several  chap- 
ters had  to  be  added  to  the  book  to 
cover  one  of  Darrow's  most  cele- 
brated cases,  the  Massie  trial  in 
Honolulu,  and  his  work  with  the 
NRA  in  the  Roosevelt  administra- 
tion in  1933. 

"I  get  great  comfort  out  of  the 
fact  that  Darrow  at  75,  writing 
rather  solemnly  about  the  end  of 
his  life,  found  that  he  had  to  add 
more  to  the  end  of  his  book,"

And  this  passage  from  Darrow's 
The  Story  of  My  Life  (Charles  Scrib- 
ner's  Sons)  was  to  move  Welch  in 
other  ways,  too.  Alter  a  long  ill- 
ness. Welch's  wife  for  40  years, 
Judith  Lyndon,  died.  The  ending 
of  this  lovely  marriage  left  Welch 
tragically  broken,  and  he  even 
found  it  difficult  to  speak  to  old 
friends  who  were  part  of  those 
years.  Typically,  though,  Welch 
personally  answered  each  of  the 
hundreds  of  messages  of  sympathy. 
His  secretary,  Mrs.  Gertrude  Ca- 
sale.  said  she  didn't  know  there 
were  so  many  gracious  ways  to  say 
"thank  you." 

But  Welch,  in  the  spirit  of  Dar- 
row,  could  not  come  to  any  final 
chapter.  At  65,  he  moved  into  a 
new  career  in  television  with  as- 
tonishing success.  And  a  year  later, 
he  married  Agnes  Rodgers  Brown, 
a  widow  w  ho  with  her  husband  had 
been  friends  of  the  Welches  for 
many  years. 

_r\_ny  individual  success  in  tele- 
vision is  impressive — even  for 
Welch,  with  the  experience  of  the 
Army-McCarthy  hearings  behind 
him.  Of  course,  the  hearings  only 
accustomed  him  to  the  electronics, 
not  the  demands  of  a  professional 
television  performance. 

Robert  Saudek,  producer  of  TV's 
Omnibus,  asked  Welch  to  narrate  a 
three-part  series  in  1 936  on  the 
Constitution,  a  subject  Welch  him- 
self had  suggested.  The  result  is 
well  known.  The  series  won  the 
coveted  Peabodv  award,  among 
many  others.  A  book.  The  Constitu- 


tion, based  on  the  series,  was  pub- 
lished the  same  year. 

Welch  has  been  asked  to  make 
return  appearances  on  Omnibus  ev- 
ery year  since.  He  has  done  seven 
shows  altogether,  six  of  them  for 
Omnibus.  This  season  he  will  narrate 
a   feature  on  capital   punishment. 

Welch  considers  capital  pun- 
ishment barbarous.  "I  think  it  is 
appalling  that  our  society  has  a 
machine  to  kill  somebody  with 
electricity — possiblv  even  an  in- 
nocent man."  What  we  must  do.  he 
feels,  is  define  just  what  our  theory 
of  punishment  is — revenge,  deter- 
rent, or  reformation. 

"The  victim  (of  a  murder)  can't 
revenge  himself,  so  we  do  it  for 
him.  That's  one  theory.  Does  it  de- 
ter? Statistics  show  we  don't  have 
any  more  crime  in  states  where 
they  don't  have  the  death  penalty. 
If.  then,  the  general  theory  of  pun- 
ishment is  reformation,  which  cer- 
tainly it  should  be.  it's  hopeless  to 
reform  someone  with  a  noose  or 
the  electric  chair." 

The  modern  example  of  refor- 
mation Welch  points  to  is  that  of 
Nathan  Leopold,  who.  with  Rich- 
ard Loeb.  committed,  in  Welch's 
words.  "The  most  shocking  crime 
in  my  lifetime."  And  Welch  adds, 
"Now,  apparentlv.  Leopold  is  a 
completely  reformed  and  useful 
citizen." 

"Welch  brought  a  rare  quality 
to  TV — the  capacity  to  communi- 
cate to  a  general  audience  on  diffi- 
cult subjects  without  talking  down 
to  them.  Leonard  Bernstein  can  do

it  on  music :  Welch,  on  law."  said 
a  member  of  the  Omnibus  staff. 

After  the  run  of  the  Constitution 
series.  Welch  made  a  typical  ges- 
ture. He  sent  his  trademark — a 
bow  tie — to  each  of  the  "5  actors 
in  the  cast. 

An  any  moment  of  fatigue  or  an- 
noyance or  pressure.  Welch,  as 
millions  witnessed  during  the 
McCarthy  hearings,  will  rest  his 
head  and  seemingly  his  whole  body 
in  his  hands  and  stare  unhappily 
into  some  better  memory.  This 
weary  posture  and  inconsolable  ex- 
pression are  almost  as  peculiarly 
Welchisms  as  the  dapper  bow  tie 
and  ear-to-ear  smile  that  threatens 
to  take  over  his  entire  face  when 
it's  offered.  When  these  distincdy 
Welch  mannerisms  converge  with 
words,  the  man  Welch  becomes 
one  of  the  most  engaging  person- 
alities of  our  time. 

Words  are  not  hard  to  come  by 
for  Welch.  He  selects  them  from 
a  lively  and  learned  vocabulary, 
then  gives  them  voice  in  a  rhythm 
that  always  seems  appropriate  to 
the  thought.  As  an  advocate  and 
as  a  man  whose  tools  are  words — 
daring,  precise,  and  graceful  words 


— Welch  would  offer  as  a  delegate 
to  the  United  Nations  an  impres- 
sive voice  of  America. 

Welch,  the  old-fashioned  man  in 
many  ways,  will  almost  always 
resort  to  the  letter  rather  than  the 
telephone.  "If  you  say  something 
to  me  in  a  letter  that's  important 
or  just  pleasant.  I  can  always  go 
back  and  hear  it  again." 

The  endurance  and  dignity  of 
the  printed  word  has  had  meaning 
for  Welch  all  his  life  as  a  lawyer 
and  no  less  as  a  man.  The  most 
charming  memory  Welch  has  in 
this  regard  is  a  letter  he  wrote  over 
20  years  ago  to  an  obscure  come- 
dian he  and  the  first  Mrs.  Welch 
considered  one  of  the  funniest  men 
they  had  ever  seen.  Welch  was 
troubled  and  hurt  that  the  come- 
dian never  replied  or  even  acknowl- 
edged his  printed  tribute.

►ut  only  recently  he  received  a 
letter  from  the  comedian's  wife, 
in  which  she  said  that  her  husband 
had  died,  and  she  agreed  with  him 
that  she  had  been  married  to  one  of 
the  funniest  men  in  the  world — 
and  also  one  of  the  finest.  But  for 
all  his  good  qualities,  she  wrote, 
he  had  one  great  failing:  He  could 


never  bring  himself  to  write  a  let- 
ter. Then  she  said  her  husband 
so  cherished  Welch's  letter  that  he 
carried  it  with  him  until  the  day  he 
died.  She  enclosed  Welch's  letter, 
adding  that  now  that  he  was  dead, 
she  felt  Welch  should  have  the 
letter — "and  in  that  way.  I  have 
been  able  to  thank  you  on  his  be- 
half for  having  written  it."

•  ut  with  all  his  faith  in  the  pow- 
ers of  communication.  Welch  still 
cannot  cope  with  The  Telephone. 
He  finds  it  impossible  to  talk  de- 
tails of  anything  over  a  telephone 
and  can  rather  abruptly  terminate 
a  conversation.  In  fact,  he  can  dis- 
miss a  call  as  casually  as  he  can 
forget  an  appointment. 

Two  women  take  up  the  slack 
where  there  is  slack  in  the  Welch 
attitude.  Agnes  Brown  Welch,  a 
quiet  and  demure  woman  who 
matches  Welch  in  his  dignity  and 
charm,  speaks  of  herself  as  a  de- 
cisive woman — and  she  is — and 
you  suspect  that  this  quality  has 
been  honed  and  sharpened  to 
match  Welch's  enormous  talents 
for  procrastination. 

The  lady  who  keeps  Welch's 
professional  life  in  order  is  his  sec- 
retary and  office  disciplinarian. 
Gertrude  Casale.  When  Welch 
hired  her.  he  told  her  they'd  get 
along  fine  if  she'd  boss  him  without 
his  knowing  it. 

He  calls  her  '"Casale"  (rhymes 
with  "alley").  He  has  her  name 
fixed  in  his  mind,  but  can't  re- 
member manv  others  nor  does  he 


remember  how  to  spell  hers.  On 
notes,  he  addresses  her  as  "GEC." 
Dictating  at  his  stand-up  desk,  he 
will  offer  something  like  this: 
"Dear  Mrs.  Woof-woof:  I  have 
your  letter  of  plunk.  My  client  Miss 
Snooks  and  I  called  Attorney  wooj- 
-woof  .  .  ."  Mrs.  Casale  pa- 
tiently and  knowingly  fills  in  the 
italicized  expressions  with  some- 
thing more  accurate.  But  in  the 
courtroom,  the  memory  is  infallible 
— the  facts  and  dates  and  details 
pour  forth  in  a  great  garland  of 
words  that  astonish  his  associates. 
One  of  them  said :  "Another  lawyer 
can  walk  into  a  courtroom  with  the 
same  arguments,  but  without  the 
same  results.  It  is  the  man." 

A  hearing  room  scene  that  in 
turn  delighted  and  terrified  Mrs. 
Casale  was  an  occasion  when 
Welch  was  vigorously  presenting 
his  case,  and  the  atmosphere  was 
austerely  legal.  Welch  quite  sud- 
denly developed  a  painful  head- 
ache and  quietlv  sent  word  to  have 
Mrs.  Casale  bring  an  aspirin. 
Welch  continued  his  presentation, 
but  when  Mrs.  Casale  entered,  in- 
terrupting a  particularly  tense 
scene,  the  entire  court  turned  to 
view  what  might  have  been  a  sur- 
prise witness.  Welch  sensed  this 
reaction  and  gently  turned  to  Mrs. 
Casale.  then  to  the  court,  and  an- 
nounced :  "The  one  who  approach- 
es is  my  secretary  with  my  head- 
ache pills."

thy  hearings  was  considered  by 
many  observers  to  be  the  high 
point  in  the  case.  When  the  young 
lawyer,  who  was  not  even  part  of 
the  Army's  legal  staff,  was  at- 
tacked unnecessarily,  Welch  met 
the  occasion  with  remarks  that  so 
stunned  and  moved  the  assembly 
that  despiie  the  chairman's  warn- 
ings against  demonstrations,  the 
hearing  room  erupted  with  ap- 
plause. Even  then  Welch's  attitude 
was  not  vengeance  as  he  spoke  to 
the  man  who  made  the  attack: 

"If  it  were  in  my  power  to  for- 
give you  for  your  reckless  cruelty, 
I  would  do  so.  I  like  to  think  that 
I  am  a  gentle  man.  hut  your  for- 
giveness will  have  to  come  from 
someone  other  than  me."

When  Welch  returned  to  his 
home  in  Walpole,  Massachusetts, 
his  neighbors  presented  him  with 
a  cigarette  box  with  the  engraving :

best  of  it,  because  people  had  had 
quite  a  package  of  hate  and  sus- 
picion and  fear  and  were  ready  to 
listen  to  something  a  little  softer,  a 
little  gentler,  and  a  little  sweeter. 
And  because  I  was  a  little  old  and 
a  little  tired  and  a  little  lazy,  they 
had  a  tendency  to  swing  in  behind 
me.  But  there  were  quite  a  number 
of  people  who  couldn't  tell  me 
from  one  of  the  bad  guys!" 

But  sweeter,  gentler,  and  softer 
he  was,  and  at  the  close  of  the  hear- 
ings, there  were  few  who  could 
judge  him  wrong  and  still  fewer 
who  were  not  moved  by  his  touch- 
ing summation : 

"I  alone  came  into  this  room 
from  deep  obscurity.  I  alone  will 
retire  to  obscurity.  As  it  folds  about 
me  softly  as  I  hope  it  does  quickly, 
the  lady  who  listens,  and  is  called 
Judith  Lyndon  Welch,  will  hear 
from  me  a  long  sigh  of  relief.  ...  It 
saddens  me  to  think  that  my  life 
has  been  lived  so  largely  in  wars  or 
in  turmoil.  I  have  already  indicat- 
ed that  I  could  do  with  a  little  se- 
renity. I  allow  myself  to  hope  that 
soon  there  will  come  a  day  when 
there  will  in  this  lovely  land  of  ours 
be  more  simple  laughter." 

Welch,  the  lawyer,  was  offered 
the  Army  assignment  on  his  rep- 
utation as  a  great  trial  advocate 
known  to  Pentagon  lawyers  and 
the  profession  generally.  Welch, 
the  lifelong  Republican,  accepted 
the  assignment  at  no  fee  to  him, 
his  firm,  Hale  and  Dorr,  or  his 
chief  assistant,  James  St.  Clair.

'elch,  a  full  partner  in  the  firm 
of  Hale  and  Dorr  since  1923,  has 
been  there  for  39  years.  For  35  of 
those  years,  he  has  headed  the  trial 
department.  (A  good  part  of  the 
firm's  success,  Welch  says  happily, 
should  be  credited  to  the  fact  that 
they  have  an  easily  remembered 
name  consisting  of  two  simple  four- 
letter  words.) 

And  today,  while  there  are  con- 
stant demands  on  his  schedule, 
Welch  still  likes  to  have  time  for  a 
little  gin  rummy,  a  little  indolence 
— and  he'll  find  it  even  if  the  search 
is  more  demanding  than  the  assign- 
ment. And  if  the  Welch  attitude  is 
bent  on  nothing  better  than  beat- 
ing an  old  friend  at  gin  rummy, 
he'll  do  it  kindly,  he'll  do  it  gra- 
ciously, and  he'll  do  it  eloquently.

If  the  soil  is  very  poor, 
feed  lightly  with  a  high 
phosphorus  plant  food,  such 
as  a  5-10-5.  Apply  this  when 
the  flowers  fade.

Central  and  East 


Lawns:  Continue  to  cut  grass 
as  long  as  it  grows.  Left  un- 
cut, it  catches  leaves,  looks 
unsightly  all  winter.  .  .  .  Put 
up  stakes  to  stop  cut-across  foot  traffic  during  the  winter. 
Shrubs  and  trees:  Wrap  trunks  of  young  or  newly  planted 
trees  to  prevent  sunscald.  .  .  .  Water  evergreens  deeply  be- 
fore the  ground  freezes.  .  .  .  Guard  against  damage  from 
heavy  snows  by  bracing  the  limbs  of  evergreens. 

Fruits  and  vegetables:  Plan  to  add  a  nut  tree  to  the  gar- 
den. Mature  hickories  give  fine  shade  as  well  as  provide 
nuts.  .  .  .  Round  up  enough  mulch  material  to  cover  straw- 
berry bed  two  or  three  inches  deep  for  protection  against 
heaving  action  by  frost.  Spread  when  the  temperature 
drops  to  20  degrees.  .  .  .  Asparagus  tops  may  be  cut  down 
as  soon  as  they  turn  yellow.  .  .  .  Pull  up  spent  vegetables 
and  add  them  to  the  compost  pile.  .  .  .  Spade  up  the  vege- 
table plot,  and  leave  it  rough. 


South  and  Southeast 


Lawns :  Finish  sowing  per- 
manent lawns.  In  Lower 
South,  start  a  winter  lawn 
by  sowing  ryegrass. 
Shrubs  and  trees:  Planting  this  month  allows  new  root 
development  all  winter.  Set  out  all  kinds  of  deciduous  shrubs 
and  evergreens.  Water  well  after  planting.  .  .  .  Visit  a  camel- 
lia show  or  a  nursery  to  select  the  varieties  you  want. 

Annuals,  perennials,  bulbs:  Sow  hardy  annuals  in  Up- 
per and  Middle  South.  Include  [  Turn  to  page  168

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Ahat  older  Christmas  was  one  we  seemed  to  hold  in  our 
hands.  After  all,  our  hands  seemed  to  create  so  much 
more  of  it  then  than  now. 

Many  of  the  gifts  were  made  right  in  the  family.  My 
older  brother  usually  had  some  wooden  object  out  of  his 
manual  training  class,  a  stool,  or  a  rack  for  the  kitchen 
wall:  my  sisters  were  busy  with  elaborately  scrolled  ini- 
tials in  the  corners  of  handkerchiefs  or  whole  gardens  of 
flowers  appliqued  on  aprons.  I  was  too  small  to  make  any- 
thin"  except  mischief,  but  my  ambition  was  to  whittle  as 
well  as  my  uncle  on  the  farm,  who  could  make  a  whistle 
which  would  really  blow,  or  carve  little  animals  out  of 
soft  pine  or  a  tiny  rifle  with  a  peep  sight.  One  year  I 
managed  to  chip  and  cut  and  sand  a  darning  egg  from  a 
chunk  of  wood,  sanding  its  awkward  corners  down,  rub- 
bins:  wax  in  until  it  was  literally  a  handmade  and  hand- 
polished  thing,  wrapped  in  the  fanciest  paper  I  could  find 
and  presented  to  my  mother  as  if  it  were  the  Kohinoor 
diamond. 

It  was  our  mother,  of  course,  who  made  the  most,  some- 
thing for  every  one  of  the  four  children,  sewing  late  every 
night,  hiding  mysterious  articles  whenever  one  of  us  went 
through  the  little  room  off  the  kitchen  where  she  had  her 
sewing  machine.  By  devotion,  skill,  and  loss  of  sleep,  her 
gifts  would  be  finished  and  wrapped  handsomely  under 
the  tree — the  shirt,  the  coat,  the  dress — when  we  came 
down  on  Christmas  morning. 

The  Bible  has  many  references  to  caves,  places  where 
prophets  lived,  where  Christ  was  taken  after  the  cruci- 
fixion. We  had  our  own  cave  right  in  the  house,  a  little 
closet  with  a  miniature  door.  We  could  use  it  for  play 
most  of  the  year,  hiding  in  it  antJ  scaring  ourselves  by 
closing  the  door  and  sitting  in  the  dreadful  dark.  Weeks 
before  Christmas,  however,  we  had  strict  orders  never  to 
enter  that  closet,  as  it  was  my  mother's  hiding  place  for 
gifts.

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"'Tiras  the  Night  Before  Christmas" 

Mamma's  kerchief  and  papa's    . 
cap  may  long  since  have  gone  out 
of  fashion  as  nightdress,  but 
none  of  the  expectancy  and 
excitement  of  a  Christmas  Eve 
has  been  lost  for  young  hearts. 

Once  each  year  since  1822  when 
Dr.  Clement  Moore  in  New  York 
composed  these  famous  verses  for 
his  children,  a  "chubby  and 
plump"  St.  Nicholas  has  been 
bounding  over  housetops. 
The  good  doctor,  a  teacher  in  a  theological  seminary, 
had  published  several  learned  books.  He  considered 
this  bit  of  rhyming  rather  too  whimsical  and  quite 
beneath  his  dignity.  Were  it  not  for  a  friend  who 
had  it  published  in  1823,  the  world  might  never  have 
met  Dasher  and  Dancer,  and  Donder  and  Blitzen. 
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Favorites  from  Dickens 


1  Hanging  lantern,  marie  entirely  of  paper  and 
trimmed  with  paper  stars,  makes  an  impres- 
sive holiday  decoration.  Large-scale  designs 
like  this  are  important  enough  to  be  used 
alone  in  anv  room.  Choose  paper  in  colors 
to  complement  color  plan  of  your  own  home. 

2  Common,  everyday  rope  —  the  soft,  sash-cord 
tvpe  and  lirm  Manila  hemp  —  can  be  fringed, 
coiled,  or  looped  into  amazingly  beautiful  or- 
naments. How-to  directions  give  many  ex- 
citing variations  of  this  handsome  wreath. 

3  Plant  labels,  made  of  wood  and  available  at 
anv  nursery  or  garden  supply  store,  are  used 
to  shape  these  smart  wall  decorations.  Just 
paint  the  stakes  and  glue  them  when  dry  to 
a  flat  plastic-foam  or  wooden  disk. 

4  This  three-dimensional  star,  cut  from  heavy 
paper  or  lightweight  cardboard,  is  as  much 
fun  to  make  as  it  is  beautiful  to  see.  Its  stark 
white  loveliness  makes  a  striking  accent  in 
a  room  done  in  strong,  plain  colors.

0  Inexpensive  paper  doilies  make  these  lacv. 
elegant-looking  balls  that  have  been  strung 
together  to  make  a  hanging  ornament.  They 
can  be  made  in  any  size  you  want,  sprayed 
any  color  you  like,  and  used  anywhere. 

7  Just  a  change  in  placement  of  the  cuts  and 
folds  used  in  the  three-dimensional  star  will 
make  this  trimly  tailored  wall  wreath.  The 
two  designs  make  an  attractive  pair  of  orna- 
ments that  will  last  for  manv  seasons. 


Tiny  Tim,  Bob  Cratchit,  and  Scrooge  — 
that  "squeezing,  wrenching,  grasping,

Christmas  tree  glisten 


1  One-of-a-kind  Christmas  tree  ornaments  that  are  hoth 
dazzlingly  beautiful  and  distinctly  your  own  are  made 
from  such  unglamorons  bric-a-brac  as  yarn,  rope,  em- 
broidery hoops,  castoff  jewelry,  and  bathroom  tank  floats. 
Designed  by  Katharine  Dukes  McAvoy,  she's  made  them 
sparkle  with  paste,  paints,  and  artistry. 

2  The  generously  flocked  tree  will  always  be  a  favorite  at 
Christmas.  This  one,  seen  in  the  Stephen  Coney  home 
during  the  Oakland,  California,  "Peninsula  Christmas 
Tour,"  is  decorated  with  "fruits"  made  of  ribbon-wrapped 
plastic-foam  balls  and  old  light  bulbs.  The  leaves  are 
gilded  buckram  decorated  with  sequins. 

3  Edward  Axman  and  Walter  Sorenson  actually  built  this 
graceful  tree  for  the  William  Keuhnaman  home.  It  was 
seen  in  Racine,  Wisconsin,  during  the  Plymouth  Congre- 
gational Church  '"Christmas  Caravan."  They  clipped  .and 
reshaped  a  large  pine  bough,  (ixed  it  in  a  wooden  bucket, 
then  sprayed  both  with  flat  white  paint. 

4  Multicolor  paper  ornaments  give  an  artilicial  tree  a  gay, 
lighthearted  look.  Several  shapes  in  an  assortment  of  sizes 
are  scaled  to  lit  the  branches.  Designer  Gladys  Herndon 
gives  directions  for  making  the  cube,  the  ball,  and  the  three-, 
four-,  and  seven-sided  pyramids  shown.  All  can  be  adapted 
to  other  occasions. 

5  For  an  old-fashioned  Christmas  in  a  lace-curtain  setting, 
decorate  a  stately  tree  with  Traditional  charm.  This  one, 
seen  in  Nancy  Abbott's  home  on  the  Peninsula  tour,  is 
done  with  red  ribbons,  popcorn  strings,  and  a  gala  parade 
of  dolls.  Even  the  trunk  is  wrapped  in  ribbon.  Let  popooj-n 
stand  24  hours  before  stringing. 

6  Golden  metal  pot-cleaners,  each  stretched  and  pulled  into 
a  flowerlike  shape  then  centered  with  a  bright  red  bauble, 
were  used  by  designer  Ouida  to  make  this  unusual  wall  tree. 
Cluster  and  tack  the  flowers  to  a  plywood  backing  cut  as  a 
triangle.  Tree-pot,  stuffed  with  paper  to  give  it  form,  is 
made  of  felt  and  gold  braid.

Charles  Tazewell's  charming  little 
cherub  stumbled  on  the  air  waves 
of  radio  into  Christmas  fame. 

The  story  was  first  told  in  the 
early  1940s  on  the  "Manhattan  at 
Midnight"  program  —  a  strange 
place  and  hour,  perhaps,  to  present 
so  young  and  tender  a  star.  But 
the  performance  was  such  a  success 
that  the  little  one  was  quickly 
signed  up  for  more  appearances. 
The  author  says  that  most  radio  tales  are  forgotten 
six,)/  after  their  short  life  on  the  air.  But  once  in  a 
great  while  one  comes  along  that  is  asked  for  again 
and  again.  So  it  is  with  "The  Littlest  Angel." 
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The  Good  King  Wenceslas 

Tenth  Century  Europe  abounded 
with  kings,  yet  the  names  of  all 
but  one  have  slipped  into  the 
dim  recesses  of  forgetful  time. 
That  one  is  remembered  not 
for  his  mighty  works,  but  is 
fondly  recalled  as  a  gentle  man 
who  cared  for  those  in  need. 
So  it  is,  a  thousand  years 
after  his  death,  that  Good  King 
Wenceslas  lives  on  in  one  of 
our  most  spritely  carols. 
The  carol  itself  is  an  international  composite.  King 
Wenzel  was  a  Bohemian,  the  melody  is  Swedish,  and 


the  rhymes  were  written  by  an  Englishman. 
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1  Multicolor,  folding  paper  balls,  ribbons,  and 
sequins  are  attached  with  pipe  cleaners  to  a 
plastic-foam  cone  to  make  this  charming  table 
tree.  Design  created  by  Sally  Gosline. 

2  If  you  live  near  the  seashore,  decorate  a  tree 
with  snow-white  shells.  Spread  a  gold  metal 
pot-cleaner  over  a  plastic-foam  cone  set  in  a 
low  bowl.  Tie  shells  with  ribbon. 

3  Tiny  Mexican  mirrors  or  decorated  tin  covers 
make  unusual  ornaments  for  a  miniature  pine 
tree.  Add  yarn  balls  and  tassels — all  of  one 
color — for  a  smart,  gay  finish. 

4  The  Fremont  High  School  Workshop  made  this 
lacv  table  tree  for  the  Festival  of  Trees  held 
annually  bv  the  Children's  Hospital  of  the 
East  Bay  in  Oakland,  California. 

5  A  "grab  bag""  tree  provides  lots  of  fun  for  vour 
guests.  This  one,  made  by  the  Jacksons  for 
the  Festival  of  Trees,  uses  artificial  greens  to 
cover  a  chicken-wire  frame. 

6  For  your  coffee  table,  try  a  new  and  different 
version  of  a  familiar  Christmas  scene.  Here, 
arranger  INaida  Hayes  puts  the  Three  \\  ise 
Men  in  a  forest  of  tiny  tinsel  trees. 

7  \Yhen  John  Miller  created  his  design  for  the 
tree  festival,  he  laid  green  pipe  cleaners  over  a 
cone-shaped  frame  (ixed  to  a  satin-covered 
base.  Garters  of  baubles  add  cheer. 

0  A  cone  tree,  by  designer  Ouida,  is  made  on  a 
cardboard  shape  with  expansible  metal  -pot- 
cleaners  wound  around  it.  Garlands  of  fruit 
and  (lowers  make  the  trim.  Decorative  base 
is  a  wicker  basket  painted  white. 

9  Ordinary  teasel  becomes  soft  and  feathery 
looking  when  spray-painted  white  and  shaped 
into  a  delightful  table  tree — complete  with 
tiny  sih  er-head  candles.  Hagadorn  design.

He'll  u<>  down  iti  history 

Rudolph,  the  red-nose  reindeer, 
is  very  likely  to  become  the  best 
known  of  all  Santa's  coursers. 
Not  just  because  he's  such  a 
winsome  little  fellow,  but  because 
his  story,  like  that  of  the 
Littlest  Angel,  relates  anew  the 
old,  but  reassuring  theme: 
Lack  of  beauty,  poise,  or  weaWi 
need  not  prevent  us  from  giving 
help  and  happiness  to  others. 

The  desire  to  give  this  message 
to  his  little  girl  was  what  moved  Robert  L.  May  to 
tell  the  story  in  1938.  It  was  read  and  loved  by  many 
but  became  really  famous  when  set  to  music  in  1949. 
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Address:  Toyland,  North  Pole! 

Though  seen  every  year  almost 
everywhere,  Santa  Claus  is  an 
American  by  "birth."  His 
counterpart,  Sint  Niklass,  came 
with  the  Dutch  in  the  1600s 
and  settled  in  Nieuw  A  msterdam. 

Just  as  Nieuw  Amsterdam 
has  become  New  York,  U.S.A., 
Sint  Niklass  is  called  Santa 
Claus  —  still  the  gift-bearing 
patron  of  all  good  children. 
A  rollicking  word-picture  of  him  was  done  in  1809  by 
Washington  Irving.  But  Santa's  most  famous  portrait 
was  drawn  in  1863  by  Thomas  Nast,  who  also 
created  the  political  Elephant  and  Donkey. 
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1  This  open-circle  tree,  shown  here  on  a  coffee  table,  is  light  enough 
in  scale  and  appearance  to  be  used  on  your  dining  table.  It  makes 
a  handsome  companion  piece  for  the  stained-glass  star  shown 
on  page  39.  See  how-to  pages  for  directions. 

2  Golden-centered  "flowers"  made  from  sliced  pine  cones,  gilded 
rope,  and  painted  pine  sprays  make  a  lovely  centerpiece  for  an 
all-white  table  setting.  Skeletonized  or  "angel"  leaves  are  used  to 
pick  up  and  repeat  the  lacy  motif  of  the  place  mats. 

3  Use  cheery  holiday  candles  to  set  a  gay  mood  for  your  Christmas 
Eve  or  Christmas  night  supper.  Here,  a  jaunty  Santa  Clans  beams 
from  a  nest  of  pine  cones  and  boughs,  while  a  smaller  center  candle 
casts  its  glow  on  white  Christmas-tree  cutouts. 

4  Here's  an  idea  for  an  elegant,  pretty -all-season  centerpiece  for  your 
table.  Mass  artificial  fruits  and  flowers  —  sprayed  with  gilt  and 
glorified  with  glitter  —  high  on  a  golden  epergne.  A  tiered  stand 
like  this  one  is  easily  put  together:  use  cake  stands  in  graduated 
sizes  or  alternate  crystal  goblets  and  plates. 
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Vigil-light  candles  in  little  red  and  white  hnhnail  eups 
add  a  pleasing  sparkle  to  this  colorful  holiday  setting. 
Green  plaee  mats,  with  their  gav,  machine-stitched 
patterns,  make  a  festive  foil  for  the  white  milk-glass 
dinners  are  and  ruby  crystal  fruit  dishes.  Similar  mats 
can  be  made  of  paper  with  crayon  designs.

—  and  that  on  Christmas  Eve,  1818! 

But  wanting  music  at  this 
wondrous  time,  Gruber  asked  his 
friend  and  pastor,  Father  Josef 
Mohr,  to  write  some  verses  for  which  he  could  compose  a 
melody.  Thus  "Silent  Night,"  played  on  a  guitar,  came 
into  being.  The  song  spread  over  the  Tyrolian  hills,  but 
the  names  o/  the  poet  and  composer  were  lost  until  1854. 
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1  A  simple  ribbon  treatment  on  a  plain  slab  door  is  a  very  easy  but 
tremendously  effective  decoration  for  tbe  holidays.  For  double 
beauty,  repeat  the  design  on  the  inside. 

Ribbons  can  be  fixed  with  tacks  or  double-faced  cellophane  tape. 
If  you  have  a  glass  area  near  the  entrance,  as  here,  in  the  Dr. 
Marco  Rogo  home,  place  your  Christmas  tree  near  it,  so  the  lights 
shine  through  with  their  warm,  inviting  glow. 

Z  To  be  truly  beautiful,  the  decorations  you  use  in  and  about  your 
home  should  be  in  keeping  with  its  style  of  architecture,  its  period 
of  decoration,  and  the  color  scheme  you  have  used. 

For  the  bronzed,  classic  beauty  of  the  Keuhnaman  doorway, 
Fdward  Axman  and  Walter  Sorenson  made  plaques  of  cones,  nuts 
and  leaves,  and  a  pair  of  stylized  trees.  The  dramatic  effect  is 
greater  because  the  designs  are  so  right  for  their  setting. 

3  The  lush,  rich  Delia  Robbia  wreath,  long  familiar  and  always 
lovely,  is  a  beautiful  choice  for  the  Traditional  home.  It  is  most 
handsome  when  used  on  an  open,  uncluttered  wall  space.  This 
one  is  made  of  walnuts  and  artificial  fruits  wired  to  a  moss-covered 
frame.  Magnolia  leaves  outline  the  edges. 

4  Large,  floor-to-ceiling  windows  offer  wonderful  opportunities  for 
the  "artist  at  home"  to  go  to  work.  And  you  don't  need  to  be  an 
accomplished  professional,  either.  These  stately  trees,  each  topped 
by  a  star,  were  inspired  by  the  exciting  array  of  plastic  gift-wrap 
and  masking  tapes  now  available. 

Keep  your  design  simple,  sketch  it  out  roughly  on  paper,  then 
transfer  it  to  the  window — scaling  proportions  to  fit. 

5  You  can  also  be  your  own  stained-glass-window  artist  and  create 
a  cathedral-like  background  for  your  Nativity  grouping. 

Cut  colored  cellophane  papers  in  triangles  of  assorted  sizes. 
Fit  them  to  the  window,  sometimes  putting  one  over  another  to 
get  a  new  color  or  muted  shade.  Fix  them  in  place  with  narrow, 
photographic  binding  tape.  You'll  find  a  sharp,  single-edge  razor 
a  help  as  you  fit  the  triangles  in  place. 

6  This  yarn  wreath,  designed  by  Gladys  Herndon,  is  fashioned  in 
bold  Persian  colors  ranging  from  gold  to  fuchsia  to  violet.  It  is 
decorated  with  bright  ropes  of  Christmas  beads.  The  yarn  is 
wrapped  around  a  plastic-foam  frame.  Gold  paper  stars  scattered 
over  the  door  add  importance  and  drama  to  the  smart  decoration.

Whether  you  take  these  hurdles 
with  ease  depends  on  how  well  you  master 
these  driving  techniques. 

Study  them  carefully  so  your  reactions 
to  each  situation  become  automatic. 
The  rules  always  apply.

When  the  temperature  starts  to  dip, 
have  a  mechanic  .  .  . 
^  Check  the  spark  plugs. 
y  Inspect  the  distributor. 

►  Test  the  electrical  system. 

►  Change  oil,  if  it's  too  heavy 
for  cold  temperatures. 

►  Examine  the  carburetor. 


Pamp  the  brakes,  don't  jam  them,  to  stop.  Stop- 
ping on  slippery  roads  takes  skill.  Tromp  down  on  the 
brakes  and  you'll  go  into  a  skid  or  spin.  By  pumping 
pedal  lightly  and  rapidly,  the  car  will  slow  down  with- 
out skidding.  Don't  shift  car  into  another  gear  until 
it's  almost  stopped.  A  lower  gear  often  causes  skids.

Koc*k.  dun*!  spin  your  wheels,  when  you're  stuck. 
Start  straight  forward  in  low  gear.  Go  slowly.  When 
you  travel  as  far  as  you  can,  quickly  shift  into  reverse. 
When  the  wheels  start  to  spin,  shift  quickly  into  low, 
rapidly  repeat  shifts.  If  car  has  automatic  transmis- 
sion, don't  shift  while  the  engine  is  racing. 
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■•Ian  11  h«*a«l.  Look  for  icy  or  snowy  patches  ahead  and 
slow  down  on  dry  pavement  before  you  meet  them. 
Too,  look  for  stalled  or  slow-moving  cars  and  approach 
them  with  caution.  If  you're  on  a  trip,  keep  your  radio 
tuned  to  local  stations  ahead  for  snow  and  road  bulle- 
tins. At  night,  don't  overdrive  range  of  headlights. 
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Start  signaling  well  in  advance  of  a  stop  or  turn. 
This  gives  the  other  fellow  a  chance  to  slow  down  with- 
out skidding.  Your  left  arm  held  in  a  lowered  position 
out  the  window  indicates  a  change  in  speed ;  so  do  your 
brake  lights.  Use  them  both.  Always  keep  plenty  of 
distance  between  your  car  and  the  one  ahead  of  you. 


Add  traction  for  starting — as  well  as  stopping  — 
with  snow  tires  or  chains.  But  even  with  this  equip- 
ment, you  should  reduce  your  speed  on  snow  and  ice 
so  you  can  brake  your  car  safely.  Reducing  tire  pres- 
sure does  not  add  traction  for  stopping.  In  fact,  this 
gimmick  can  cause  your  car  to  skid. 


Added  weight  adds  traction.  A  sandbag  or  two  in 
the  trunk  of  your  car  (don't  overload  it)  helps  tires 
grip  better  on  slippery  surfaces  —  especially  if  the 
tires  have  snow  treads.  Too,  if  you're  really  stuck, 
you  can  sprinkle  sand  for  traction.  Avoid  spinning 
wheels,  which  creates  heat.  Cold  tires  grip  best. 


If  you're  hopelessly  stuck  and  a  passing  motorist 
offers  help,  have  him  tow,  not  push,  your  car  free.  Put 
your  car  into  "neutral"  and  let  his  car  furnish  the 
power.  If  you're  ever  stuck  over  a  hill,  or  where  visi- 
bility is  poor,  be  sure  to  warn  approaching  traffic  with 
flags,  flares,  or  reflective  signals. 


Stay  out  of  skids.  By. simply  reducing  the  speed  of 
your  car,  keeping  the  wheels  pulling  steadily,  avoid- 
ing sudden  stops  and  changes  in  speed  and  direction, 
you  can  practically  eliminate  skids.  If  you  do  skid, 
steer  car  in  same  direction  rear  end  is  going.  Don't 
panic.  Don't  brake.  Stay  in  gear;  accelerate  slightly. 


Skidding  often  occurs  when  temperature  hovers  at 
32  degrees.  It  takes  more  distance  to  stop  on  melting 
ice  or  snow  than  when  it's  frozen.  Train  yourself  to 
look  for  slippery  spots  at  bridges,  underpasses,  and  in 
sheltered  areas.  In  rainy,  slushy  weather,  keep  your 
windshield,  headlights,  taillights  wiped  clean.

Here's  a  sweet  idea  for  your  holiday-lable 
decoration.  Or  nestle  the  church  under  your  Christmas  tree  or  on 
mantel  in  a  landscape  of  Huffy  cotton,  with  small  trees,  figures,  and 
red-ciiinamon-candy  path  to  complete  the  scene.  This  little  church  is 
so  simple,  the  kiddies  can  make  it. 

The  "bricks"  are  J/£-inch  sugar  cubes  (you  need  a  2-pound  box). 
"Mortar"  is  colored  frosting  made  by  mixing  I '  2  cups  confectioners' 
sugar,  2  egg  whiles,  few  drops  red  food  coloring  in  bowl  with  spoon. 
Use  church  year  after  year;  store  it  in  a  covered  box  in  dry  place. 


Sides.  Construct  each  side  10 
cubes  long  and  6  cubes  high. 
Stack  the  church  on  paper. 

Press  the  "mortar"  through 
a  pastry  lube  or  paper  cornu- 
copia onto  a  row  of  cubes  in 
one  sweeping  motion  (see  the 
picture  below  ). 

Form  lirst  row  by  placing 
cubes  so  frosting  is  along  side 
and  forms  joint  with  cubes 
next  to  it;  spread  frosting  on 
top  of  row,  continue  slacking. 

Don't  ice  lop  of  last  row. 
Make  arch  of  windows  with 
two  diagonal  pieces  (split 
cubes  « illi  knife).

The  materials  and  steps  are  simple,  the 
result  is  unusual  and  pretty.  Little  church  can 
be  a  grand  Sunday-school  project  any  time 


Church  front  with  steeple  is  also 
7  cubes  wide.  6  cubes  high:  allow 
2x4  cube  opening  for  door.  Steeple 
i-  2  cubes  deep.  2  wide,  I  I  high  (out- 
side completed  building). 

Make  a  "mortar"  joint  between 
steeple  and  building  so  the  steeple 
is  attached  and  won't  fall  over. 


Roof  is  made  from  7x8-inch  piece 
of  cardboard  covered  with  colored 
paper.  Or  use  heavy  colored  card- 
board for  roof  and  gable  ends. 

Fold  cardboard  in  half  so  each 
side  of  roof  measures  1  inches.  Make 
a  small  cutout  so  the  roof  lits  o\  er 
steeple.   Now   make  gable  ends. 

These  are  two  triangles,  4  inches 
wide  at  base  and  1 :i  j  inches  high.  Set 
triangles  in  roof  gable  about  1-4  inch 
from  roof  edge:  glue  the  edges  or  at- 
tach with  cellophane  tape. 


Steeple  topi>  made  b\  cutting  out 
four  triangles  from  colored  paper  or 
cardboard.  (Make  each  triangle  1% 
inches  at  base.  3^  inches  high.) 

Cellophane-tape  pieces  together: 
then  fold  and  place  on  steeple.  Or 
make  one  triangle  pattern,  trace  on 
colored  paper  four  limes  so  sides 
are  joined:  fold  on  lines. 

Make  windows  from  colored  pa- 
per with  tabs  that  can  be  bent  to 
rest  on  cubes.  Or  paste  cellophane 
over  openings.

Mold  sugar  bells 


Jee  these  Christmas  bells  in  col- 
or on  page  (61).  Use  to  trim  hol- 
iday desserts.  Remember  them  to 
ring  in  the  New  Year,  too.  Our  bell 
mold  is  a  plastic  one  from  a  hobby 
shop.  Juice  goblet  or  teacup  (with 
flaring  rim  and  rounded  bottom) 
also  makes  a  good  mold. 


To  3  cups  sugar,  add  1  unbeaten  egg 
white  and  about  20  drops  red  food 
coloring.  Hub  between  lingers  or 
blend  with  spoon  till  color  is  even. 
Squeeze  a  little  of  the  mixture  in 
your  hand.  If  it  holds  the  print  of 
your  lingers,  it's  moist  enough.  If  it 
is  too  dry,  mix  in  few  drops  water. 
Pack  sugar  into  bell  mold. 


Stand  Idled  mold  on  waxed  paper. 
Tap  bell  gently;  lift  off  mold.  (If 
mixture  sticks  to  mold,  it's  too  wet 
—  add  more  sugar.  If  bell  won't 
hold  its  shape,  sugar  is  too  dry.) 

Let  bell  harden  about  1  hour  — 
longer  on  damp  days.  Large  bells 
need  extra  drying  time.  The  longer 
they  dry,  the  thicker  sides  will  be.

Carefully  scrape  moist  sugar  from 
inside  tbe  bell,  leaving  wall  3ii  to  34 
inch  thick  —  use  slender  knife  or 
spatula.  (If  lirst  bell  crumbles,  let 
others  dry  longer.) 

With  toothpick  make  hole  in  top 
of  bell.  String  small  Christmas  tree 
ball  on  ribbon:  draw  through  hole; 
tie  2  or  .'}  hells  together.

that  a  quick  pull  on  the  door  would 
reveal  all  the  forbidden  treasure, 
but  somehow  we  realized  the  hal- 
lowed nature  of  the  place,  and  not 
one  of  us  ever  looked.  In  the  last 
few  days  before  Christmas  my 
mother  would  make  many  trips 
there  with  the  presents  she  had 
made,  and  each  trip  made  that  odd 
place,  which  existed  only  because 
of  a  carpenter's  error,  a  more  se- 
cret and  sacred  cave. 

A  few  evenings  before  Christmas 
we  would  sit  around  big  dishpans 
of  popcorn,  each  child  with  a  long 
thread  and  a  needle,  making  strings 
of  white  corn  to  glisten  from  branch 
to  branch  of  the  green  tree.  We  had 
raised  that  corn  ourselves  in  the 
garden  behind  the  house.  I  had 
spent  many  hot  mornings  hoeing 
between  the  hills  of  corn,  so  that 
my  feelings  toward  it  were  a  little 
mixed.  I  always  seemed  to  jab  the 
kernels  a  lot  harder  than  my  sisters, 
so  that  the  needle  would  break 
through  and  punch  my  skin. 

There  were  also  popcorn  balls  to 
be  made  just  the  size  of  baseballs, 
the  sticky  stuff  shaped  lovingly  in 
our  hands.  The  whole  kitchen 
reeked  of  the  warm  smell  of  corn 
and  the  sweet  smell  of  hot  syrup — 
and  so  did  we. 

We  would  wrap  in  tinfoil  the 
oval,  pointed  butternuts  from  a 
grove  on  the  farm  where  my 
mother  had  been  born,  tying  them 
with  string  so  that  they  could  be 
hung  from  the  tree  to  have  a  second 
and  more  glittering  life  back  again 
in  mid-air. 

We  made  the  paper  cones  that 
were  to  hang  on  the  tree,  and  filled 
them  with  candy  my  sisters  had 
boiled  and  whipped  and  poured  in 
the  kitchen.  My  reward  for  crack- 
ing the  nuts  we  had  gathered  in 
gunny  sacks  after  the  first  frost  on 
i he  farm  (and  for  not  eating  all 
that  I  cracked)  was  scraping  the 
pans.  Somehow,  the  bits  and  drib- 
blings  tasted  better  than  the  beau- 
tiful neat  squares  on  their  trays. 
This  did  not  keep  me  from  stealing 
.1  lew  solid  pieces  when  my  sisters 
were  not  looking.  Since  the  candy 
had  been  made  for  a  solemn  holi- 
day, my  young  conscience  would 
give  me  a  bad  time.  This  period  of 
soul-searching  usually  lasted  as 
long  as  it  look  my  hand  to  lift  up 
and  snatch  the  candy.  I  managed 
to  beat  down  my  spindly  moral 
sense,  and  lo  beat  a  last  retreat  to 
another  mom.  where  I  could  con- 
template my  wickedness  while  eat- 
ing  the  spoils. 

Lhe  entire  family  either  sewed, 
whittled,  knitted,  sawed,  nailed, 
crocheted,  embroidered,  baked, 
pasted,  01  cra<  ked  to  celebrate  that 
generous  day  with  gifts.  There  was 
one  object,  however,  which  we 
made  just  lor  ourselves,  the  Mar  for 

the  lop  of  the  tree,  cutting  it  from 

ifl  piece  of  cardboard.  My  job, 
as  an  a\  id  collector  of  lead  foil  (like 

an)  H'ii  percent  American  boj  on 
his  way  to  becoming   President), 


was  to  produce  some  large  sheets  of 
the  heavy  stuff,  not  yet  rolled  into 
a  ball  to  be  sold  by  weight.  This  I 
did  without  revealing  my  sources 
of  supply,  as  some  of  my  brightest 
pieces  smelled  strongly  of  Horse 
Shoe  Plug,  and  our  Aunt  Minnie 
considered  nicotine  an  instrument 
of  the  devil. 

We  would  wrap  the  star  in  my 
best  lead  foil  and  tie  it  on  the  high- 
est point  of  the  tree  where  it  could 
reflect  the  wavering  wax  candle- 
light, a  handmade  star,  more  won- 
derful to  us  than  any  in  the  sky  be- 
cause we  had  actually  held  it  in 
our  hands. 

_Lhat  Christmas  had  two  quali- 
ties that  were  exactly  opposite.  It 
was  closer  to  home,  more  hand- 
made than  today,  but  it  was  also 
more  exotic.  The  tree  itself,  fir, 
pine,  spruce  (romantically  called 
"evergreen"),  was  from  far  outside 
the  Iowa  landscape,  where  elm, 
maple,  oak  lost  their  leaves  each 
autumn  as,  it  seemed  to  me,  regular 
trees  should.  But  these  shipped  in 
for  Christmas  were  so  strange  it  was 
as  if  they  might  have  come  from 
that  far  country  where  the  birth  of 
the  Child  we  were  celebrating  had 
taken  place.  It  was  exciting  to  look 
at  the  rows  of  evergreens  suddenly 
appearing  along  the  sidewalks  in 
what  is  so  expressively  called  the 
dead  of  winter.  It  was  curious  to  go 
up  and  touch  their  hard  shininess 
and  smell  their  tang  out  of  remote 
forests.  In  Iowa,  green  was  the 
color  of  pastures  in  June,  of  young 
corn,  of  new  oats  and  hay,  of  living 
crops.  Coming  as  they  did  in  De- 
cember, the  green  Christmas  trees 
brought  a  sense  of  the  beginning  of 
life,  exactly  at  the  time  when  our 


vvn  landscape  seemed  to  have  no 
life  in  it  at  all. 

What  really  brought  the  renewal 
of  life  to  a  child  was  the  setting  up 
of  that  tree  in  the  house,  its  dec- 
orating, and  then  the  magical 
moment  when  the  candles  were  lit 
and  the  whole  green  and  romantic 
structure  was  covered  with  little 
living  flames. 

Of  course,  the  greatest  tree  was 
the  tall  one  at  church  on  Christmas 
Eve,  with  its  long  candles  wavering 
in  the  draughty  air  and  a  man 
standing  at  one  side  with  a  10-foot 
pole  which  had  a  wet  sponge  tied 
on  the  end,  ready  to  douse  any  fires 
that  started.  I  fear  that,  along  with 
the  other  children,  we  prayed  as 
much  for  a  really  menacing  fire  to 
start  as  we  did  for  the  Christ  Child. 
Once  I  was  rapped  smartly  on  the 
hand  with  that  rod  for  trying  to  get 
an  extra  sack  of  candy  passed  out. 
at  the  end  of  the  service. 

There  was  always  a  church  play 
on  Christmas  Eve,  given  at  great 
cost  to  bed  sheets  and  tempers.  I 
was  usually  an  anonymous  shep- 
herd with  instructions  to  keep  my 
grating  voice  low  so  as  not  to  inter- 
fere with  those  who  could  sing. 
However,  the  shepherds  carried 
crooks,  which  we  used  with  deadly 
effect  to  trip  the  ankles  of  the 
splendid  characters  who  had  been 
the  saintly  Joseph  and  the  Wise 
Men  a  few  minutes  before.  The 
star  that  led  the  Wise  Men  across 
the  desert  traveled  on  a  wire  across 
the  tiny  stage,  and  often  stuck  half- 
way along  before  it  reached  the 
barn  where  Joseph  and  Mary  and 
the  Child  lay.  One  of  the  shep- 
herds would  lift  his  crook  to  the 
starry  heavens  and  shove  that  way- 
ward star  over  where  it  belonged, 
sometimes  bringing  down  the  skies 
themselves. 

Back  home  that  night,  while  I 
sat  by  our  smaller  tree  with  my 
own  wet  sponge,  all  the  children 
had  a  pile  of  exotic,  once-a-year 
nuts.  There  were  pecans,  almonds, 
and  Brazil  nuts,  remarkable  and 
unreal  when  compared  to  the  hazel

THE  JOY 
OF  GIVING 


Helping  children  to  understand  the  true  spirit  of  Christ- 
mas is  difficult  in  a  country  where  the  tragedy  of  an  empty 
stocking  is  rare. 

To  impress  on  youngsters  that  yuletide  joy  is  more 
giving  than  getting,  encourage  them  to  give  generously 
of  themselves  through  Christmastime  projects.

►  ( Jarol  in  groups — at  a  nearby  hospital  and  at  the  homes 
of  shut-ins  or  with  supervised  outdoor  carolers. 

►  Gather  toys  they're  willing  to  part  with  for  distribution 
by  community  organizations  to  needy  children. 

►  Make  gifts  with  their  own  hands,  using  skills  such  as 
baking,  sewing,  painting,  woodworking,  and  weaving. 

►  Fashion  creches,  Christmas  decorations,  and  festive 
wrappings  for  the  presents  they  plan  to  give. 
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and  hickory  and  butternuts  from 
the  farm.  But  most  different  of  all 
was  the  "English"  walnut.  Our 
Iowa  black  walnut  was  a  rugged 
thing,  which  stained  our  hands 
yellow-brown  in  gathering  and  had 
a  shell  so  tough  it  had  to  be  beaten 
with  a  hammer  on  a  flatiron  (which 
we  used  to  call  a  sadiron).  These 
English  walnuts,  however,  had 
fragile  shells  which  my  brother 
could  crush  in  his  hands,  and  meats 
which,  while  sweet,  lacked  the  oily 
richness  of  our  native  black  wal- 
nuts. It  took  brute  strength  to 
break  through  to  the  meat  of  our 
own  kind,  but  the  reward  was  a 
tastier  and  solider  one. 

We  all  hung  our  stockings  from 
a  table  on  which  the  tree  stood, 
knowing  that  in  the  morning  we 
would  find  in  the  toe  a  fresh 
orange,  the  only  one  we  were  sure 
of  getting  all  year,  for  it  was  not  a 
time  when  fruit  traveled  as  gaily 
around  the  country  as  it  does  now. 
The  orange,  like  the  English  wal- 
nut and  the  evergreen  tree  itself, 
came  to  our  hands  with  a  sense  of 
distance  about  it.  Surely  that  feel- 
ing is  gone  for  children  now,  when 
they  see  oranges  all  the  year  round, 
and  are  used  to  being  told  to  drink 
their  juice.  We  savored  our  orange, 
section  by  slow  section,  and  rubbed 
the  aromatic  skin  on  our  noses,  and 
felt  in  its  orange-colored  sweetness 
something  of  the  far-off  country  of 
Palestine. 

Although  wiser  heads  have  as- 
sured me  that  the  orange  may  have 
come  from  Florida,  the  walnut 
from  California,  and  the  pine  tree 
from  Minnesota,  and  although  my 
geography  has  expanded  to  include 
other  continents,  if  not  other  stars, 
when  all  of  these  objects  come  to- 
gether at  Christmas  I  still  have  a 
child's  shock  of  being  very  close  to 
the  old  village  of  Bethlehem  in  that 
first  instant  of  the  Christian  era. 

J_jike  all  decent  Iowans,  we  had 
cousins  in  California  who  sent  us 
boxes  with  pictures  of  palm  trees, 
clusters  of  raisins,  Chinese  baskets 
with  dragons  circling  them  so  that 
they  scorched  their  own  tails  with 
the  fire  from  their  mouths.  These 
also  gave  an  exotic  flavor  to  the 
season.  It  enchanted  me  to  dis- 
cover that  branches  of  our  own 
family  lived  in  places  which  might 
be.  to  judge  by  the  articles  we  re- 
ceived, not  far  from  Judea,  the 
fruit-growing  country  where  that 
celebrated  birth  occurred.  Later  I 
was  disillusioned,  but  for  some 
years  it  gave  me  a  powerful  satis-' 
faction  to  think  that,  through  my 
cousins,  I  shared  in  that  place  and 
that  event. 

Perhaps  the  most  exotic,  and 
certainly  the  most  exciting,  object 
to  come  from  far  away  was  the  an- 
nual huge  box  of  candy  from  my 
Uncle  George,  who  had  gone  West 
as  a  young  man  and  set  up  a  candy 
store  near  the  Blackfoot  Indian 
reservation  in  Idaho.  He  always  in- 
cluded in  his  package  a  box  of 
chocolates  labeled  "fancy,"  hand- 
dipped,  with  a  "gold"  spoon  tied  to 
the-  top  by  an  orchid  ribbon.  The 
cover  bore  a  full-length  portrait  of 
a  scantily  clad  beauty,  bold  enough 
to  stand  there  almost  naked,  but 
shy  enough  to  turn  slightly  away 
from  us  all-too-eager  viewers.  This

work,  its  Steadiness,  the  cheerful 
sound  il  made.  If  1  heard  thai 
lie. idle  going  tonight  I  would  look 
across  the  room  lor  a  tree  with 
candles,  and  look  out  the  window 
for  a  drift  of  snow  with  its  blue- 
shadow.  Most  of  all,  I  would  warn 
lo  hear  il  stop,  to  be  followed  by 
mymother's  hurrying,  bright  steps 
going  from  sewing  machine  to 
Christmas  tree  with  the  last  pack- 
ages, weary  but  eager,  the  door 
c  re.iking  as  the  house  turned  cold. 

It  was  pleasant  to  burrow  down 
in  the  covers  knowing  that  in  .1  lew 
hours  the  early  heat  creeping  out  of 
the  hot-air  register  near  m\  bed 
would  loss  and  sway  the-  red  paper 
bell  hung  over  it, silently  ringing  in

Christinas,  the  products  of  thai 
bus)    sewing    machine,    dresses   fol 


my  sisters,  shirts  for  my  brother 
and  me.  Every  year  we  all  re- 
ceived mittens  connected  with  a 
long     cord     to     run     through     the 

sleeves  of  our  coats  so  they  would 

not   be  lost. 

There  were  the  wonderful  pres- 
ents, too.  In  the  toe  of  his  stocking 
was  my  brother's  first  watch,  thick, 
with  a  big  stem  for  winding  and  a 
place  inside  the-  back  cover  where 
one  day  he  would  have  a  tiny  pic- 
ture. Held  up  lo  the  candlelight,  it 
seemed  more  radiant  than  jewels 
or  the  gay  sun  itself,  just  beginning 
to  shine  through  the  window. 
There  was  also  my  older  sister's 
last  doll,  the  largest  yet,  with  hair 
the  color  of  her  own,  and  a  set  of 
doll  clothes  my  mother  had  made 
in  imitation  of  my  sister's  own 
dresses  and  coals.  1  remember  a 
liny  tain-o'-shanter,  brilliant  red, 
worn  at  an  angle  over  the  doll's 
long  curls  with  such  devastating 
effect  thai  1  yearned  for  such  a 
treasure  and  in  the  following 
weeks  secretly  picked  up  that  doll 
and  held  it. 
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"ur  stockings  would  be  filled 
with  little  presents  and  with  candy, 
that  hard  kind  with  designs  of 
flowers,  and  no  matter  how  hard 
Mm  licked  it  and  how  small  the 
piece  became,  the  flower  remained 
whole  to  the  end.  We  had  long 
arguments  about  the  questions  of 
stockings,  whether  each  of  us 
should  hang  one  he  actually  wore, 
or  whether  we  had  a  right  lo  hang 
the  largest  we  could  find.  Natural- 
1\ ,  the  smallest  children  were  bitter 
at  the  idea  of  hanging  their  own 
narrow  stockings,  and  glorious 
were  the  years  when  we  found  our 
father's  long,  heavy  sox  for  high 
boots. 

This  was  the  only  time  during 
(he  year  when  we  were  given 
books.  1  would  lay  my  hands  on 
the  hard  package  as  if  the  story  of 
Buffalo  Bill,  or  the  honest  young 
man  in  lloralio  Alger,  or  the  song- 
sounding  stanzas  of  Stevenson's  .1 
Child's  Garden  of  Verses  could  break 


through  the  paper  and  rush  up  the 
dps  of  my  fingers. 

Before  long,  other  children 
would  be  pouring  in  from  around 
the  neighborhood  to  admire  our 
presents  and  invite  us  over  to  look 
at  theirs.  Then  by  midmorning  we 
would  be  back  home  helping  pre- 
pare for  the  invasion  of  relatives  at 
noon.  We  had  to  clear  the  living 
room  of  its  chaos:  wrapping  pa- 
pers, boxes,  string,  seals,  gifts  lost 
in  the  confusion.  But  the  really 
important  work  was  in  the  kitchen. 
The  cookstove  had  been  heating 
up  for  hours,  thanks  in  part  to 
many  trips  I  made  for  that  great- 
est of  all  quick-burning  fuels,  corn- 
cobs, of  which  we  had  a  great  pile 
in  the  back  yard.  Our  range  would 
roar  when  we  gave  it  a  little  draft. 
It  made  an  impressive  sound  of 
cooking,  giving  off  growls  and 
threats  at  the  pots  and  pans,  warn- 
ing them  to  start  cooking,  or  suffer 
for  it.  Somehow,  our  silent  mod- 
ern cooking  seems  unreal  and  un- 
fair, as  if  the  heat  sneaked  up  on 
the-  food  without  warning. 

The  first  food  preparations  had, 
of  course,  been  made  months  be- 
fore. There  were  cookies  with  nuts, 
raisins,  and  spices  piled  in  an  earth- 
enware crock  and  put  in  the  base- 
ment to  age.  There  were  green 
peppers  stuffed  with  cabbage  and 
put  in  crocks  of  brine.  There  were 
sweet  pickles  which,  while  cooking, 
had  a  penny  thrown  into  the  kettle 
so  they  would  turn  bright  green. 
There  were  crocks  of  mincemeat 
with  green  tomatoes  and  currants. 
All  of  these  crocks  were  that  fine 
earth-gray  color,  lined  up  on 
shelves  in  the  basement,  and  it  was 
my  job  to  bring  them  up  the  steep 
stairway  from  the  cellar,  holding 
each  crock  under  my  nose  so  that  I 
could  breathe  in  the  special,  rich 
odor  of  each,  the  dill  picked  in  the 
hot  August  sun,  the  cabbages  cut 
just  before  frost  in  early  October. 

The  finest  flavor  of  all  came 
from  the  spiced  apples,  which  had 
lengths  of  real  cinnamon  in  their 
jars.  As  a  reward  for  trudging  up 
and  down  stairs,  I  would  be  al- 
lowed to  take  out  a  stick  of  cinna- 
mon, dripping  with  apple  juice 
and  tasting  of  spices  I  could  not 
name.  This  I  would  suck,  making 
it  last  all  day.  Sitting  by  the  kite  hen 
range,  hearing  it  mumble  and 
grumble  to  itself  as  the  split  oak 
felt  the  lire's  bite,  sleepy  from  the 
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crate  oven  (350°)  \%  to  1  '  2  hours.

short  night,  the-  morning's  excite- 
ment, the  loaded  errands,  I  would 
close  my  eyes  and  lick  the  melting 
richness  of  that  dark  brown  bark. 
No  shop  or  restaurant  in  this  world 
today  has  such  deep  delights. 

A  here  would  be  the  fancy,  sweet, 
once-a-ycar  things  with  the  elegant 
names:  ambrosia,  fruit  and  ginger 
ale  and  coconut,  foreign-tasting 
and  handsome;  divinity  fudge, 
which  took  praying  over  so  it  would 
be  the  right  consistency;  fondant, 
kneaded  in  the  hands,  wrapped  in 
a  damp  cloth  so  it  would  not  crys- 
tallize; and,  the  loveliest  of  all  in 
my  greedy  eyes,  the  hickory  nut 
cake. 

We  would  hear  a  jangle  of  bells 
outside  and  a  yelling  of  children  as 
our  cousins  and  their  parents  ar- 
rived, bobsled  loaded  with  pres- 
ents, with  ducks  in  granite  pans 
needing  only  to  be  heated.  It  was 
an  abundant  arrival.  Food  was  in 
everyone's  arms,  carrots  from  the 
root  cellar  deep  behind  the  house, 
apples  from  the  russet  tree  in  the 
orchard,  a  skinned  and  frozen  rab- 
bit terrifying  me  with  its  bloody, 
blue  flesh. 

Soon  other  relatives  arrived. 
Uncle  Ben,  the  childless  man  of  the 
big  moustache,  always  said  to  me, 
"Let's  see  how  big  your  chest  is," 
and  slipped  a  quarter  into  my  shirt 
pocket.  Aunt  Minnie  brought  pres- 
ents she  had  crocheted,  knit,  tat- 
ted, or  embroidered.  Minnie  had 
no  children  and  only  the  most  un- 
real notion  of  what  boys  were  like, 
so  that  I  usually  received  a  pink 
crocheted  necktie  which  hung 
down  to  mv  knees. 
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inner  was  the  sort  of  debauch 
which  could  be  eaten  only  by  men 
who  had  already  done  a  morning's 
chores  and  would  do  an  after- 
noon's even  on  such  a  holiday.  We. 
ate  with  gentle  brutality  the  beau- 
tiful ducks  which  the  summer  be- 
fore I  had  chased  into  the  pond 
with  a  wild  flutter  of  wings  and  a 
monstrous  quacking.  We  ate  wild 
grape  jelly,  tart  and  bright  in  its 
bdwl,  made  from  clusters  picked 
on  the  same  vines  where  1  would 
sw  ing  on  summer  visits  to  the  farm. 
We  ate  wild  plum  preserves,  from 
fruit  ripened  in  the  sun  along  a 
sandy  road  where  bees  and  birds 
and  an  occasional  horse  are  the 
only  travelers. 

My  mother's  Uncle  Jake  had 
been  in  his  day  an  amateur  preach- 
er, and  he  was  invited  to  ask  a 
blessing  on  our  food.  He  musl  have 
felt  that  The  Deity  was  hard  of 
hearing,  as  he  always  raised  his 
deep  baritone  so  that  it  rumbled 
through  the  house;  if  any  human 
sound  was  capable  of  penetrating 
to  heaven,  it  was  the  voice  of  Uncle 
Jake. 

Afternoons  we  took  our  sleds  (in 
my  ease-,  my  brother's  old  one,  re- 
painted) and  went  sliding  on  those 
wonderful  empty  streets.  We  could 
slide  six  long  city  blocks  downhill 
without  risk  of  being  maimed  for 
life.  The  men  of  the  family  filled 
the  air  of  our  living  room  with  cigar 
smoke.  At  the  first  sniff  of  nicotine, 
Aunt  Minnie-  would  stalk  out  of 
the  corrupt  room  and  glare  out  of 
the  kite  hen  like  an  enraged  tiger 
from  its  cave.  Minnie  always  won,

The  other  event  was  the  final 
tribute  to  the  holiday.  We  would 
gather  around  the  melodeon,  m\ 
mother  would  start  pumping  it,  air 
would  begin  moving  through

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reeds,  and  we  would  sing  from  the 
book  of  ( Ihristmas  songs  published 

in  the  Nineties,  my  mother  lead- 
ing.   Hen   enthusiastically   off-key, 

Jake  lull  ,ind   proud,   the  children 

wailing  thinh  : 

From  the  cistern  mountains 
Pressing  on  they  come. 

Wise  men  in  their  wisdom, 
To  1  lis  humble  home. 

Then  the  children  were  marched 

off  to  bed,  stopping  in  the  kitchen 

by  the  open  oven  door  (the  range 

would  still  be  hot,  although  no 
longer  roaring)  where  each  of  us 
would  take  a  heated  llaliron 
wrapped    in    flannel.    Then    we 

would  sadly  go  through  the  living 

room,  where  the  relatives  were  still 

talking,  sa\  goodnight,  and  go  ofl 
exhausted  but  still  tense.  "Watch 
that    sadiron,"    Ben    would    yell    at 

me,  "it's  a  left-handed  one."  Obe- 
diently, 1  transferred  it  to  my  left 

hand,  although  il  looked  about  the 
same  to  me  in  either  hand.  Minnie 
would  hold  my  hand  in  her  strong 
and  bony  fingers  and  speed  me  to 
bed  with  the  linn  advice,  "Merry 
Christmas.

So  we  straggled  off  to  the  bed- 
rooms, pulling  our  irons  under  the 
covers  and  our  favorite  present  un- 
der our  pillow.

Care  for  Christmas  plants 


Itviiiiis  on  punv  Hit 


Some  plants  will  take  neglect — give  one  of  these  to  Uncle 
John.  Others  need  quite  a  bit  of  attention — give  one  of  these 
to  relatives  with  a  green  thumb. 

As  a  general  rule,  the  special  Christmas  plants  such  as 
poinsettias  and  mums  can  be  given  freely  to  anyone  on  your 
gift  list.  A  daily  check  on  watering  will  be  all  they  need,  un- 
til the  blooms  fade  and  the  plants  are  discarded. 

Out  if  your  gift  choices  extend  into  year-around  plants, 
then  you  should  select  ones  that  meet  the  skills  and  interests 
of  the  receiver.  The  charts  on  page  88  give  you  a  sound 
basis  for  selection.  Plants  in  the  first  list  are  best  given  to 
those  who  already  are  enthusiastic  about  house  plants,  and 
have  some  of  the  experience  needed  to  keep  them  thriving. 
You  can  give  plants  in  the  second  list  to  anyone,  with  as- 
surance they  will  grow  with  a  minimum  of  care. 


If  you  decide  to  deliver  gift  plants  yourself,  and  the  weather  is  cold, 
wrap  them  carefully  to  prevent  breezing.  Most  foliage  plan  Is  and 
vines  can  he  effectively  protected  by  several  layers  of  newspapers. 
Start  at  the  corner,  roll  to  other  corner  and  fold  hack  lop  and  hot  loin. 
Fasten  with  tape  or  staples.  Re-roll  with  gilt-wrap  paper.
